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BUREAU  REDUCTIONS 

UNDER  ECONOMY  PROGRAM. 

The  Secretary's  announcement  on  June  19  that  cash  withdrav/als 
from  the  Treasury  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  would  be  limited  to 
$60,000,000,  or  a  reduction  of  $15 , 000 , 000  for  the  fiscal  year  1934, 
specified  also  that  the  market  news  service  of  the  Bureau  would  be 
eliminated.  Changes  in  Bureau  allotments  to  divisions  were  prepared 
on  the  basis  of  these  reductions. 

On  June  28,  the  Secretary's  office  announced  that  other  adjust- 
ments v/ithin  the  Department  have  made  possible  a  continuance  of  the 
market  news  service  on  a  reduced  basis.  This  service  cost  about 
$1,300,000  in  the  fiscal  year  1933  and  it  is  expected  that  the  ex- 
penditure for  the  current  year  will  be  $575,000. 

These  reductions  in  Bureau  appropriations  have  made  necessary 
the  following  furloughs  in  personnel:  Washington  82,  field  service, 
226,  total  308.  The  furloughing  of  employees  without  pay  is  merely 
a  temporary  arrangement  pending  the  working  out  of  a  program  of 
separations  from  the  service  which  it  is  expected  will  be  completed 
this  week. 


Market  News  for  Fiscal  Year  1934 . 

The  market  news  service  will  operate  in  16  offices  in  principal 
cities  connected  with  the  leased  wire,  in  eight  offices  not  connected 
with  the  leased  wire,  and  in  about  30  field  stations  of  the  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Division. 

Where  offices  are  maintained,  substantially  the  same  in- 
formation will  be  gathered  as  in  the  past,  but  the  direct  distribu- 
tion of  the  reports  will  be  restricted.  The  personnel  will  be  some- 
what restricted  in  the  remaining  offices.

MUST  BE  KEPT  CONFIDENTIAL . 


All  mailing  lists  maintained  in  offices  of  the  Bureau,  including  field 
offices,  are  subject  to  official  regulation  which  prohibits  the  release  of  these 
lists  to  anyone  outside  of  the  Department.  This  applies  equally  to  lists  that 
are  discontinued,  as  well  as  to  lists  that  are  being  used  currently.  Workers 
in  branch  offices  that  have  closed  or  are  operating  on  a  reduced  scale  are  cau- 
tioned to  send  the  file  cards  of  all  such  lists  to  their  divisions  at  Washington, 
or  to  store  them  and  notify  the  Washington  office  as  to  where  they  are  stored. 

This   caution   is  made  necessary  because  many  private  agencies  have  re- 
quested to  use  lists  compiled  by  the  Department.     Release  of  lists  to  these 
agencies  cannot  be  granted. 
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SEED  VERIFICATION  MEETING  WELL  ATTENDED ; 

SUGGESTED  SERVICE  CHANGES  LITTLE  OPPOSED . 

At  the  seed  verification  conference  held  in  Chicago  on  June  27,  but 
little  opposition  was  shown  to  the  suggested  changes  in  the  rules,  regulations, 
and  instructions  governing  origin  verification  of  seed  Forty-six  were  present, 
including  representatives  of  seedsmen,  copperative  associations,  State  and  Fed- 
eral seed-inspection  departments,  and  a  seed  trade  paper.  G.  C.  Edler.  in  the 
absence  of  W.  A,  Wheeler,  who  was  detained  in  Washington  on  division  reorgani- 
zation work,  acted  as  chairman,  and  W,  R.  Kuehn .  of  the  Minneapolis  office 
of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division,   acted  as  secretary. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  fee  for  origin  verification  is  likely  to  be 
raised  50  percent ,  that  is  from  2  cents  to  3  cents  per  100  pounds  of  alfalfa  or  red 
clover  seed,  no  dealers  have  indicated  their  intention  of  withdrawing  from 
the  Service  for  that  reason.  Moreover,  a  few  new  dealers  have  already  signi- 
fied their  intention  to  enroll  for  the  1S33-34  season. 

The  suggestions  made  at  the  conference  v/ill  be  given  careful  considera- 
tion before  the  final  draft  of  the  rules,  regulations,  and  instructions  are 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  and  Chief  of  this  Bureau  for  formal  action. 

PEEF  GRADING  SERVICE 

MAKES  NEW  RECORD  IN  MAY. 

The  beef  grading  service  o-*^  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division 
scored  a  new  high  point  during  the  month  of  May  in  the  quantity  of  meat  so 
handled  for  the  consumer.  The  total  number  of  pounds  graded  for  the  month 
of  May  was  21,984,158,  representing  the  thirteen  cities  where  the  service  is 
now  available.  This  is  an  increase  of  598.186  pounds  over  the  same  month  in 
1932,  when  21,385,972  pounds  were  graded.  The  greatest  increases  in  the  work 
were  made  in  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and  New  York.

FIELD  WORK  COMPLETED  ON  FARM  TAXATION 

AND  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  STUDY  IN  KENTUCKY. 

Dr.  T.  B.  Manny,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  Dr. 
B.  W.  Allin,  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  and  C.  J.  Bradley,  assist- 
ant in  marketing  and  finance  of  the  University  of  Kentucky,  returned  to  their 
respective  offices  last  week  after  having  completed  field  work  on  a  study  of 
county  government  and  taxation  in  Crittenden  and  Livingston  counties,  Kentucky. 
This  study  is  being  made  at  the  request  of  a  number  of  leading  citizens  and  of- 
ficials of  the  two  counties. 

The  field  work  consisted  of  an  analysis  of  the  local  debt  situation,  and 
of  the  revenues  and  expenses,  and  the  assessments  and  taxation  of  county  govern- 
ment during  the  last  three  years.  An  attempt  was  made  also  to  determine  from 
interviews  with  farmers  their  desires  concerning  reorganization  of  local  govern- 
ment, and  their  m.ajor  complaints  against  the  existing  system.  Dr.  Manny  reports 
a  most  excellent  spirit  of  cooperation  among  local  governm-ent  officials,  farmers, 
and  business  and  professional  men  in  furnishing  information. 

The  project  contemplates  the  preparation  of  a  report  on  existing  conditions 
in  local  government  and  suggested  changes  which  might  increase  efficiency,  and 
that  the  report  be  taken  back  to  the  local  people  by  the  group  who  made  the  study 
for  consideration  and  discussion  in  a  series  of  meetings.  The  adoption  or  re- 
jection of  any  suggestions  which  may  grow  out  of  the  work  is  entirely  optional 
v/ith  the  citizens  of  Crittenden  and  Livingston  counties.

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MONTANA  GRADING  DEMONSTRATIONS  ATTRACT 

CANADIANS  AS  WELL  AS  STATE  CATTLEMEN. 

James  K.  Wallace,  joint  representative  of  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and 
Wool  Division  of  this  Bureau,  and  the  Extension  Service,  reports  a  very  ac- 
tive week  following  his  attendance  at  the  49th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Mon- 
tana Stockgrowers  Association  at  Bozeman  on  May  25-27.  With  I.  M.  C.  Ander- 
son, Montana  State  livestock  specialist,  and  the  county  agents  at  the  res- 
pective points,  he  held  a  series  of  grading  demonstrations  in  Montana. 
Although  these  were  intended  to  be  county-wide  meetings,  they  drew  cattlemen 
from  adjacent  counties  and  from  Canada,  some  coming  from  points  as  far  dis- 
tant as  145  miles. 

The  first  grading  demonstration  was  given  on  May  31  at  the  Shorthorn 
breeding  and  feeding  ranch  of  Ed.  Boyle,  15  miles  from  Great  Falls.  County 
Agent  Scotty  Cameron  of  Cascade  County  arranged  for  this  demonstration. 
Mr.  Boyle's  ranch  is  in  the  heart  of  the  Northern  Montana  Plains  section 
where  some  of  the  finest  cattle  in  the  State  are  bred.  Mr.  Wallace  was 
able  to  grade  out  Choice,  Good,  and  Medium  grade  feeders  from  the  two  lots 
of  calves.  These  had  been  fed  experimentally  to  deterimne  the  value  of  wheat 
as  a  base  grain  ration  as  compared  with  the  prepared  feed  known  as  "Montana 
Cubes." 

On  June  1  Mr.  Wallace  and  Mr.  Anderson  began  a  2-day  series  of  grad- 
ings  with  County  Agent  H.  L.  Lantz,  of  Phillips  County.  The  first  meeting 
was  at  the  big  ranch  of  "Alf"  Watkins,  at  Chapm.an,  near  the  Canadian  border. 
Mr.  Watkins  had  a  fine  lot  of  richly  bred,  Good  and  Choice  grade  yearling 
feeders.  There  were  175  present  from  this  and  adjoining  counties  and  from 
Canada.  Mr-  Lantz  stated  that  this  was  the  largest  strictly  extension  meet- 
ing that  had  ever  been  held  there. 

On  June  2  a  grading  demonstration  was  conducted  at  the  purebred  Here- 
ford ranch  of  "Steve"  Holman,  on  Milk  River,  15  miles  west  of  Malta.  Pure- 
bred cows,  calves,  yearlings,  and  aged  bulls  also  were  discussed  by  types, 
There  were  125  present  at  this  meeting,  including  quite  a  number  of  Indians 
of  the  Gros  Ventre  tribe  from  the  Belknap  Indian  Reservation. 

In  the  Glasgow  district  of  Valley  County,  on  June  3,  County  Agent 
Cliff  Wilson  had  scheduled  only  one  day  for  Mr.  Wallace  and  Mr.  Anderson's 
work,  but  since  three  meetings  v/ere  held,  much  was  accomplished.  The 
morning  demonstration  was  given  at  the  ranch  of  William  Moecker,  south  of 
Nashua.  This  is  the  largest  irrigated  ranch  on  the  Milk  River  project.  Mr. 
Moecker  has  been  a  cowboy  for  more  than  50  years  and  has  seen  tremendous 
changes  in  consumer  demand  for  cattle.  His  75  feedlot  yearlings  were  used 
for  grading  before  an  audience  of  65.  The  afternoon  demonstration  was  given 
at  the  ranch  of  Roy  Uphouse  &  Sons  in  the  plains  west  of  Glasgow.  The  cattle 
were  of  Choice  and  selected  fleshy  feeder  grades.  Seventy-five  v/ere  present 
for  the  grading,  some  coming  from  a  distance  of  85  to  100  miles.  In  the 
evening  County  Agent  Wilson  held  a  community  meeting  at  Cherry  Creek  on  the 
great  wheat  bench  of  that  section.  The  local  Farmers'  Union  also  held  a 
business  meeting  in  connection  with  the  community  gathering,  so  the  at- 
tendance for  the  two  meetings  was  around  135.  Mr.  Wallace  gave  an  outlook 
and  marketing  talk,  principally  about  the  marketing  of  crops,  inasmuch  as  most 
of  those  present  were  grain  growers.  John  De  Dobbelier  of  the  Farmers' 
Union  expressed  his  sincere  thanks  for  this  marketing  talk,  which  topic  he 
said  the  people  of  that  section  seldom  heard  discussed  except  from  some 
biased  source.

In  the  economy  program,  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  is  closing 
the  Pretoria,  South  Africa,  and  the  Sydney,  Australia,  offices.  C.  C.  Taylor 
and  E.  C.  Paxton,  who  have  been  in  charge  at  the  respective  points,  are  on 
their  way  to  Washington. 

In  three  offices  v/here  there  have  been  two  Bureau  representatives,  one 
is  being  recalled.  Glenn  S.  Ray  is  returning  from  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina; 
J.  Barnard  Gibbs,  from  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia;  and  L.  DeW.  Mallory,  from 
Marseilles,  France. 

A  course  in  the  study  of  wheat  variety  was  given  at  the  Pacific 
Coast  headquarters  of  the  Grain  Division  on  June  16  for  eighteen  cereal  chem- 
ists from  that  part  of  the  country.  These  men  were  in  attendance  at  the 
fifth  annual  convention  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  Section  of  the  American 
Association  of  Cereal  Chemists,  which  was  held  in  Portland,  Oregon,  on 
June  15  to  17.  The  varieties  used  were  the  principal  wheats  of  the  western 
part  of  the  country,  some  thirty  varieties  of  the  common  v/hites,  clubs,  hard 
and  soft  red  winter  and  hard  red  springs. 

H.  H.  Wooten,  associate  agricultural  economist,  a  field  employee  of 
the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  with  headquarters  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  is 
in  Washington  this  week  conferring  with  the  Division  leader  and  others  in 
regard  to  plans  for  his  work  for  the  coming  year.  Mr.  Wooten  is  a  member  of 
a  field  party  which  has  been  engaged  in  appraising  agricultural  lands  in  the 
Mississippi  Valley  in  connection  with  the  Flood  Control  program  of  the  War 
Department,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering,  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
and  Soils,  and  the  Forest  Service,  with  which  agencies  the  Bureau  is  cooperating 
in  the  work.  The  area  which  has  been  appraised  js  located  in  southeastern 
Missouri  and  eastern  Arkansas,  In  many  instances  owners  of  lands  in  the 
floodway  have  settled  their  claims  out  of  court  on  the  basis  of  appraisals 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  appraisers. 

Fred  Taylor,  principal  marketing  specialist  of  the  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural Service,  completed  his  study  of  the  factors  determining  the  demand 
for  American  cotton  in  Japan  and  left  that  country  on  July  5  for  Shanghai 
to  conduct  a  similar  study  in  China. 

Fred  L.  Garlock,  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  is  at  Charlottes- 
ville, Virginia,  attending  The  Institute  of  Public  Affairs,  July  6  and  7. 
He  is  on  the  program  to  discuss  the  subject,  "Farmer  and  the  Country  Bank- 
er." 

Harold  Anderson,  grain  supervisor  at  Baltimore,  was  elected  vice- 
president  of  the  Federal  Business  Association  of  Maryland,  at  their  meet- 
ing on  June  20. 

H.  E.  Reed,  of  the  London  office,  and  D,  F.  Christy,  of  the  Berlin 
office,  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  have  just  completed  a  study  of 
the  operation  and  effects  of  the  hog  crisis  act  in  the  Netherlands. 

B,  W.  Whitlock,  of  the  Pacific  Coast  headquarters  of  the  Grain 
Division,  presented  a  paper  and  led  a  discusssion  on  malting  barley  quality 
requirements  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  Grain  Dealers 
Association,  held  at  Lewiston,  Idaho,  June  23  and  24. 

C.  F.  Clayton,  Senior  Agricultural  Economist,  Division  of  Land 
Economics,  v/ho  is  now  engaged  in  field  work  on  a  land  utilization  survey 
in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  has  been  authorized  to  attend  the  Wisconsin 
Land  Use  Conference  to  be  held  in  Madison  July  17  and  18. 
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F.  J.  Hughes,  business  manager  of  the  Bureau  and  for  more  than 
20  years  connected  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  field  of 
business  management,  has  been  drafted  by  Secretary  Wallace  and  Mr, 
Peek  to  head  up  temporarily  the  personnel  and  business  section  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Mr.  Hughes  v/as  selected  because  of  his  experience  and  his  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  government  organization,  personnel,  office  regula- 
tions, and  policy;  he  is  giving  this  help  to  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration  v/ithout  additional  compensation.  Mr.  Hughes  has 
previously  been  called  upon  to  assist  in  organizing  new  Federal  units. 

When  his  work  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  is 
completed,  Mr.  Hughes  will  again  devote  full  time  to  his  position  as 
business  manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics, 

CHANGES  IN  THE  BUREAU_AS  A 

RESULT  OF  ECCNOMY  PROGRAM . 

The  principal  changes  in  the  work  of  the  various  divisions  as  a 
result  of  the  reduction  in  available  funds  are  indicated  in  the  follow- 
ing statements  by  divisions.  Many  other  adjustments  are  yet  to  be  made, 
but  these  represent  the  principal  changes  at  this  time.  Statements  on 
divisions  not  represented  in  the  following  will  be  made  in  the  next 
issue,  August  1. 

Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates. 


Work  will  continue  on  the  same  general  lines  as  in  the  past, 
with  some  reductions  in  the  number  of  crops  to  be  covered  and  in  some 
special  reports.  Reports  of  stocks  of  grain  in  mills  and  elevators  and 
on  farm  employment  will  be  discontinued.  The  report  on  milk  production 
will  be  issued  only  on  a  quarterly  basis  instead  of  monthly  as  in  the 
past . 

The  field  offices  in  Washington  and  Oregon  will  be  combined  at 
Portland  under  J.  S.  Dennee.  Some  other  consolidations  of  offices 
may  be  made.  Special  field  and  statistical  work  in  the  preparation  of 
county  statistics  for  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  will 
require  a  considerable  part  of  the  time  of  the  division. 
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Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division. 

The  market  nev/s  service  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  v/ill  have 
a  somewhat  reduced  program  as  a  whole.  The  following  field  offices  of  this 
project  have  been  closed:  Baltimore,  Atlanta,  New  Orleans,  Ft.  Worth,  Cleve- 
land, Detroit,  I-'inneapolis ,  Denver,  Salt  Lake  City,  Seattle,  and  Spokane.  It 
is  expected  that  only  about  two  thirds  as  many  temporary  field  stations  will  be 
operated  as  in  the  past,  and  the  maintenance  of  this  number  is  contingent  on 
continued  State  cooperation. 

The  office  at  Los  Angeles  will  be  continued  largely  with  the  aid  of  a 
the  State  of  California.  The  office  at  Portland,  Oregon,  will  operate  on  a 
reduced  schedule,  with  only  so  much  of  the  information  coming  over  the  leased 
wire  for  San  Francisco  being  relayed  as  can  be  covered  by  the  expenditure  of 
$100  a  month  for  commercial  telegrams.  One  transfer  is  planned  from  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  to  Chicago,  Illinois,  while  a  representative  in  Detroit  has  been  sent  to  a 
temporary  field  station.  A  transfer  from  New  Orleans  to  another  point  will  be 
made  before  the  end  of  the  month. 

Washington  has  been  discontinued  as  a  market  news  station.  The  Seattle 
office  is  now  closed  for  both  market  news  and  inspection.  The  inspection  of- 
fice at  Dallas  is  closed  and  a  number  of  additional  adjustments  in  the  in- 
spection service  will  be  necessary  to  bring  its  expenditures  within  its  allot- 
ment . 

Paul  Froehlich,  who  has  been  editor  of  the  Division  Letter,  has  compiled 
the  weekly  review  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  performed  other  miscellaneous 
work,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Re- 
search to  take  over  the  work  of  Lewis  B.  Flohr  who  is  on  detail  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration.  In  addition,  four  clerks  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  that  division. 

Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division . 

The  Livestock,  K^eats,  and  Wool  Division  has  closed  its  market  news  of- 
fices at  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  Wichita,  Kansas,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  Buffalo, 
New  York,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  South  St . 
Joseph,  I.Iissouri,  and  North  Portland,  Oregon.  Of  those  remaining,  a  modified 
service  is  being  planned.  There  has  been  no  break  in  the  service  at  any  of  the 
offices  which  are  being  continued,  v;ith  the  exception  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  where  it  was  necessary  to  make  cooperative  agreements  with 
trade  interests  to  reestablish  the  service. 

Leased  wire  facilities  are  made  available  after  a  suspension  of  that 
service  from  July  1  to  July  4,  inclusive,  at  all  livestock,  meats,  and  wool 
market  news  offices  of  the  division,  except  Sioux  City  and  Des  'koines,  lov/a. 
South  St.  Paul,  I.'iinnesota,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Casper, 
Wyoming,  and  Los  Angeles,  California. 

The  division  is  transferring  three  technical  men  to  other  offices  — 
Sterling  Emens  from  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  to  Omaha,  Nebraska,  E.  A.  Orr  froir. 
South  St.  Joseph,  I^.issouri,  to  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  and  C.  C.  Green  from  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  to  Chicago.  All  three  will  serve  as  assistants  to  the  official  in 
charge  at  the  respective  points.  -.^iss  Ina  L.  Lindstrom  has  been  transferred 
from  Casper,  Wyoming,  to  Ogden,  Utah.  E.  H.  Richardson,  who  has  been  serving 
as  combination  market  reporter  and  meat  grader  at  Wichita,  Kansas,  continues 
the  meat  grading  work  at  that  point  under  cooperation  with  trade  interests 
as  at  present  arranged.  The  meat  market  reporting  and  meat  grading  is  being 
continued  at  Nev/  York  City,  while  the  livestock  market  reporting  v/ork  covering 
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the  New  York  City  and  Jersey  City  markets  has  been  discontinued.  The  Odgen 
office  will  continue  to  report  the  North  Salt  Lake  City  as  well  as  the^.  Odgen 
livestock  markets.  Meat  market  reporting  and  meat  grading  is  being  conducted 
elsewhere  as  formerly,  except  that  meat  grading  has  been  discontinued  at  Sioux 
City. 

The  division  has  discontinued  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  spec- 
ial wool  and  mohair  releases  and  suspended  its  wool  fiber  research..  namely, 
studies  of  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  wool  fiber,  particularly  in 
relation  to  grade,  by  means  of  microscope  and  other  apparatus. 

Division  of  Cotton  Marketing. 

The  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  will  make  a  general  retrenchment  in 
services  and  research  relating  to  cotton,  although  it  is  planned  to  continue 
its  major  cottcn  services  for  the  present.  Arrangem.ents  have  been  m.ade  for  con- 
tinuation of  the  market  news  service  on  cotton  and  cotton  linters,  but  on  a  much 
reduced  scale.  The  Weekly  Cotton  ^:arket  Reviev/  will  be  suspended  and  emphasis 
is  to  be  given  to  basis  quotations  and  to  premiums  and  discounts  on  grades  and 
staples  in  an  effort  to  provide  information  needed  in  the  national  effort  to 
improve  the  quality  of  cotton  produced  in  this  country  and  to  keep  the  producers 
and  public  currently  informed  on  prevailing  prices  and  market  conditions. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  continue  the  service  of  reporting  the  quality 
of  the  carry-over  and  of  the  crop.  Only  sum.mary  reports  on  the  grade  and  staple 
of  the  carry-over  and  the  earlier  part  of  the  crop  will  be  issued. 

The  weekly  reports  on  States  and  subdivisions  of  States  will  be  released 
only  for  approximately  half  of  the  cotton  States.  Arrangements  are  under  way 
substantially  to  maintain  the  present  staff  of  the  grade  and  staple  estimates 
project  through  the  active  ginning  season.  Field  offices  maintained  by  this 
project  are  at  Atlanta,  Georgia,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and  Dallas,  Austin,  and 
El  Paso,  Texas. 

Classification  services  for  futures  markets  will  be  maintained  at  future 
contract  delivery  points,  although  some  personnel  will  have  to  be  temporarily 
furloughed.  The  Board  of  Supervising  Cotton  Examiners  whose  function  is  to 
maintain  accuracy  and  uniformity  throughout  all  the  services  involving  classi- 
fication of  cotton,  will  continue,  but  with  some  furloughing  of  personnel  dur- 
ing periods  of  lesser  activity. 

Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products . 

The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  will  continue  the  compiling 
of  all  information  previously  issued  in  connection  with  its  market  news  ser- 
vices at  all  offices.  Distribution  of  this  information  will  be  limited  to 
a  daily  report  at  the  New  York,  Chicago,  San  Francisco,  and  Los  Angeles  of- 
fices, the  latter  being  issued  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  of  California,  and  a  monthly  summarjT-  report  of  prices  and  statis- 
tics of  receipts  and  storage  movements.  An  effort  is  being  made  at  all 
offices  except  Portland,  Oregon,  and  Seattle  to  mimeograph  a  report  each  day, 
in  order  that  the  press,  radio  stations,  and  public  officials  may  be  supplied. 
All  market  news  activities  at  the  Minneapolis  office  also  have  been  discontinued 
Reports  previously  issued  from  the  Washington  office  will  be  continued. 

The  grading  service  on  dairy  and  poultry  products  will  be  continued 
at  all  offices  and  at  Boston,  New  York.  Philadelphia,  and  Seattle  it  will  be 
continued  under  cooperative  agreement  with  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  of 
the  State  in  which  those  markets  are  located. 
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Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division . 

The  market  news  work  of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division  is  being  con- 
tinued on  a  reduced  scale.  Inspection  work  on  beans  and  soybeans  will  continue 
practically  as  heretofore.  The  allotment  for  hay  inspection  has  been  greatly 
reduced  and  the  supervision  of  the  work  has  been  discontinued  at  two  of  the 
field  points.  Seed  verification  will  be  continued  at  the  same  points  and  with 
m_uch  the  same  personnel,  with  somewhat  reduced  funds. 

The  division  has  discontinued  the  field  offices  at  Atlanta.  San  Antonio, 
Lansing,  and  Portland.  At  Denver,  where  the  force  has  been  reduced,  E.  A. 
Hill  will  handle  the  work.  In  California  the  division  will  continue  supervision 
of  hay  and  bean  inspection  work  with  W.  J.  Morgan  in  charge.  The  market  news 
work  on  grain,  hay,  and  feed  will  be  continued  in  that  State,  but  arrangements 
for  handling  the  work  have  not  been  com.pleted.  The  Kansas  City  office  will 
remain  in  charge  of  W.  R.  Crispin.  A.  D.  Harlan  has  been  transferred  from  the 
Atlanta  office  to  assist  Mr.  Crispin  with  the  inspection  work.  D.  E.  Rogers 
will  continue  to  handle  the  market  news  work  in  that  office.  W.  R.  Kuehn,  of 
the  Minneapolis  office,  is  being  retained  to  handle  the  same  lines  of  work  as 
heretofore,  but  will  have  his  office  with  the  Federal  Grain  Supervision.  At 
Chicago  the  market  news  and  inspection  work  will  be  continued,  but  detailed 
arrangements  for  handling  this  work  have  not  been  completed. 

Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research . 

The  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research  will  function  about 
as  usual,  but  with  more  of  the  work  being  done  directly  for  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration.  Frederick  V.  Waugh,  formerly  secretary  of  the  New 
England  Research  Council,  has  joined  the  force  to  do  research  and  service 
work  on  the  relation  of  prices  to  consumption  and  the  effect  of  processing  taxes 
upon  prices  and  consumption.  L.  H.  Bean  has  been  assigned  to  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  work.  Lawrence  Myers  is  acting  economic  adviser  to 
the  Cotton  Administration.  F.  J.  Hosking  has  transferred  from  the  market  news 
service  of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division  to  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research  to  assist  with  the  work  on  corn  for  the  Adjustment 
Administration. 

Division  of  Land  Economics . 

As  a  result  of  retrenchment  in  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  the  farm 
labor  project  has  been  temporarily  eliminated,  the  land  tenure  project  has  been 
reduced  in  scope,  and  work  in  land  utilization  has  been  somewhat  curtailed. 

Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life . 

The  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  will  carry  out  its  regu- 
lar research  program  during  the  coming  year  with  a  reduction,  for  the  most 
part,  in  the  number  of  its  activities.  The  cooperative  projects  with  experi- 
ment stations  and  colleges  of  agriculture  will  consist  of  assistance  on  the 
part  of  the  division  in  other  than  financial  ways.  The  division  will  cooper- 
ate with  other  divisions  in  the  Bureau  in  carrying  out  cooperative  projects 
which  had  already  been  entered  into  with  State  agencies. 
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Division  of  Agricultural  Finance. 

The  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  will  probably  make  the  annual 
estimate  of  farm  taxes  every  other  year  instead  of  annually.  Field  work 
on  a  number  of  projects  was  planned  for  completion  in  the  fiscal  year 
just  ended  in  order  to  relieve  this  year's  budget  of  as  much  field  expense 
as  possible.  Surveys  of  farm  indebtedness  will  be  made  less  often  than  in 
the  past,  with  the  surveys  on  each  of  the  various  phases  to  be  m,ade  in  al- 
ternate years  or  less  often.  The  work  on  other  projects  will  be  curtailed 
and  reorganized  in  order  to  stay  within  reduced  appropriations. 

Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs. 

The  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  will  go  ahead  with  its 
annual  cost  inquiry  and  its  annual  inquiry  on  farm  returns.  It  will  also 
push  as  vigorously  as  possible  its  work  on  types-of-farming  projects,  carry- 
ing them  now  into  the  regional  phase,  It  v/ill  also  carry  one  or  more  pro- 
jects in  the  field  of  commodity  studies.  A  year  ago  the  division  discon- 
tinued the  development  of  new  projects  in  one  im^portant  field  of  its  pro- 
gram, that  of  farm  organization  studies.  This  was  made  necessary  by  a  cur- 
tailment of  funds  at  that  time.  The  result  is  that  the  present  reduction  in 
personnel  finds  the  division  with  that  part  of  its  program  reduced  to  small 
appropriations,  a  thing  which  helps  to  meet  the  present  situation. 

Warehouse  Division. 

The  Warehouse  Division  will  function  on  usual  lines,  with  some 
curtailment,  which  may  make  it  impossible  to  accept  more  applications  frop 
warehousemen  for  licenses. 

Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 

Economy  measures  will  necessitate  a  curtailment  of  functions,  but  not 
drastically,  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  The  division's  representa- 
tives having  been  recalled,  direct  reports  from  South  Africa  and  Australia 
will  not  be  available.  The  most  essential  material  will  be  obtained  from 
the  consular  officers  in  those  countries.  In  the  three  offices  where  the 
personnel  is  being  reduced  from  two  representatives  to  one  representative, 
the  elimination  of  some  reports  will  ta,ke  place.  Reporting  activities  will 
be  concentrated  on  products  of  most  direct  concern  to  American  producers. 
The  offices  in  Europe  will  include  tobacco  reports  in  those  furnished  and 
thereby  partially  provide  the  material  that  was  supplied  by  J.  B.  Hutson, 
former  tobacco  specialist  in  Europe,  now  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration.  The  commodity  specialist  on  fruits,  on  cotton,  on  grain, 
and  on  meats  and  wool  will  continue  to  function  as  formerly. 
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Division  of  Economic  Information. 

The    changes    in   market   news   work   have    increased    rather   than  de- 
creased the  work  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,   since  more  ma- 
terial must  be  prepared  for  distribution  to  the  press  and  radio. 

The  financial  support  of  the  Bureau  for  the  New  England  radio  service 
at  Boston  has  been  suspended,  and  the  Bureau's  part  in  the  joint  program 
on  radio  v/ith  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Philadelphia 
also  has  been  suspended.  The  Boston  program  is  being  continued  for  the  time 
being  by  the  support  of  the  six  New  England  States  and  radio  Station  WBZ. 

Most  of  the  work  of  the  division  is  expected  to  continue  about  as 
usual,  except  on  somewhat  reduced  scale.  Final  decision  has  not  been  made 
regarding  printing  funds  or  periodicals.  The  volume  of  mimeographing  is 
free  from,  the  paper  restriction  of  last  year,  but  will  be  limited  by  the 
amounts  that  divisions  can  expend  for  mimeographing  work,  since  all  charges 
must  be  made  against  the  projects  originating  the  work.  A  fuller  announce- 
ment on  mimeographing  will  be  made  later. 

Mrs.  J,  C,  Gilbert,  who  has  been  assigned  to  the  Office  of  Exhibits, 
has  been  recalled  to  the  division  to  assist  in  information  work. 

FIELD  OFFICES  SHOULD  NOTIFY  BUREAU  IF 

THERE  IS  ANY  SURPLUS  FURNITURE  ON  HAND. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Business  ^^anager  that  field 
offices  are  reporting  surplus  furniture  to  Government  agencies  or  organi- 
zations other  than  the  Bureau.  Any  surplus  furniture  on  hand  in  field 
offices  should  be  reported  to  the  Business  Manager  through  the  division 
leader  p^nd  not  to  anyone  outside  of  the  Bureau.  Instructions  as  to  dis- 
position or  storage  of  furniture  and  equipment  which  is  surplus  will  be 
issued  at  an  early  date.

A.  A.  A.  WILL  ISSUE  LICENSES 
TO. MILK  DEALERS. 

Secretary  Wallace  announced  a  decision  to  issue  licenses  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  to  processors  and  all  dis- 
tributors of  milk,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  at  the  sam.e  time  a  marketing 
agreement  for  milk  becomes  effective  for  a  specified  area.  The  license 
procedure  was  determined  upon  after  conferences  with  the  Attorney  General 
and  President  Roosevelt  and  has  their  approval. 

Marketing  agreements  have  been  submitted  by  groups  of  processors,  as- 
sociations of  producers  and  others  engaged  in  the  handling  and  distribution 
of  milk  in  many  of  the  larger  cities. 
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COTTON  PLAN  PRONOUNCED  A 

SUCCESS  BY  SECRETARY  WALLACE. 

Secretary  Wallace  announced  yesterday,  July  14,  that  more  than  three 
million  bales  of  cotton  have  been  offered  by  the  cotton  producers  of  the 
South  during  the  campaign  which  has  been  under  way  for  the  last  two  weeks. 

The  Secretary  expressed  his  determination  to  accept  such  offers  as 
meet  the  legal  requirements  and  comply  with  the  regulations  and  a  proclama- 
tion to  make  such  benefit  payments  was  signed  today  as  required  by  the  Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment  Act. 

A  processing  tax  on  the  first  domestic  processing  of  cotton  of  4.2 
cents  per  pound  will,  under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  go  into  effect  at  the 
beginning  of  the  marketing  year,  which  is  August  1. 

Secretary  Wallace  in  announcing  that  the  cotton  plan  would  be  adopted, 
said  in  part: 

"We  estimate  that,  on  the  basis  of  the  reports  from  the  extension 
directors,  approximately  2,500,000  bales  have  been  offered  to  us  under 
the  terms  of  the  proposals  submitted  to  the  growers.  This  amount  of  cotton 
represents  in  excess  of  9,939,999  acres." 


HERE  AND  THERE. 

Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Prod- 
ucts, is  spending  Friday  and  Saturday  in  New  York  City,  where  he  is  con- 
ferring with  officials  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  New  York  Live 
Poultry  Commission  Merchants  Association  regarding  the  inspection  of  live 
poultry  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Bureau. 

David  L.  Wickens,  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  is  making  a 
short  trip  to  Illinois  and  Wisconsin  to  confer  with  manufactur-^rs  and  dis- 
tributors of  farm  implements  in  furtherance  of  research  relating  to  volume, 
distribution,  and  terms  of  credit  extended  to  farmers. 

F.  L.  Gerdes,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  has  been  authorized  to 
make  an  address  on  the  subject,  "Research  on  Cotton  Quality  in  Relation  to 
Ginning"  at  meetings  of  the  Arkansas  State  Ginners  Association  and  the 
Fourth  Annual  Cotton  Classing  School,  to  be  held  at  Hot  Springs,  and  Little 
Rock,  Arkansas,  July  19  and  20  respectively. 

"Fruits  and  Vegetable  Crops  and  Diseases"  is  the  new  name  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Horticultural  Crops  and  Diseases,  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry. 
The  statement  announcing  that  this  change  had  been  made  effective  July  1,  re- 
quests that  the  correct  title  be  used  hereafter  in  connection  with  publica- 
tions or  correspondence.

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EDWARD  C.  PARKER  PLACED  IN  CHARGE 
OF  THE  GRAIN  DIVISION. 


Edv/ard  C.  Parker  is  placed  in  charge  of  the  Grain  Division  ef- 
fective August  1,  Mr.  Olsen  announced  yesterday. 

Mr.  Parker  entered  the  service  of  the  Bureau  in  July  1923  as  as- 
sociate marketing  specialist.  Prior  to  his  appointment  in  the  Bureau 
he  was  engaged  in  investigational  and  research  work  in  agronomy  and 
agricultural  economics  at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  of  which  he  is 
a  graduate,  and  v/as  engaged  in  commercial  enterprises  in  Montana  for 
ten  years,  dealing  with  the  production  and  marketing  of  grain  and  hay. 
He  served  as  agricultural  adviser  to  the  Governments  of  Machuria  from 
1908  to  1912.  For  several  years  after  his  appointment  in  this  Bureau, 
Mr.  Parker  was  in  immediate  charge  of  the  hay  standardization  and 
inspection  work  of  the  Bureau.  In  October  1929,  he  and  Professor 
Hyslop  of  the  Oregon  Agricultural  College  were  appointed  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  as  a  committee  to  study  the  present  official  grain 
standards  and  their  application  under  the  Grain  Standards  Act.  A 
manuscript  embodying  suggested  revisions  of  the  present  official 
grain  standards  is  nov/  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  and  will 
shortly  be  available  for  distribution, 

As  in  other  divisions  of  the  Bureau,  some  adjustments  are  nec- 
essary in  the  Grain  Division  to  comply  with  the  Federal  Economy  Pro- 
gram. R.  T.  Miles  has  been  in  Washington  for  several  days  conferring 
with  the  Chief's  Office  and  Mr.  Parker  in  determining  the  changes 
necessary  to  reduce  expenditures  to  the  smaller  allotment  for  the  current 
fiscal  year.  Although  some  reductions,  reassignments ,  and  furloughs  in 
the  personnel  will  be  necessary,  in  general  the  present  organization 
of  the  Grain  Division  will  be  continued.  Mr.  Besley  will  be  engaged 
on  other  assignments  within  the  Department. 


LITTLE  CHANGE  IN  TOBACCO  SECTION'S 
WORK  UNDER  ECONOMY  PROGRAM . 


The  tobacco  inspection  work  of  the  Tobacco  Section  will  not  be 
materially  affected  under  the  Econon":~  Program.  The  work  may  be  re- 
stricted in  scope,  but  otherwise  it  v.'ill  continue  as  in  the  past. 
Some  modification  v/ill  necessarily  be  made  in  the  method  of  handling 
market  news  work,  but  changes  in  this  program  have  not  yet  been  worked 
out.     The   quarterly  stocks   report  will   not  be  affected. 
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MR.  RAY  COMPLETES  INTERESTING  ARGENTINE 

ASSIGNMENT;  REPORTS  ON  CONDITIONS  THERE. 

Glenn.  S.  Ray,  agricultural  commissioner,  stationed  in  Buenos  Aires 
for  some  two  and  one-half  years,  has  just  returned  to  Washington,  D.  C. 
Mr.  Ray  reports  that  he  has  had  a  very  interesting  assignment  in  Argentina 
where,  in  connection  with  reporting  upon  crop  conditions  and  prospects,  he 
had  occasion  to  make  numerous  trips  through  many  parts  of  the  cereal  zone 
of  that  country. 

Corn,  wheat,  and  flax  are  the  principal  grain  crops  of  Argentina, 
although  appreciable  quantities  of  oats,  barley,  and  rye  are  also  grown. 
Argentine  wheat  is  largely  exported  to  Great  Britain  and  Continental 
Europe.  Brazil,  however,  takes  large  quantities  of  the  high  grade  wheat, 
either  as  grain  or  in  the  form  of  flour.  Cultural  practices  in  most  of 
the  grain  districts  of  the  Argentine  are  very  similar  to  those  used  by 
the  average  American  farmer.  Modern  agricultural  machinery,  much  of  it 
manufactured  in  the  United  States,  is  found  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 
Due  to  the  depression,  the  use  of  tractors  has  declined  very  materially, 
and  for  the  last  year  or  two  horses,  which  are  very  cheap  and  abundant, 
have  replaced  the  tractor  almost  entirely. 

Argentina  has  practically  no  grain  elevators,  although  there  is 
a  bill  now  before  Congress  for  the  establishment  of  an  elevator  system 
throughout  the  grain  zone.  Scattered  throughout  the  grain  growing  areas 
of  the  Argentine  one  finds  a  great  deal  of  alfalfa  on  which  are  pastured  the 
fine  herds  of  beef  cattle  for  which  Argentina  is  justly  noted. 

The  Argentine  farmer  has  suffered  greatly  from  the  depression  but 
remains  on  the  land  because  there  is  nothing  else  for  him  to  do.  In  the 
last  year  or  two  there  has  been  a  decided  shift  from  cash  to  share  rent 
and  there  has  also  been  a  good  deal  of  agitation  for  reductions  in  land 
rentals,  particularly  in  the  cash  rents. 

On  his  return,  Mr,  Ray  traveled  by  way  of  the  west  coast,  stopping 
at  many  of  the  South  American  ports  along  the  way. 

MR.  GIBBS  RETURNS  FROM  YUGOSLAVIAN  POST: 
DISCUSSES  AGRICULTURAL  SITUATION . 

J.  Barnard  Gibbs,  assistant  agricultural  commissioner,  stationed  at 
Belgrade,  Yugoslavia,  since  October,  1930,  returned  to  Washington  on  July 
12.  He  speaks  with  enthusiasm  of  his  foreign  assignment,  indicating  that 
it  has  greatly  enriched  his  experience,  both  in  a  cultural  and  practical 
way. 

The  area  of  the  Danube  Basin  almost  fits  the  States  of  Kansas, 
Nebraska,  and  South  Dakota  in  total  land  area  and  total  area  in  cereals. 
The  climate  is  practically  the  same,  with  almost  identically  the  same 
rainfall.  The  methods  employed  in  agriculture,  however,  are  still  primi- 
tive as  compared  v/ith  American  methods.  Most  of  the  labor  is  done  by 
hand.  About  80  percent  of  the  wheat  is  cut  by  hand  and  a  large  percent- 
age is  tramped  out  on  threshing  floors  by  oxen  or  horses. 

The  most  outstanding  situation  in  regard  to  agriculture  in  the 
Danubian  Basin,  comprising  the  countries  of  Bulgaria,  Roumania,  Hungary,  and 
Yugoslavia,  is  the  attempts  of  these  countries  to  regain  their  prewar  posi-

tion  in  the  world  markets,  especially  for  wheat.  Prior  to  the  world  war 
these  countries  supplied  something  near  110,000,000  bushels  of  the  import 
requirement  of  the  wheat  consuming  European  countries.  Following  the  war, 
production  and  the  wheat  trade  were  badly  disorganized.  Much  of  the  land  was 
taken  from  large  estate  owners  and  given  to  small  peasant  farmers,  who  raised 
a  low  quality  of  wheat  and  were  only  interested  in  supplying  their  own  needs; 
exports,  consequently,  declined  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  In  recent  years 
the  governments  in  the  respective  countries  have  more  or  less  taken  the  place 
of  the  large  estate  owners,  in  that  they  are  attempting  to  improve  the  qual- 
ity of  wheat  in  these  countries  and  increase  production  to  the  point  where 
exports  would  reach  their  prewar  level.  The  governments  have  furnished  high 
quality  seed  wheat  to  the  farmers  and  maintained  organizations  to  help  de- 
velop the  export  trade. 

Mr.  Gibbs  was  responsible  for  the  estimating  work  in  the  Belgrade  of- 
fice, especially  for  the  estimates  relating  to  grain.  His  estimtes  were 
based  on  rainfall  and  crop  yield  studies,  information  obtained  from  local 
agencies,  principally  from  grain  dealers,  and  such  timely  information  as 
could  be  obtained  from  official  agencies.  The  spirit  of  cooperation  betv/een 
the  Danube  office  and  all  local  people  was  very  cordial.  In  general,  the 
feeling  toward  Americans,  both  in  an  official  and  personal  way,  is  friendly. 

EXTENSION  ECONOMISTS  ACTIVE 

IN  PROMOTING  WORK  OF  A.  A.  A. 

Activity  among  the  economic  extension  force  has  greatly  increased  in 
the  last  several  months  as  the  result  of  the  part  they  are  taking  in  pro- 
moting the  work  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.  The  regular 
work  of  the  extension  economists  has  had  to  be  extended  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  Adjustment  Administration,  and  nev;  phases  of  work  have  been  taken 
on  in  the  program  of  lending  assistance.  The  following  schedule  indicates 
some  of  the  ways  in  which  assistance  is  being  given,  both  by  the  Washington 
and  field  force: 

1.  Preparation  for  use  of  county  agents  and  leaders,  of  background 
material  on  the  economic  situation  for  the  agricultural  commodi- 
ties involved  in  the  "Agricultural  Adjustment  Act." 

2.  Preparation  of  Commodity  "Facts"  leaflets  for  distribution  to 
farmers . 

3.  The  continuation  of  training  schools  in  the  use  of  economic 
information  for  county  agents  and  leaders. 

4.  Attendance  at  State  and  district  "Adjustment"  meetings,  to 
present  the  commodity  situation  and  to  assist  in  explaining  the 
Adjustment  Administration  program. 

5.  Helping  county  agents  to  hold  at  least  one  farmers'  meeting 
to  explain  the  commodity  situation  and  plan  of  action. 

6.  Assisting  county  agents  in  persuading  farmers  who  are  cooper- 
ating under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  to  keep  more  ac- 
counts as  a  basis  of  future  adjustment  programs. 

7.  Expanding  whenever  possible  the  whole  economic  extension  program 
dealing  with  agricultural  adjustments. 
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OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE  TO  BE  HELD  THIS  FALL: 
REGIONAL  CONFERENCES  DISCONTINUED. 

The  annual  national  outlook  conference  sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  for  the  season  1933-34,  will  be  held  this  year  in  Washing- 
ton, October  30  to  November  4,  instead  of  in  the  following  January  as  in 
previous  years. 

Suggestion  for  the  change  in  the  outlook  program  was  made  by  a 
number  of  State  representatives  at  the  outlook  conference  last  January, 
and  the  new  date  has  been  set  after  consultation  with  State  extension 
services  and  experiment  stations.  The  Federal  economy  program  and  limi- 
tations of  State  funds  have  made  it  necessary  also  to  curtail  the  program 
for  regional  conferences,  of  which  four  were  held  last  year  in  the  New 
England,  Southern,  Midwestern,  and  Western  States. 

Summer  and  early  fall  outlook  reports  are  now  being  prepared  by  the 
Bureau.  The  report  on  poultry  and  eggs  was  issued  on  July  24  and  that  on 
dairy  on  July  31.  Other  reports  will  be  issued  as  follows:  Sheep  and 
lambs,  August  2;  beef  cattle,  August  21;  fall  grains,  September  4;  hogs, 
September  11;  feedstuffs,  September  18. 

The  need  for  outlook  work  this  year  will  be  greater  than  usual, 
since  economic  conditions  are  changing  so  rapidly.  Adjustments  in  farm 
operations  should  be  made  only  after  the  farmer  has  been  given  the  best 
information  obtainable.  The  unusual  changes  in  production  and  prices  of 
farm  products,  brought  about  in  part  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admini- 
stration program,  make  it  necessary  to  summarize  and  analyze  the  situation 
early  in  the  fall,  so  as  to  place  the  information  in  the  hands  of  extension 
workers  before  they  begin  their  winter  adjustment  campaigns. 

The  organization  available  through  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Ad- 
ministration now  makes  the  careful  preparation  and  wide  dissemination  of 
outlook  information  more  important.  All  farmers  are  affected  by  any  ad- 
justment program  undertaken,  and  they  are  asking  for  the  best  available 
facts  on  which  to  base  their  adjustment  decisions.

LEAVE  APPLICATION 

FORMS  ARE  REVISED. 

Application  for  Leave  forms  17  and  17-a  have  recently  been  revised. 
One  of  the  changes  in  the  new  applications  provide  that  the  person  in  charge, 
rather  than  the  employee,  shall  sign  the  statement  "Returned  to  duty."  The 
present  procedure  of  the  employee's  signing  the  statement  will  therefore  be 
discontinued  immediately,  and  in  the  future  the  statement  will  be  completed 
by  the  one  in  charge  or  who  recommended  the  leave.  Any  supply  of  the  old 
form  on  hand  should  be  used  until  exhausted. 
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DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  PRODUCTS  DIVISION 

EXTENDS  COOPERATIVE  WORK  IN  FOUR  STATES_^ 

The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  recently  entered 
into  cooperative  arrangements  to  extend  its  services  in  four  States.  On 
July  24,  inspection  on  dressed  domestic  rabbits  was  inaugurated  at  the 
plant  of  Louis  Rettberg,  Inc.,  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  under  a  cooperative 
agreement  with  the  Maryland  State  Department  of  Markets.  The  licensed 
veterinary  inspector  at  this  plant  is  Dr.  M.  K.  Dunlap. 

The  cooperative  agreement  between  the  Bureau  and  the  Philadelphia 
Produce  Exchange,  under  which  the  division's  dairy  and  poultry  products 
grading  services  have  been  carried  on,  has  been  dissolved,  and  in  its 
place  an  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Pennsylvania  Department 
of  Agriculture,  providing  for  a  Federal-State  grading  service  on  dairy 
and  poultry  products. 

At  New  York  City,  an  agreement  has  been  entered  into  between  this 
Bureau  and  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets,  where- 
by the  dairy  and  poultry  products  grading  in  New  York  City  is  carried  on  as  a 
Federal-State  service,  instead  of  a  straight  Federal  service  as  was  previ- 
ously the  case. 

At  Boston,  a  cooperative  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Agriculture  providing  for  Federal-State  grad- 
ing service  on  dairy  and  poultry  products  in  Boston  and  other  points  in 
Massachusetts.  The  agreement  in  effect  between  the  Bureau  and  the  Boston 
Food  and  Produce  Exchange,  providing  for  the  grading  of  butter  for  members 
of  the  Exchange,  will  be  discontinued  effective  August  1,  and  all  future 
work  at  Boston  will  be  carried  on  under  the  Federal-State  agreement. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  SPEAKS  WELL  FOR 

SERVICE  OF  WELFARE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Department  Welfare  Association  has  just  completed  the  tenth 
year  of  successfully  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  Department  personnel. 

Careful  management  of  the  organization  and  the  liberal  support  of  em- 
ployees in  the  past  make  it  unnecessary  for  the  Welfare  Association  to 
ask  for  the  annual  contribution  this  year,  but  the  president,  Albert  M.  Day, 
in  his  annual  report  bespeaks  your  continued  loyal  and  enthusiastic  moral  sup- 
port in  carrying  on  the  work. 

The  Association  was  founded  in  1923  to  aid  employees  in  times  of  sick- 
ness and  unforeseen  emergencies.  The  fund  has  been  built  up  by  annual  con- 
tributions of  interested  employees,  by  profits  from  candy  and  Christmas  card 
sales,  and  the  Welfare  store,  and  by  interest  on  investments,  until  the 
Association  now  has  invested  in  Government  bonds  the  sum  of  $14,500  and  in 
ready  cash  of  more  than  $3,500.00.  In  addition,  there  are  outstanding  loans 
to  employees  amounting  to  approximately  $10,000.00  which  are  being  repaid 
in  monthly  payments.  During  the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  105  loans,  amount- 
ing to  $8,612.50  were  made  for  the  payment  of  hospital  expenses,  nurses 
fees,  doctors'  bills,  and  other  such  emergencies.  Six  gifts,  amounting  to 
$146.73  were  made  to  low  salaried  people  because  of  unusual  emergencies, 
such  as  death  in  the  family  with  no  funds  to  care  for  the  necessary  expenses. 
Of  the  loans  made,  fifteen  were  extended  to  Bureau  employees  in  the  amount 
of  $1,095.  These  were  all  emergency  cases  of  illness  where  the  money  was  used 
mostly  for  hospital  bills.  A  wheel  chair  has  been  purchased  for  the  South 
Building  to  care  for  cases  where  employees  are  too  ill  to  walk  to  the 
emergency  room.,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  Association  to  employ 
a  substitute  nurse  to   relieve  the  one   regular  nurse  on  duty  constantly. 
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SECRETARY  AND  BUREAU  MEMBERS_TO_ATTEND 
AMERICAN  COUNTRY  LIFE  CONFERENCES^ 

Dr,  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge,  and  Dr.  0,  E.  Baker,  of  the  Division  of 
Land  Economics,  and  Dr.  Lynn  R.  Edminster,  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service,  will  attend  the  Sixteenth  Annual  American  Country  Life  Confer- 
ence, to  be  held  in  cooperation  with  the  Virginia  Institute  of  Rural  Af- 
fairs in  Blacksburg,  August  1-4.  The  general  topic  is  "National  Policies 
Affecting  Rural  Life."  Dr.  H,  C.  Taylor,  former  chief  of  this  Bureau, 
who  is  president  of  the  Association,  spent  several  days  in  the  Bureau 
recently,  preparing  his  presidential  address.  Following  his  attendance 
at  the  American  Institute  of  Cooperation  in  Raleigh,  N.C.,  last  week, 
he  went  to  the  meeting  at  Blacksburg.  Dr.  Gray  will  address  the  meeting 
and  serve  as  chairman  of  the  round  table  on  the  subject  "National  Policy 
Affecting  Land  Problems."  As  a  member  of  this  round  table.  Dr.  Baker 
will  present  two  papers,  one  on  "Probable  Future  Land  Requirements  for 
Agriculture,  Nationally  and  Regionally,  as  Indicated  by  Population  Tenden- 
cies and  Other  Factors;"  and  the  other  on  "What  Considerations  Indicate 
the  Desirable  Balance  Between  Agricultural  and  Non-Agricultural  Population; 
Between  Rural  and  Urban  Population"?  Dr.  Edminister  will  present  the  leading 
paper  on  "World  Trade  Barriers  and  American  Agriculture"  in  the  morning  ses- 
sion on  this  subject  on  August  2,  as  a  part  of  the  round  table  on  "Inter- 
national Policies  Affecting  Rural  Life  in  the  United  States,"  of  which  Asher 
Hobson,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Bureau 
and  now  head  of  the  Department  of  Economics  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
is  chairman. 

Dr.  Baker  will  also  speak  on  August  3  at  the  meeting  of  the  Student 
Section  of  the  American  County  Life  Association,  which  will  be  held  at 
East  Radford,  Virginia.  Secretary  Wallace  will  address  this  meeting  on  the 
general  subject,  "What  More  Can  a  Nation  Do  for  Rural  Life?"  Doctor  Baker 
will  discuss  this  subject  with  respect  to  Land  Utilization,  and  Dr.  Hobson, 
with  respect  to  International  Affairs.  Dr.  E.  L.  Kirkpatrick,  former  member 
of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  and  now  a  member  of  the  De- 
partment of  Rural  Sociology  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  is  chairman 
of  the  Student  Section  of  the  Association. 

The  American  Country  Life  Conference  is  a  voluntary  association  of 
persons  and  organizations  who  are  working  for  a  worthy  country  life  in  Ameri- 
ca. It  was  organized  in  1919,  and  has  held  annually  national  conferences  on 
various  topics  related  to  the  building  of  a  fine  rural  civilization  in  the 
United  States. 

MAILING  LISTS  TO  BE  RESTORED. 

In  some  offices  arrangements  have  been  made  to  provide  for  the 
resumption  of  mailing  lists  and  the  necessary  additional  personnel  to 
carry  on  this  work  at  the  field  offices  where  mechanical  forces  were  thought 
to  be  a  necessity.  The  publication  of  mimeographed  reports  to  regular 
mailing  lists  was  resumed  on  Tuesday,  July  25.  Under  this  resumption  of 
activities,  it  is  expected  to  restore  mailing  lists  in  most  of  the  field 
offices  now  in  operation  to  the  same  status  as  they  were  prior  to  June  30.

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HERE  AND  THERE. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Hartman,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Econ- 
omics, were  among  those  who  attended  a  conference  called  by  Secretary 
Ickes,  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  on  Wednesday,  July  26,  in  con- 
nection with  President  Roosevelt's  plan  for  a  system  of  "subsistence  farms" 
for  the  poor.  The  President  has  recently  set  aside  $25,000,000  and  as- 
signed to  Secretary  Ickes  the  administration  of  the  "subsistence  farms" 
section  of  the  public  works  law,  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  sur- 
plus unemployed  in  the  cities  self-supporting  on  farms. 

Completing  sixteen  years  of  service  in  the  Bureau,  Robert  C. 
Butner  joined  the  force  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 
last  week  as  senior  marketing  specialist  in  the  special  crops  section  of 
the  Production  Division.  Mr,  Butner  has  held  various  field  assignments 
since  his  appointment  in  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  in  December, 
1917,  and  since  June,  1927,  he  has  been  in  charge  of  the  inspection  service, 
with  headquarters  in  Washington. 

In  the  program  of  economy,  it  is  not  proposed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Mr.  Butner 's  transfer;  instead,  his  work  will  be  divided  among 
the  staff  of  the  division.  Robert  Bier  will  handle  much  of  the  field 
correspondence;  F.  G.  Robb  will  handle  daily  questions  relating  to  ap- 
peals and  reversals,  Mr.  Sherman,  the  drafting  and  revision  of  coopera- 
tive agreements,  and  the  more  general  correspondence  relating  to  the 
inspection  project  will  be  divided  between  Mr.  Robb  and  Mr.  Sherman  as 
time  will  permit. 

H.  H.  Schutz  has  recently  been  reappointed  in  the  Department  to  act 
as  liason  officer  on  all  matters  relating  to  cotton  between  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration. Mr.  Schutz,  who  v/as  formerly  agricultural  statistician  in  Texas, 
resigned  in  December,  1929,  to  take  a  position  with  a  cotton  concern 
having  large  producing  interests  in  lower  California,  where  he  was 
stationed. 

Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products,  will  spend  August  2,  3,  and  4  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  of 
the  American  Poultry  Science  Association,  at  East  Lansing,  Michigan,  he 
being  chairman  of  the  sectional  meeting  devoted  to  the  problems  of  mar- 
keting poultry  and  eggs.  Representatives  will  be  present  from  the  poultry 
department  of  practically  every  State  college  of  agriculture  and  of  the 
agricultural  extension  service  of  these  colleges.  While  in  the  field, 
Mr.  Potts  will  also  visit  Waynesboro,  Butler  and  York.  Pa.,  Wooster, 
Ohio,  Detroit  and  Lansing,  Mich.,  V/arsaw,  Ind. ,  Chicago,  111.,  and  Madi- 
son, Wis.,  in  the  interest  of  work  incident  to  and  of  importance  in  con- 
nection with  the  dairy  and  poultry  grading  service  of  his  division. 

C.  L.  Harlan,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  left 
Washington  July  31  for  Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  North 
Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Montana,  Wyoming,  and  Colorado,  where  he  will  visit 
livestock  markets  to  consider  changes  in  methods  of  obtaining  information 
in  regard  to  the  movement  of  livestock;  will  view  feed,  pasture,  and  range 
conditions,  and  obtain  information  from  processors  and  others  as  to  the 
effect  of  feed  shortages  on  the  marketings  of  livestock  during  the  com- 
ing fall  and  winter;  and  will  visit  field  offices  to  consult  statisticians 
in  regard  to  livestock  and  feed  situations.  He  will  also  assist  the 
regional  livestock  statistician  in  Denver  in  preparing  the  report  on  the 
probable  marketing  of  cattle  and  sheep.  Mr.  Harlan  will  be  in  the  field 
about  six  weeks. 
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The  Bureau  was  represented  last  week  by  two  members  at  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Cooperation  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.  On  July  25,  W.  H.  Rowe,  of 
the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  spoke  on  "The  Production  Credit 
Problem  in  Relation  to  Cooperative  Associations";  on  July  26,  V'/ells  A. 
Sherman,  in  charge  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  spoke  on  "Quality 
Improvement  as  a  Goal  of  Cooperation." 

L.  A.  Wheeler,  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  who  has  been 
attending  the  Economic  Conference  in  London  as  a  member  of  the  American 
technical  staff,  has  been  authorized  to  visit  the  Bureau's  offices  in 
Marseille,  France,  Berlin,  Germany,  and  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia,  to  famili- 
arize himself  with  their  operation  and  problems  and  to  discuss  with  mem- 
bers of  those  offices  plans  for  operation  under  the  reduced  budget. 

E.  G.  Boerner,  of  the  Grain  Division,  left  Washington  July  24  for 
approximately  a  month's  work  in  the  field.  He  will  visit  the  Federal 
Grain  Supervisors  at  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Milwaukee,  Minneapolis,  and  Kan- 
sas City,  also  agronomists  at  Illinois,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
and  North  Dakota,  to  organize  investigations  pertaining  to  standards 
that  have  been  proposed  for  malting  barley.  He  will  give  special  at- 
tention to  the  development  and  testing  of  equipment  for  use  in  sizing 
barley. 

James  K.  Wallace,  joint  representative  of  the  Livestock,  Meats, 
and  Wool  Division,  of  this  Bureau,  and  the  Extension  Service,  will  leave 
Washington  about  August  10,  to  conduct  his  yearly  livestock  grading  demon- 
stration in  the  field.  Beginning  in  Arkansas,  August  14,  he  is  scheduled 
to  do  this  work  in  the  additional  States  of  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  Montana, 
North  Dakota,  Wyoming,  California,  Utah,  Idaho,  Kansas,  and  North  Dakota. 
According  to  his  present  plans,  he  will  return  to  Washington  some  time  the 
latter  part  of  next  January. 

The  retirment  for  disability  of  Miss  Corinne  E.  Eaton,  statis- 
tical clerk  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  has  just  been 
a,pproved.  Miss  Eaton  has  been  a  member  of  the  Department  since  April,  1902, 
when  she  was  appointed  in  the  division  of  statistics  in  the  Bureau  of  Ani- 
mal Industry.  In  May,  1905,  she  joined  the  force  of  the  old  Bureau  of 
Statistics  and  since  that  time  has  been  continuously  employed  in  the  crop 
estimating  work. 

Miss  Eaton  has  been  a  painstaking  worker,  during  her  many  years  in 
the  Department  giving  honest,  loyal  service.  Her  associates  and  friends 
hold  her  in  warm  regard  for  her  generous,  kindly  attitude  toward  all. 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  lost  another  mem- 
ber in  the  retirement  of  Miss  Fannie  C.  Bartscher,  statistical  clerk,  for 
disability.  Miss  Bartscher  was  appointed  in  the  former  Bureau  of  Crop 
Estimates  in  September,  1915.  During  the  period  of  the  world  war  she  was 
employed  as  a  stenographer  in  the  War  Department,  but  in  March,  1921, 
she  was  reappointed  to  the  crop  estimates  force,  v/here  she  worked  until 
ill  health  last  May  forced  her  to  take  leave  v/ithout  pay. 

Miss  Bartscher  was  regarded  as  an  excellent  worker  and  stood 
very  high  in  the  affection  of  her  associates. 
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DR.  HFNRY  C.  TAYLOR  APPOINTED  DELEGATE 

TO  INTERNATIONAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AGRICULTURE . 

The  appointment  of  Dr.  Henry  C.  Taylor  of  Wisconsin  as  American 
delegate  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  was 
announced  August  14  by  the  State  Department.  The  appointment  v/as  made 
on  the  recommendation  of  Secretary  Wallace.. 

As  American  delegate  Dr.  Taylor  will  represent  the  United  States 
on  the  permanent  committee  of  the  Institute.  The  United  States  has 
been  a  party  to  the  treaty  under  which  the  Institute  operates,  this 
treaty  having  been  ratified  by  the  United  States  in  1906  as  a  result 
of  the  efforts  of  the  late  David  Lubin.  More  than  sixty  governments 
are  now  represented  in  the  Institute,  which  has  for  its  main  objectives 
the  collection  of  statistical,  technical,  and  economic  information  on 
agriculture  throughout  the  world;  the  collection  and  distribution  of 
information  on  plant  and  animal  diseases  and  improvement;  the  progress 
of  agricultural  cooperation  and  the  drafting  of  general  suggestions 
for  the  good  of  agricultural  people;  general  suggestions  and  policies 
designed  to  benefit  agricultural  workers,  in  all  countries.  The  In- 
stitute also  sponsored  the  plans  for  the  world's  agricultural  census 
which  was  begun  in  1926  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  world  census  in 
1930.  A  large  number  of  countries  have  used  the  standard  form  for 
their  agricultural  census  and  have  already  published  results. 

Dr.  Taylor  was  formerly  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  and  in  1924  was  a  member  of  the  American  delegation  to  the 
general  assembly  of  the  Institute  at  Rome.  He  will  report  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  on  technical  questions  and  to  the  State 
Department  on  matters  of  policy. 

Dr.  Taylor  studied  economics  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and 
received  his  Ph.  D.  degree  in  1902.  He  studied  later  in  England  and 
Germany  and  returned  to  establish  a  department  of  agricultural  econ- 
omics at  Wisconsin  in  1908.  In  1919  he  became  chief  of  the  Office  of 
Farm  Management  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  in  1921  he  organized 
the  economic  work  of  the  Department  into  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  and  he  served  as  the  Bureau's  chief  until  1925  when  he 
left  the  Department.  From  1925  to  1928  he  was  research  associate  of 
the  Institute  of  Research  in  Land  Economics  at  Northwestern  University. 

During  the  years  1929  to  1931  Dr.  Taylor  was  director  of  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  rural  Vermont,  sponsored  by  the  Vermont  Com- 
mission on  Country  Life,  and  was  research  professor  of  agricultural 
economics  of  the  University  of  Vermont.  During  1931-32,  as  a  member 
of  the  Commission  of  Laymen's  Foreign  Mission  Inquiry,  Dr.  Taylor 
studied  rural  conditions  not  only  in  Japan,  China,  India,  and  Burma 
(the  area  of  the  Inquiry)  but  in  the  Straits  Settlements,  Hawaii,  and 
other  countries  on  his  path  around  the  world.     He  has  been  identified 
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v/ith  numerous  international  conferences  on  agriculture  and  economics  and  is 
widely  acquainted  with  agricultural  leaders  throughout  the  world. 

OFFICE  CEMENTED  CORDI .^L  TRADE  RELATIONS  WITH 

SOUTH  AFFICA,  RETURNED  ATTACHE  TAYLOR  SAYS . 

Dr.  C.  C.  Taylor,  agricultural  attache  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service,  who  returned  August  8  from  his  assignment  in  South  Africa,  reports 
that  he  found  work  there  very  pleasant  and  the  people  extremely  agreeable  to 
deal  with  officially. 

Dr.  Taylor  prepared  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  the  agriculture  of  the 
thirteen  South  and  East  African  countries,  eleven  of  which  are  British  and  two 
Portugese.  These  countries,  he  says,  are  now  and  will  always  be  predominantly 
grazing  countries.  They  are  about  equal  in  area  to  the  United  States.  They 
have  about  half  as  many  cattle  as  are  found  in  this  country,  but  since  most  of 
these  are  owned  by  natives,  they  do  not  yet  enter  into  commercial  transactions 
except  in  an  insignificant  degree.  Expansion  of  the  cattle  industry  v/ill  be 
more  marked  than  in  any  other  agricultural  industry,  Dr.  Taylor  believes.  The 
Union  of  South  Africa  produces  about  half  as  much  wool  as  the  United  States, 
but  this  production  is  already  approximately  at  its  maximum. 

Dr.  Taylor  feels  that  his  work  has  been  of  considerable  value  to  the 
Department  and  to  the  farmers  of  the  United  States,  especially  with  respect 
to  citrus  fruit,  soft  decidious  fruits,  wool,  mohair,  and  tobacco,  the  commo- 
dities in  which  South  Africa  is  internationally  important.  The  current  reports 
on  supplies,  which  he  furnished  the  Department,  he  believes  have  been  helpful  in 
formulating  a  more  rational  production  and  marketing  program  in  this  country,  but 
he  views  as  of  particular  value  the  analysis  of  a  long-time  trend  which  he  made 
of  agricultural  production  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  other  South  African 
countries.  Another  interesting  feature  of  his  work  is  the  cementing  of  cordial 
trade  relations  between  the  Union  and  this  country. 

The  Union  of  South  Africa  has  occupied  a  unique  position  among  the  coun- 
tries of  the  wcrld,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  principal  source  of  the  annual  supply 
of  gold,  and  for  this  commodity  there  have  been  ennanced  instead  of  decreased 
prices.  The  taxes  paid  by  the  South  African  gold  mines  have  gone  a  long  way  to 
make  it  possible  for  the  government  of  the  Union  to  pay  export  subsidies  and 
give  other  financial  assistance  to  the  agricultural  producers  of  that  country. 
The  Union,  Dr.  Taylor  observes,  serves  as  an  interesting  laboratory  in  which 
can  be  found  on  trial  nearly  all  kinds  of  farm  price  supporting  measures, 

WORK  IN  AUSTRAL  I A  DEL  IC-HTFUL  EXPERIENCE , 
REPORTS  MR.   PAXTON  CN  HIS  RETURN . 

"Three  years  of  pleasant  work"  is  the  way  E.  C.  Paxton,  agricultural 
commissioner,  sums  up  his  recent  assignment  to  Australia  in  the  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural Service  of  the  Bureau.  Mr.  Paxton  arrived  in  Los  Angeles  on  July  15 
and  after  a  leave  of  absence,  returned  to  Washington  on  August  6. 

Australia,  Mr.  Paxton  states,  depends  largely  upon  her  primary  products 
and  their  export  to  balance  her  trade  and  meet  her  overseas  commitments  for 
purchases  of  manufactured  articles  and  her  debt  payments  and  interest.  She  was 
rather  hard  hit  by  the  depression  because  of  low  prices  for  raw  products. 
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The  principal  agricultural  products  exported  by  Australia  are  wool  and 
other  sheep  products,  including  frozen  lamb,  and  butter,  cheese,  wheat,  and 
dried  fruits.  Wool  is,  of  course,  the  most  heavily  exported  product,  Australia 
being  the  largest  source  in  the  world  of  high  grade  merino  wools. 

Mr.  Paxton  reports  that  the  primary  producer  in  Australia  has  been 
considerably  assisted  in  the  last  three  or  four  years  by  direct  bounties  and 
also  by  means  of  a  pegged  exchange  which  has  been  fixed  at  25  percent  below  par 
as  compared  with  the  English  pound  sterling.  Prices  have  been  limited  and  there 
is  less  unemployment  than  there  was  two  years  ago.  Finances,  too,  are  generally 
in  better  condition.  The  radical  labor  party  was  defeated  and  the  conservative 
goveri:m.ent  is  in  power  now  in  all  the  States  and  in  the  Commonwealth.  There 
has  been  decided  effort  and  very  successful  accomplishment  during  the  last 
year  in  balancing  the  government's  budget. 

Questioned  as  to  the  kind  of  cooperation  he  received  in  his  foreign 
work,  Mr.  Paxton  said  that  his  relations  with  the  Australians  were  most  de- 
lightful and  as  evidence  of  this  he  produced  a  large  number  of  letters  he  had 
received.  During  the  few  days  that  he  had  for  preparation  after  his  summons 
back  to  Washington,  these  letters  came  to  him  from  governmental  officials  and 
associations  of  primary  producers,  expressing  in  the  most  cordial  terms  regret 
at  the  closing  of  his  office  as  well  as  appreciation  of  the  close  cooperation 
and  the  exchange  of  information  that  had  existed  because  of  that  office. 

Australia,  according  to  Mr.  Paxton,  is  a  delightful  place  in  v/hich  to  live. 
Sydney  harbor  is  the  finest  he  has  seen  and  the  location  of  his  home  overlook- 
ing the  down-town  section  and  the  inner  harbor,  with  the  famous  harbor  bridge 
for  a  skyline,  and  the  shipping  of  the  world  passing  by  his  front  door,  enhanced 
the  pleasures  of  his  stay,  delightful  in  so  many  other  ways. 
IF  YOU  USE  THE  YEARBOCK  STATISTICS  - 

You  are  requested  to  examine  carefully  the  statistical  tables  in  the 
Yearbook  which  you  find  most  useful  in  your  work.  Already  two  requests  have 
been  made  for  additional  data  in  connection  with  the  1S34  Yearbook.  A  com- 
mercial firm  has  asked  for  figures  on  the  production  of  butter  in  foreign 
countries.  A  member  of  the  Bureau  staff  has  suggested  the  advisability  of  in- 
cluding data  on  production  and  movement  of  hops,  both  before  and  after  the 
prohibition  amendment.  All  workers  in  the  Department  are  asked  to  suggest 
promptly  any  desirable  changes  or  additions  for  the  next  Yearbook.  These  sug- 
gestions can  be  addressed  to  Paul  Froehlich,  Room  3443,  South  Building. 

ATTENDANCE  AT  NATIONAL  ENCAMPMENT, 
VETERANS  OF  FOREIGN  WARS . 

According  to  P.  B.  A.  Circular  No.  238,  employees  of  the  Department  who 
are  members  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States  and  desire 
to  attend  the  Thirty-Fourth  National  Encampment  to  be  held  at  Milwaukee,  Wis- 
consin, August  27  to  September  1,  1S33,  inclusive,  may  be  granted  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  this  purpose  when  their  services  can  be  spared.  The  time  used  must 
be  charged  to  annual  leave  or  leave  without  pay  if  annual  leave  is  exhausted. 
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BUREAU  PRINTING 

FUNDS  FOR  1954. 

The  allotment  of  printing  and  binding  funds  for  the  Bureau  for  the  year 
1S34  is  $70,000.  This  amount  is  a  cash  withdrawal  figure  and  must  be  spent 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  Daring  the  year  ending  June  30,  last,  the  Bureau 
was  allotted  $74,000.  Of  this  amount,  about  $50,000  was  required  for  job 
printing,  leaving  $24,000  for  bulletins  of  all  series  and  for  binding.  The 
allotments  for  Bureau  periodicals  are  practically  the  same  as  last  year:  Agri- 
cultural Situation  $3,300;  Crops  and  Markets,  $32,000.  The  latter  allotments 
are  somewhat  more  than  were  obligated  during  last  year  and  will  allow  for  slight 
expansion  to  take  care  of  the  publication  of  new  statistics, 

In  order  that  charges  may  be  completed  against  the  allotment  this  year, 
it  will  be  necessary  that  nearly  all  manuscripts  be  submitted  before  May  1, 
1S34,  The  editorial  office  is  making  its  annual  "intentions  to  write"  survey 
this  week  and  urges  workers  who  are  contemplating  preparation  of  manuscripts 
to  begin  work  upon  them  at  once. 

The  Government  Printing  Office  will  continue  to  charge  against  the 
printing  funds  all  orders  for  stenographers'  note  books,  blank  books,  bound 
blank  scratch  pads,  etc.  These  items  should  be  ordered  from  the  Central  Supply 
Section  of  the  Secretary's  Office,  as  heretofore. 

Field  printing  funds  have  been  reduced  about  one-half,  and  such  printing 
will  be  held  to  the  absolute  minimum.  Appeals  for  emergency  field  printing 
should  be  made  in  writing  through  the  Bureau  editorial  office. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  will  be  printed  as  in  the  past  and  should 
be  completed  by  September  1. 

There  is  no  limitation  on  the  purchase  of  blank  paper  for  duplicating, 
such  as  obtained  last  year.  All  charges  for  paper  will  be  made  against  the 
projects  of  the  division  requesting  the  work.  There  is  no  general  fund  for 
the  purchase  of  paper.  The  volume  of  mimeograph  work  will  be  limited  by  the 
facilities  of  the  Bureau,  which  have  been  somewhat  reduced  and  are  being 
drawn  upon  for  considerable  extra  work  in  the  emergency.

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FIRST  L ICSNSE  ISSUED  TO  OFFICIAL 

SAMPLIER  OF  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  PRODUCTS . 

The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  issued  license  No.  1  to 
an  official  sampler  of  dairy  and  poultry  products.     The  licensee  is  Michael  J. 
Dardis,  of  Mount  Angell,  Oreg. 

The  licensing  of  Mr.  Dardis  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  form  of  service 
in  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  whereby  men  are  designated  and 
licensed  as  official  samplers  to  draw  samples  of  the  products  to  be  graded. 
These  are  forwarded  to  the  grading  office  and  are  then  graded  in  the  usual 
manner.  The  grade  findings  are  sent  back  to  the  sampler,  who  may  at  that  time 
mark  the  product  in  accordance  with  the  grades  as  determined  by  the  grader. 

It  is  felt  that  this  service  v/ill  extend  very  considerably  the  territory 
where  the  division's  official  grading  service  will  be  made  available.  It  is 
important  particularly  in  the  case  of  creameries  where  churnings  of  butter 
can  be  readily  sampled,  and  make  it  possible  for  the  cream.eries  to  sell  their 
butter  on  the  basis  of  the  Government  grading  service. 

The  division  has  received  other  applications  for  the  official  sampler's 
license . 

MILLION-AND~A-HALF  DOZEN  EGGS  SOLD  EACH 
YEAR  UNDER  CERTIFICATE_gF  QUALITY . 

At  the  present  time  eggs  graded  by  this  Bureau  are  being  sold  under  cer- 
tificates of  quality,  authorized  by  this  Department  or  by  this  Department • in 
cooperation  with  the  various  States,  to  the  extent  of  about  1,500,000  dozens 
a  year.  Eggs  are  being  sold  under  these  certificates  of  quality  in  7/ashington 
D.  C,  Baltimore,  Md.,  New  York  City,  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles,  Calif. 

Prices  of  eggs  are  being  quoted  on  the  basis  of  U.  S.  grades  in  the  fol- 
lowing markets:  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  Calif. ,  Portland,  Oreg. ,  Seattle, 
Wash.,  Baltimore,  Md. ,  and  Washington,  D.  C. 

MR.  POTTS  PRESENTS  IMPRESSIVE  FIGURES  ON  DAIRY 
AND  POULTRY  GRADING  SERVICE  AT  MEETING. 

As  indicating  the  present  volume  and  scope  of  the  grading  service  on 
dairy  and  poultry  products  conducted  by  the  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  State 
Departments  of  Agriculture  and  other  agencies,  the  following  figures  quoted 
from  the  paper  presented  by  Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  that  service,  before 
the  Poultry  Science  Association  meeting  at  East  Lansing,  Mich.,  August  2,  are 
of  interest: 

"There  are  at  present  32  persons  employed  or  licensed  as  graders  of 
butter.  One  hundred  thirty-eight  persons  are  engaged  in  the  grading  of  eggs. 
Twenty-eight  persons  are  engaged  in  the  grading  of  poultry.  One  hundred  forty- 
five  persons  were  licensed  to  grade  dressed  turkeys  last  fall  (1932).  Twenty- 
five  persons,  also,  are  engaged  in  the  inspection  of  live  poultry,  dressed 
poultry,  and  live  and  dressed  domestic  rabbits. 

"The  total  volume  of  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  and  poultry  graded,  ex- 
clusive of  live  and  dressed  poultry  and  domestic  rabbits  inspected,  during 
the  year  1932  was  as  follows:  187,680,457  pounds  of  butter;  1,523,943  pounds 
of  cheese;  414,683  cases  of  eggs;  2,082,111  pounds  of  dressed  poultry,  which 
is  exclusive  of  about  6,000,000  pounds  of  dressed  turkeys." 
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BUREAU  MSN  CONTRIBUTE  TO  "FARM  LABOR"  SERIES 
OF  SOCIAL  SCIENCE  RESEARCH  COUNCIL . 

Bulletin  No.  16,  "Research  in  Farm  Labor,"  now  off  the  press,  is  one  of 
a  series  on  "Scope  and  Method"  of  research  in  the  various  subfields  of  agricul- 
tural economics  and  rural  sociology  sponsored  by  the  Social  Science  Research 
Council  and  edited  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Black  of  Harvard  University.  This  series  of 
reports  is  part  of  a  program  of  assistance  to  research  in  these  fields,  upon 
v/hich  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Social  and  Economic  Research  in  Agriculture 
set  forth  in  1925  under  instruction  from  the  Social  Science  Research  Council. 
Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  is  one  of  the  m.em-- 
bers  of  this  Advisory  Committee. 

As  in  previous  reports,  in  the  publication  just  released  specific  proj- 
ects are  discussed  by  members  in  the  field  of  agricultural  economics  and  rural 
sociology  in  order  to  portray  the  methodology.  Several  Bureau  members  are 
contributors.  J.  C.  Folsom,  assistant  agricultural  economist  of  the  Division 
of  Land  Economics,  collaborated  with  Dr.  Black  in  the  preparation  of  the  in- 
troduction. :vlr.  Folsom  also  contributed  the  general  bibliography  and  the 
statements  pertaining  to  "Developm.ent  of  Research  in  Farm  Labor  in  the  United 
States;''  "Migratory  Labor  on  Farms  in  An  Area,"  and  "Governmental  Problems  v/ith 
Respect  to  Farm  Labor."  In  addition,  he  is  the  joint  author  of  the  following 
articles:  With  Dr.  Black,  "The  Supply  of  Farm  Labor  in  an  Area"  and  with 
Lois  Bacon,  assistant  to  the  director  of  this  project,  Harvard  University, 
"Unemployment  among  Farm  Laborers  Considered  in  Relation  to  Supply." 

Other  contributions  to  this  bulletin  by  Bureau  members  are:

Department,  Harvard  University;  and  "Factors  Affecting  Differences  in  Wages 
between  Individual  Farm  Laborers,"  by  Mr.  Wilcox. 

The  series  to  date  in  the  "Scope  and  Method"  studies  in  the  subfields  of 
agricultural  economics  and  rural  socialogy,  sponsored  by  the  Social  Science

Very  little  work  has  been  done  ia  this  country  on  "Farm  Labor." 
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Europeans,  on  the  other  hand,  had  instituted  such  research  more  than  a  decade 
ago.  Prof.  W.  7/.  J.  Seedorf,  of  the  University  of  Gottingen,  Germany,  is 
credited  with  stimulating  his  colleagues  to  enter  this  field  in  1919.  The 
writings  of  the  American  engineer,  F.  W.  Taylor,  were  his  background.  (Taylor 
on  "Scientific  Management").  Several  "Farm  Labor"  research  stations  exist 
in  Germany  at  the  present  time,  among  them  "Pommritz"  and  "Bornim". 

REVIEWING  MANUSCRIPTS 

PREPARED  IN  OTHER  BUREAUS. 

To  expedite  the  handling  of  m.anuscripts ,  the  divisions  are  hereby 
asked  not  tc  request  for  review  a  manuscript  prepared  in  another  Bureau 
unless  they  believe  it  so  touches  on  their  Vvork  that  advance  reading  is 
genuinely  desirable.  Reading  for  general  information,  or  because  of  spe- 
cial interest  only,  should  be  deferred  until  the  publication  appears  in 
print.  Request  for  s.  printed  copy  will  be  taken  when  advance  review  is 
declined . 

It  is  not  the  intent  of  this  note  to  prevent  any  division  from 
asking  for  any  manuscript  it  believes  its  readers  should  see,  but  last 
year's  figures  seem  significant:  we  requested  93  manuscripts  for  review 
(compared  with  50  the  previous  year)  and  of  this  number  4S,  or  practically 
one-half,  were  returned  without  comment:  the  Bureau  declined  the  offer  to 
review  in  58  instances.

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DISCONTINUANCE  OF  TELEGRAPHIC  CERTIFICATION 

OF  PAYROLLS.     —  P.B.A.   Circular  No.  239. 

As  a  result  of  an  extensive  study  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk,  in- 
volving a  rearrangement  of  check  writing  work  and  the  use  of  recently 
developed  mechanical  appliances,  the  Department  Disbursing  Office  is 
now  in  position  to  make  regular  semi-monthly  salary  payments  to  the  field 
personnel.  The  mid-month  payments  in  June  and  July  have  demonstrated  the 
feasibility  of  adopting  this  as  a  permanent  general  plan  for  the  Department. 

The  semi-monthly  payments  should  reduce  the  inconvenience  due  to 
the  interval  that  must  necessarily  elapse  between  the  end  of  a  pay  period 
and  the  receipt  of  a  check.  In  view  of  these  improved  pay  conditions, 
the  expense  is  no  longer  justified  or  approved  by  the  Department  of  tele- 
graphic certification  by  field  officers  for  the  sake  of  expediting  pay- 
ment. So  much  of  P.B.A.  Circular  No.  185  as  authorizes  "certification  on 
the  basis  of  written  or  telegraphic  advice  from  the  proper  officer  in  tne 
field"  is  revoked  as  to  the  telegraphic  alternative,  except  where  leased 
wires  are  used  without  additional  cost  for  that  purpose. 

The  rule  stated  in  P.B.A.  Circular  No.  185,  that  rolls  completed 
in  the  field  irust  be  certified  not  earlier  than  the  last  working  day  of 
the  period  covered  and  that  field  rolls  prepared  in  Washington  may  be  certi- 
fied only  upon  affirmative  information  placed  in  course  of  transmission  to 
Washington  not  earlier  than  the  last  working  day  of  the  period,  will  remain 
in  force. 

The  discontinuance  of  telegraphic  notice  will  admittedly  retara 
somewhat  the  certification  and,  consequently,  the  payment  of  field  rolls, 
depending  upon  the  distance  of  the  field  location  from  Washington.  It  will 
have,  however,  the  decided  advantage  of  feeding  the  rolls  into  the  bureau 
accounting  offices  and  the  Department  disbursing  office  at  spaced  intervals 
in  place  of  the  present  concentration  on  the  first  two  or  three  days  of 
the  period.  With  the  former  hardships  of  delay  minimized  through  mia- 
month  payments,  field  offices  should  soon  adapt  themselves  to  a  somewhat 
later  receipt  of  the  end-of~the  month  pay  check  and  become  accustomed  to 
look  for  the  arrival  of  salary  checks  on  approximate  dates  differing  as  to 
locality,  during  both  the  first  and  second  half  of  each  month. 

The  semi-monthly  plan  represents  the  policy  of  the  department  for 
field  salaries  paid  from  Washington  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  of  the  Depart- 
ment. Exceptions  may  and  ordinarily  should  be  made  in  the  case  of  nominal 
or  slight  compensation,  part-time  employees,  some  classes  of  cooperative 
employees,  temporary  laborers  paid  by  the  .job  or  at  weekly  or  irregular 
periods,  and,  in  general,  where  the  semi-monthly  payment  would  be  imprac- 
ticable or  serve  no  good  purpose.  These  exceptions  will  rest  within  bureau 
discretion. 

The  semi-monthly  rolls  should  be  fully  certified  and  the  amounts 
should  be  complete  payments  for  the  period  as  distinguished  from  the  ar- 
bitrary installments  paid  in  the  mid-month  cash  disbursements  in  Washington. 
The  withdrawal  of  authority  for  paid  telegraphic  certification  is  not  to 
be  understood  as  contingent  upon  the  adoption  of  mid-month  payment.

STUDIES  OF  STABILITY  OF  COLOR  IN  RAW  COTTON  is  a  preliminary  report 
by  Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson,  color  technologist,  and  Mrs.  Leona  Dilworth 
Milstead,  junior  scientific  aid  in  color,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Market- 
ing.

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HERE  AND  THERE. 

"How  Good  Should  We  I\':ake  Our  Cotton?"  was  the  subject  of  an  address 
by  Arthur  W.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  at  the 
Fourteenth  Delta  Day  Meeting  held  in  Stoneville,.  I^.-isissippi ,  August  8. 
In  connection  with  this  trip  Mr.  Palmer  is  visiting  the  field  offices  of  the 
division  at  the  following  points  to  observe  and  discuss  with  field  officers 
and  cooperators  the  progress  and  needs  of  various  cotton  projects:  Atlanta, 
Georgia;  Memphis,  Tennessee;  Little  Rock,  Arkansas;  Dallas,  Texas;  and  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana. 

There  is  much  interest  among  the  m.any  Bureau  friends  of  H.  G=  Besley, 
former  chief  of  the  Grain  Division,  in  his  new  appointment  as  assistant 
to  the  chief  of  the  licensing  and  enforcing  section  of  the  Processing  and 
Marketing  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.  He  will 
have  direct  charge  of  the  regional  offices,  about  12  in  number,  and  addi- 
tional sub-offices  throughout  the  United  States.  The  work  consists  in 
licensing  and  enforcing  the  licensing,  if  necessary,  of  all  industries 
coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  A.  A.  A. 

Mr.  Marquis  left  Washington  August  11  for  a  week's  trip,  on  which  he 
is  visiting  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Colum.bus  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Indianapolis, 
Ind.,  Chicago,  111.,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  confer  with  the  Bureau's  radio 
and  market  news  representatives.  At  Chicago  he  will  also  examine  the 
Bureau's  exhibits  at  the  Century  of  Progress  and  determine  v/hat  replacements 
are  necessary  and  what  parts  are  to  be  preserved  when  the  exhibits  are  re- 
turned. 

W.  A.  Sherman,  in  charge  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  at- 
tended the  meeting  of  the  International  Apple  Shippers  Association  in 
Chicago,  August  8-11,  and  participated  in  the  discussions.  He  also  at- 
tended a  general  trade  conference  on  the  fruit  and  vegetable  code,  which 
was  held  in  Chicago  on  August  10. 

A.  S.  Mason,  of  the  New  York  office  of  the  inspection  service. 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  sailed  for  Puerto  Rico  August  7  to  resume 
shipping  point  inspection  of  fruits  and  vegetables  at  San  Juan.  This  work, 
which  v/as  interrupted  after  the  hurricane  last  fall,  when  the  Puerto  Rican 
grapefruit  were  practically  destroyed,  was  scheduled  to  begin  again  on 
August  10. 

Glen  S.  Ray,  recently  returned  from  Argentina,  where  he  was  sta- 
tioned for  2^  years  as  agricultural  commissioner,  has  been  reinstated  in 
his  former  position  with  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates 
as  senior  agricultural  statistician  in  charge  of  the  Columibus,  Ohio,  office. 
A.  R.  Tuttle,  who  has  been  acting  in  charge  of  that  office,  will  continue 
there  as  assistant  agricultural  statistician.  His  assistant,  Robert  E. 
Straszheim,  is  being  transferred  to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  to  succeed  Preson  J. 
Creer,  whose  new  assignment  is  in  the  Helena,  Mont.,  office. 

The  following  field  statisticians  will  assist  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  with  the  September  reports:  For  the  cotton  report,  to  be  released 
September  8,  D.  L.  Floyd,  Athens,  Ga.,  D.A.  McCandliss,  Gulfport,  Miss., 
Frank  Parker,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  F.  H.  Whitaker,  Austin,  Tex. 
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E.  0.  Pollock,  of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division,  will  discuss  hay 
grades  and  hay  grade  inspection  at  a  meeting  of  the  New  York  State  Hay  and 
Grain  Dealers'  Association  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y. ,  August  17. 

W.  D.  Smith,  of  the  Grain  Division,  supervisor  of  rice  inspection  at 
New  Orleans,  came  to  Washington  August  7  at  the  request  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration,  to  attend  its  preliminary  hearings  with  reference 
to  a  proposed  marketing  agreement  for  the  rice  milling  industry.  Mr.  Smith 
also  attended  conferences  v/ith  the  Consumers'  Council,  at  which  were  dis- 
cussed present  marketing  practices  in  the  rice  industry  and  possible  im- 
provements therein  by  means  of  the  adoption  and  use  of  Federal  rice  grades 
and  inspection. 

Loyde  M.  Billman,  of  the  Washington  office.  Canned  Fruit  and  Vege- 
table Grading  Service,  will  spend  the  period  from  August  15  to  October 
15,  at  Easton,  Md.,  conducting  a  temporary  canned  fruit  and  vegetable  grading 
office.  R.  B.  Landrum,  of  the  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  office,  v/as  stationed  at 
Fayetteville ,  Ark.,  on  August  10,  to  conduct  a  similar  service  at  that  point 
until  about  October  10. 

Wendell  Calhoun  is  being  transferred  this  week  from  Washington  to 
Philadelphia  to  succeed  J.  G.  Scott  in  charge  of  the  market  news  work  of  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Divison  in  that  city,  the  latter  having  resigned  re- 
cently to  go  into  commercial  work.  Following  the  reduction  in  market  news 
funds,  Mr.  Calhoun  was  detailed  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion,  where  he  worked  until  his  new  assignment  in  the  market  news  work. 

Mrs.  Mary  L.  Poore,  statistical  clerk  in  the  Division  of  Crop  and 
Livestock  Estimates,  has  been  retired  for  disability.  Mrs.  Poore  trans- 
ferred to  this  Bureau  from  the  Navy  Yard  in  July,  1922,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  crop  estimates  staff  from  that  time  until  early  this  year,  v/hen  ill 
health  forced  her  to  take  leave  without  pay.  Her  record  of  service  in 
the  Government,  in  addition  to  the  ten  years  in  the  Bureau,  includes  about 
a  year  in  the  Navy  Yard,  several  months  in  the  States  Relation  Service  of 
this  Department,  and  more  than  two  years  in  the  War  Department,  Bureau 
friends  hope  that  this  well-earned  period  of  rest  will  fully  restore  Mr^.

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SECRETARY  RESTORES  ADDITICNAL 

FUNDS  FOR  MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE. 

Funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  market  news  of  the  Bureau, 
which  had  been  entirely  cut  off  and  then  partially  restored,  were  on 
August  17  still  further  increased  by  order  of  Secretary  Wallace.  He 
announced  that  it  has  become  possible  to  make  restorations  in  this 
service  and  still  continue  the  restriction  of  the  Department's  cash 
withdrawals  from  the  Treasury  for  this  fiscal  year  to  $60,000,000  as 
previously  announced.  The  reduction  now  stands  at  about  25  percent, 
giving  this  service  slightly  less  than  11,000,000  compared  with  the 
original  appropriation  of  $1,300,000.  Secretary  Wallace,  in  making 
this  announcement,  expressed  gratification  over  the  possibility  of 
substantially  restoring  this  service  which  he  said  is  so  important  in 
the  marketing  of  farm  products. 

In  addition  to  the  service  on  livestock,  meats,  and  wool  now  oper- 
ating in  Boston,  New  York  City,  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  Omaha,  St.  Louis, 
Sioux  City,  St.  Paul,  Cincinnati,  Louisville,  Des  Moines,  Denver,  San 
Francisco,  Casper,  Wyoming,  and  Ogden,  Utah,  it  is  planned  to  restore 
the  service  to  include,  with  some  modifications,  Buffalo,  Fort  Worth, 
Indianapolis,  Los  Angeles,  Nashville,  Portland,  St.  Joseph  and  Wichita. 

The  fruit  and  vegetable  service  previously  announced,  including 
offices  at  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Chicago,  Cincin- 
nati, Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis,  is  to  be  restored  at  Baltimore,  Atlan- 
ta, Fort  Worth,  San  Antonio,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  Se£.ttle  and 
Washington,  D.  C.  Plans  also  contemplate  further  restoring  the  service 
at  Portland,  Oregon,  conducting  a  limited  service  in  Detroit  and  Cleve- 
land, consolidating  in  the  office  at  Seattle  most  of  the  work  formerly 
done  in  Spokane,  and  conducting  all  of  the  temporary  stations  in  impor- 
tant fruit  and  vegetable  shipping  areas  on  substantially  the  same  basis 
as  last  year. 

The  service  on  dairy  and  poultry  products,  now  available  at  Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia,  New  York,  San  Francisco,  and  Chicago,  v/ill  be  re- 
stored at  Portland  and  Los  Angeles,  and  a  modified  program  will  be  put 
in  effect  for  Seattle. 

The  service  on  grain,  hay,  feed,  seeds,  and  miscellaneous  prod- 
ucts will  be  reorganized  on  a  regional  basis  with  information  distri- 
buted from  offices  at  Minneapolis,  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  Los  Angeles, 
San  Francisco  and  Portland. 

A  limited  market  news  program  will  be  developed  on  tobacco  in 
connection  with  the  tobacco  grading  service. 

It  is  planned  to  extend  the  leased  wire  service  to  Baltimore, 
St.  Joseph,  Sioux  City,  Des  Moines,  Ames,  St.  Paul,  Corvallis,  Port- 
land, Oregon,  Seattle,  Stevens  Point,  Wisconsin,  and  for  a  period  of 
about  8  months  to  Richmond,  Atlanta,  Jacksonville,  Wichita,  Fort  Worth, 
and  San  Antonio. 
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MINNESOTA  OFFICE  HAS  NARROW 
ESCAPE  FROM  BANDITS . 

The  following  telegram  was  received  August  30  from  A.  B.  Smeby,  in  charge 
of  the  South  St.  Paul  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division: 

"Fortunately  none  of  Federal  employes  injured  this  morning  when  machine 
gun  bandits  robbed  bank  messengers  in  front  of  Post  Office  Building,  killing  one 
policeman  and  injuring  another.    Our  office   on  second  floor  of  Post  Office 
Building.     Front  of  Building  riddled  with  bullets." 

PLANS  FOR  1953 

OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE. 

At  a  conference  of  chairmen  and  secretaries  of  outlook  committees  August 
28,  it  was  recommended  that  some  changes  be  made  in  the  preparation  of  outlook 
reports.    The  new  procedure  will  be  about  as  follows: 

(1)  A  general  conference  of  outlook  committees  will  be  held  two  or  three 
weeks  before  the  annual  outlook  conference,  at  which  time  certain  basic  economic 
factors  common  to  all  outlook  reports  on  specific  commodities  will  be  discussed. 
It  is  expected  that  this  meeting  will  be  limited  to  half  a  day. 

(2)  Individual  committees  will  prepare  their  reports  as  nearly  as  possible 
in  final  form. 

(3)  The  preliminary  reports  will  be  reviewed  by  a  special  committee,  in- 
cluding a  representative  of  the  administrative  office.  This  review  will  take  the 
place  of  the  preliminary  Bureau  conferences,  at  which  each  committee  report  was 
formerly  considered  in  detail. 

(4)  Reports  will  be  ready  in  mimeographed  form  at  the  opening  of  the  gen- 
eral outlook  conference  with  State  representatives,  and  copies  of  all  reports 
will  be  handed  to  them  when  they  arrive,  so  that  they  may  have  time  to  consider 
them  before  the  day  of  discussion. 

The  following  procedure  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  past  years:  Reports 
will  be  approved  and  mimeographed  in  final  form  as  rapidly  as  they  are  ready  for 
release  on  November  6. 

It  was  also  urged  at  the  meeting  on  the  28th  that  the  number  of  outlook 
charts  to  be  prepared  and  brought  up  to  date  for  extension  uses,  be  reduced  as 
much  as  possible,  in  order  to  reproduce  them  in  chart  books. 

PART-TIME  FARMING  AND  INDUSTRIAL 

EMPLOYMENT  IN  NORTHEASTERN  MINNESOTA. 

Dr.  T.  B.  Manny,  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  has  recently 
completed  a  month's  field  trip  involving  a  study  of  part-time  farming  and  indus- 
trial employment  around  Duluth  and  the  Iron  Range.  This  work  is  one  phase  of  the 
land-use  survey  of  16  northern  Minnesota  counties  now  being  conducted  by  the  Di- 
vision of  Land  Economics  in  cooperation  with  other  bureaus  and  divisions  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  with  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  other  agen- 
cies in  that  State. 

Local  executives  of  the  principal  employers  of  labor,  the  railroads,  ore- 
mining  companies,  and  steel  and  cement  manufacturers,  evidenced  much  interest  in 
this  subject,  according  to  Dr.  Manny.  A  number  of  families  of  industrial  workers 
have  been  living  on  small  acreages  for  several  years,  and  considerable  recent 
expansion  is  much  in  evidence.  The  greater  ability  of  this  group  to  withstand 
severe  declines  in  wages  under  the  short-work  schedules  prevailing  over  the  past 
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three  years  compared  with  families  totally  dependent  upon  wages  for  their  liveli- 
hood has  drawn  attention  to  the  possibility  of  encouraging  more  wage  workers  to 
locate  on  2  to  10-acre  tracts  within  reasonably  easy  reach  of  their  places  of 
employment . 

The  chief  problem  that  has  arisen  in  the  development  of  this  movement  is 
that  som.e  people  paid  far  too  much  for  the  land  they  occupy.  It  was  repeatedly 
pointed  out  that  subsistence  farming  could  not  stand  the  land  values  common  in 
suburban  developments  where  the  occupants  want  spacious  grounds  for  landscaping 
effects,  recreation,  etc.,  rather  than  for  food  production. 

The  employers  recommended  that  only  men  with  families  capable  of  rendering 
material  assistance  in  food  raising  should  attempt  this  means  of  reducing  the 
cash  cost  of  living  and  that  monthly  payments  on  interest  and  principal  for  an  im- 
proved small  farm  should  not  exceed  the  amount  the  same  family  would  pay  for  rent 
in  town.  Social,  psychological,  and  health  advantages  were  stressed  by  almost 
every  person  consulted,  some  remarking  that  except  in  times  of  extremely  slack 
work  the  non-economic  advantages  are  much  more  important  than  are  the  possible 
financial  gains  from  combining  subsistence  farming  and  industrial  employment. 

A  complete  report  on  this  survey  will  be  prepared  as  a  part  of  the  general 
report  on  land-use  problems  and  opportunities  of  the  area. 

FIRST  HEARING  HELD  UNDER  COMPLAINT  OF 

VIOLATION  OF  EXPORT  APPLE  AND  PEAR  ACT • 

The  first  hearing  under  complaint  of  violation  of  the  export  apple  and 
pear  Act  was  held  August  28  in  San  Francisco  to  determine  the  propriety  of  re- 
fusing further  issuance  of  exporting  form  certificates  to  a  person  who  is  accused 
of  having  made  four  shipments  of  apples  or  pears  in  foreign  commerce  without  the 
certificate  required  by  the  Act. 

Under  Section  6  of  the  Act,  the  Secretary  may  refuse  further  certification 
for  export  for  a  period  not  exceeding  90  days  to  any  person  who  ships  or  offers  for 
shipment  any  apples  or  pears  in  foreign  commerce  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act. 

WORLD  TRADE  BARRIERS  REPORT  NOW 
PRINTED  AS  SENATE  DOCUMENT . 

World  Trade  Barriers  in  Relation  to  American  Agriculture,  Senate  Document 
No.  70,  came  off  the  press  last  week.     This  report,  prepared  in  response  to  Sen- 
ate Resolution  No.  28  of  the  Seventy-second  Congress,  first  session,  submitted 
by  Senator  Norbeck,  relates  to  restrictions  upon  international  trade  in  major 
agricultural  products  throughout  the  world,  measures  undertaken  in  several  coun- 
tries to  protect  the  position  of  their  farm  producers,  and  the  effects  of  these 
restrictions  and  measures  upon  prices  of  farm  products  and  the  welfare  of  Ameri- 
can farmers.  The  publication  contains  540  pages  and  represents  a  vast  amount  of 
work.     It  was  prepared  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Bureau  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing members:  L.  R.  Edminster,  executive  secretary,  G.  P.  Boals,  P.  F.  Brookens, 
G.  Burmeister,  A.  C.  Edwards,  Eric  Englund,  W.  G.  Finn,  C.  W.  Kitchen,  M.  Lynsky, 
L.  Myers,  L.  J.  Schaben,  J.  L.  Stewart,  0.  C.  Stine,  G.  B.  Thorne,  L.  Volin,   H.  J. 
Wadleigh,  N.  J.  Wall,  L.  A.  Wheeler,  E.  J.  Working. 

The  edition  of  this  publication  is  limited,  the  Department  having  ordered 
only  2,000  copies.

CAFETERIA  FOR  DEPARTMENT  EMPLOYEES 

BEING  LAUNCHED  BY  WELFARE  ASSOCIATION . 

Employees  in  the  Department  will  be  interested  to  know  the  rumor  that 
there  is  going  to  be  a  cafeteria  opened  for  Department  of  Agriculture  employees 
has  been  confirmed.  From  the  amount  of  debris  in  the  court  of  the  South  Build- 
ing and  the  hammering  which  has  been  going  on,  one  might  surmise  something  was 
happening,  but  we  haven't  been  quite  sure  what. 

A.  M.  Day  of  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey,  president  of  the  Department 
Welfare  Association,  announces  that  the  Welfare  Association  will  open  the  De- 
partment cafeteria  shortly  after  October  1  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  South 
Building.  Just  before  the  opening,  the  Association  officers  are  planning  a  gen- 
eral reception  at  which  employees  of  the  entire  Department  will  meet  with  the 
Secretary  and  Chiefs  of  Bureaus  in  the  cafeteria  quarters. 

The  cafeteria  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Marion  Jones,  who  has 
had  tested  experience  in  this  field  of  work,  inasmuch  as  she  inaugurated  the 
Food  Administration  Cafeteria  and  is  now  in  charge  of  the  dining  room  at  the 
Dodge  Hotel.  Mrs.  Jones  will  be  directly  responsible  to  a  committee  of  five, 
composed  of  three  representatives  from  the  Welfare  Association,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics,  and  a  representative  of  the  Secretary's 
Office. 

The  Welfare  Association  will  purchase  all  movable  equipment  -  tables, 
chairs,  silver,  linen,  and  dishes,  The  Department  will  furnish  the  space  and 
the  stationary  equipment,  such  as  steam  tables. 

Space  has  been  provided  for  tv/o  dining  rooms  and  completely  equipped 
kitchens  on  the  sixth  floor  between  Wings  B  and  E,  across  the  back  of  the  build- 
ing. 

Only  one  unit  of  the  cafeteria  will  be  opened  at  first.  It  will  accomo- 
date about  350  people.  It  is  hoped  that  the  second  unit  will  be  available  soon, 
when  there  will  be  accomodations  for  about  700  at  one  time. 

It  is  planned  from  the  proceeds  of  the  cafeteria  to  pay  the  Welfare  As- 
sociation interest  on  the  investment  and  gradually  pay  back  the  amount  invested. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  hoped  to  keep  the  food  prices  down  as  low  as  possible. 

All  the  employees  should  support  the  Welfare  Association  in  this  venture. 
Not  only  will  it  assure  well-planned  meals  attractively  served,  but  these  meals 
will  be  served  at  minimum  cost.  The  venture  has  the  full  endorsement  of  Secre- 
tary Wallace  and  Assistant  Secretary  Tugwell. 

There  are  few  large  industrial  organizations  that  do  not  provide  employ- 
ees with  a  lunch  room,  as  well  as  rest  rooms,  in  the  interest  of  welfare  and  ef- 
ficiency. This  is  especially  desirable  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  in 
view  of  its  isolated  location  and  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  meals  within  the 
allotted  time.  This  problem  will  be  more  than  solved  by  the  commodious  and 
efficiently  operated  cafeteria  that  is  planned,  and  at  the  same  time  it  will 
be  possible  for  employees  to  enjoy  an  opportunity  to  get  together  at  lunch,  not 
possible  before. 
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GERMANS  INDICATE  KEEN  INTEREST 
IN  BUREAU  FIELDS  OF  WORK. 

References  to  and  discussion  of  Bureau  work  in  recent  German  publica- 
tions indicate  that  Germans  are  following  our  activities  v/ith  great  interest. 
Under  "Literatur,"  the  March,  1933,  issue  of  "Blatter  fur  Landwirtschaf tliche 
Marktforschung, "  monthly  publication  of  the  Institutes  fur  Landwirtschaf tliche 
Marktforschung,  discusses  at  some  length  Technical  Bulletin  297,  "Factors 
Affecting  the  Price  of  Rice,"  by  C.  E.  Campbell,  of  the  Division  of  Statisti- 
cal and  Historical  Research.  Two  charts  from  Mr.  Campbell's  bulletin  are  also 
included. 

A  publication  recently  acquired  by  the  Department  library,  entitled 
"Die  Landwirtschaftliche  Standardisierung  in  dem  Vereinigten  Staatten  von 
Amerika,  under  besonderer  Berucksichtigung  des  Genossenschaf tsv/esens , "  (Agri- 
cultural Standardization  in  the  United  States  of  America,  with  Special  Refer- 
ence to  the  Cooperative  Trading  System) ,  is  the  inaugural  dissertation  of  Gun- 
ther  Lepold  on  which  he  attained  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Political  Science  in 
October,  1932.  The  standards  discussed  are  grain,  cotton,  tobacco,  butter, 
cheese,  eggs,  poultry,  fruits  and  vegetables,  canned  products,  containers  for 
fruits  and  vegetables,  wool,  and  cattle  and  meat. 

Thirty-three  pages  are  devoted  to  half-tone  reproductions  of  the  Bur- 
eau's cattle  standardization  posters,  egg  posters  in  colors,  meat  grading  stamp, 
cotton  and  wool  standards,  many  pieces  of  grain  standardization  apparatus, 
photographic  demonstrations  of  standardization  of  containers,  and  reproductions 
of  many  of  our  standardization  certificates. 

LARGE  DEMAND  NECESSITATES  REPRINT 
OF  DR.  HARTMAN'S  BULLETIN. 

"State  Land-Settlement  Problems  and  Policies  in  the  United  States,"  Tec- 
nical  Bulletin  No.  357,  written  by  Dr.  William  A.  Hartman,  of  the  Division  of 
Land  Economics,    has   received  much   favorable   comment.    The   first  supply  of 
3,400  copies,  which  came  from  the  press  in  June,  has  been  exhausted  and  a  re- 
print of  3,000  copies  has  been  requested.

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BUREAU  LEADS  IN  CONTRIBUTICNS  TO 

WESTERN  FARM  AND  HOME  HOUR  PROGRAMS . 

The  Bureau  was  a  generous  contributor  to  the  Western  Farm  and  Home 
Hour  broadcasts  for  the  period  January  1  to  July  1,  1933,  not  only  in  the 
number  of  speakers  but  in  the  number  of  broadcast  periods  used  and  the  number 
of  minutes  used  for  these  broadcasts.  The  summary  of  this  work,  recently  pre- 
pared by  R.  H.  Lamb,  Western  Radio  Program  Director,  indicates  that  there  were 
102  Bureau  speakers,  v/ho  used  671  minutes  on  the  air  in  99  broadcasting  periods 
during  the  six  months  period  recorded.  Of  the  latter  periods,  eight  were  de- 
voted to  presenting  material  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  the  other  91 
to  Bureau  material  which  related  to  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products,  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  the  Grain  Division,  the  Hay, 
Feed,  and  Seed  Division,  and  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool. 

Mr.  Lamb  closes  his  summary  with  excerpts  from  25  letters  that  he  has 
received  from  radio  listeners  who  comment  on  the  Western  Farm  and  Home  Hour 
programs.     Typical  of  these  are  the  following: 

From  a  correspondent  at  Bickleton,  Washington:  "I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  your  fine  program  coming  to  us  by  radio.  Your  talk  today 
cleared  up  the  question  often  asked  of  me  as  to  the  sponsorship  of  these  pro- 
grams. I  have  surely  enjoyed  your  talks  this  winter,  living  as  we  do  here  in 
eastern  Washington  with  an  elevation  of  3002  feet.  We  still  have  snow  drifts 
three  to  five  feet  deep  and  with  roads  blocked  for  days  at  a  time,  daily  papers 
two  or  three  days  late,  the  radio  is  a  God-send.  Myself  and  family  like  the 
orchestra  and  better  still  the  class  of  music  they  give  us.  We  always  look  for 
the  weather  report,  and  while  I  am  not  particularly  interested  in  the  farm 
talks,  I  am  in  the  crop  reports.  Our  little  bank  is  enjoying  (?)  the  holiday 
with  the  rest  of  the  banks,  etc." 

From  a  correspondent  at  Butte,  I.'ontana:  "'This  is  Your  Western  Farm  and 
Home  Hour. '  The  most  delightful,  educational,  and  entertaining  program  on  the 
air  today.    Monday  would  be  truly  blue,  were  it  not  for  this  program,  etc." 

CHICAGO  LIVESTOCK  FORCE  SAVES  S23.50 
ON  A  JOB  ESTIMATED  AT  $24.00 . 

What  efficiency  and  economy  can  be  accomplished  through  a  spirit  of  close 
cooperation  in  an  office  group  is  brought  out  strikingly  in  a  recent  letter  from 
John  S.  Campbell,  in  charge  of  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and 
Wool  Division.  An  estimated  charge  of  |24.00  for  repairing  one  of  the  mimeo- 
graph machines  of  the  office  was  made  by  the  manufacturing  company,  but  the 
Chicago  office  force  took  other  means  of  having  the  machine  put  in  order  at  the 
small  expenditure  of  50  cents.  That  part  of  Mr.  Campbell's  letter  describing  the 
steps  that  were  taken  speaks  for  itself: 

"Late  one  afternoon,  two  or  three  of  the  office  group  decided  to  look 
into  the  machine  and  see  what  they  could  discover,  and  we  found  one  broken 
part  which  we  thought  we  could  replace  ourselves  if  we  could  get  the  small  part 
which  seemed  inexpensive.  However,  when  we  'phoned  the  company,  we  were  ad- 
vised that  this  small  part  was  not  available,  but  that  the  total  cost  of  this 
and  other  necessary  parts  which  went  with  it,  v/ould  be  $9.00.  We  stripped  the 
machine  and  I  took  it  to  an  electric  welder,  who  did  the  job  for  fifty  cents. 
The  office  group  placed  the  machine  in  v/orking  order  again  in  a  short  time, 
End  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  see,  it  is  as  good  as  if  v/e  had  sent  it  to  the 
repair  factory  at  a  cost  of  $24.00."

L.  A.  Wheeler  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  who  attended 
the  Economic  Conference  in  London  as  a  member  of  the  American  technical 
staff,  sailed  from  Southampton  for  home,  August  31,  on  the  S.  S.  Manhattan. 
He  is  due  to  arrive  in  New  York  City  September  7. 

Under  the  provisions  of  new  State  laws  and  trade  agreements,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  almost  the  entire  citrus  crops  of  Texas  and  Florida  will  be 
offered  for  joint  Federal-State  inspection  prior  to  shipment  this  year. 

E.  C.  Paxton,  recently  returned  from  Australia,  where  for  three  years 
he  served  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  as  agricultural  commissioner, 
is  now  working  in  his  new  assignment  as  liason  officer  on  wheat  between  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  and  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration.  Before  his  appointment  to  the  Foreign  Service,  Mr.  Paxton 
was  agricultural  statistician  for  Kansas  for  a  number  of  years. 

Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  canned  fruit  and  vegetable  grading 
service,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  flew  to  Los  Angeles,  California, 
August  22  to  assist  in  inspecting  a  large  block  of  canned  goods  on  which  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  is  to  make  a  loan,  and  to  instruct  Walter 
Kingsbury  in  Los  Angeles,  and  probably  another  of  the  division's  employees 
in  the  Sacramento  or  Bay  region,  in  the  inspection  of  canned  goods  in  ac- 
cordance with  U.  S.  grades.  The  length  of  his  stay  in  California  is  indef- 
inite, probably  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  weeks,  depending  some- 
what upon  the  size  of  the  pack  to  be  put  up  by  the  canners  requesting  this 
service .

He  v/ill  work  in  the  re- 
search and  statistical  division  of  the  administration,  serving  as  a  rural 
relief  analyst  and  adviser  on  rural  relief  problems.  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  will 
be  remembered  as  a  former  worker  in  the  Bureau,  having  been  a  member  of  the 
Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  before  going  to  Wisconsin.

L.  A.  WHEELER  RETURNS  FROM 

WORLD  CONFERENCES  IN  LONDON 


L.  A.  Wheeler  returned  to  Washington  last  week  from  his  three- 
months  foreign  mission.  He  arrived  in  New  York  on  the  S.  S.  Manhattan 
September  6  and  reported  in  the  Department  on  Saturday  morning,  Septem- 
ber 8. 

While  abroad,  Mr.  Wheeler  acted  as  technical  advisor  to  the 
American  delegation  at  the  World  Economic  Conference  in  London,  parti- 
cipating chiefly  in  the  discussions  relating  to  an  international  wheat 
agreement.  At  the  close  of  the  conference,  in  company  with  F.  E. 
li'urphy,  representative  of  the  United  States  at  the  wheat  negotiations, 
andL.  V.  Steere,  agricultural  attache  of  +he  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
at  Berlin,  Mr.  Wheeler  made  a  trip  to  a  number  of  European  countries, 
includin"-  Germany,  Czechoslovakia,  Austria,  Hungary,  Italy,  and  France 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  officials  in  these  countries  the 
proposed  international  agreement  on  wheat.  On  this  trip  he  also 
visited  the  officss  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  in  Berlin, 
Belgrade  and  Marseilles. 

ivCr.  Wheeler  participated  as  a  member  of  the  American  delegation 
at  the  final  wheat  conference  in  London  beginning  August  21,  at  the  end 
of  which  the  international  wheat  agreement  was  signed  by  22  countries. 

Mr.  Wheeler  reports  that  he  found  the  trip  most  interesting, 
stimulating,  and  instructive. 


BUREAU  NOW  HAS  TENTATIVE  STANDARD 
GRADES  FOR  iVARYLAND  TOBACCO . 


Tentative  standard  grades  for  Maryland  tobacco  have  been  pre- 
pared by  the  Tobacco  Section  for  use  under  the  law  recently  enacted  by 
the  ^>!aryland  State  legislature  to  provide  tobacco  grading  service  at 
State  expense  on  the  Baltimore  market.  There  are  forty  standard  grades 
of  Maryland  tobacco,  according  to  the  new  tentative  standards.  In  ad- 
dition, a  considerable  number  of  subgrades  may  be  formed  to  take  care 
of  slightly  damaged  tobacco,  mixed,  and  green. 

The  tentative  standard  grades  will  be  mimeographed  and  used  in 
training  applicants  for  tobacco  grading  work  in  Maryland.  Frank  B. 
Wilkinson  had  a  conference  in  Baltimore  September  13  v/ith  Brook  Iv'athews, 
State  tobacco  warehouse  inspector,  as  a  result  of  which  an  agreement 
covering  the  service  in  Baltimore  was  signed.  The  work  will  probably 
start  the  middle  of  October. 

It  is  planned  to  hold  a  grading  demonstration,  to  be  follov/ed 
by  tests,  at  the  University  of  Maryland  during  the  first  week  of  October. 
Two  or  more  graders  will  be  selected  from  those  who  make  an  eligible 
rating  in  these  tests,  and  stationed  in  Baltimore  to  handle  the  work. 
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m.  MOTZ  BRINGING  TO  CLOSE  ANNUAL  VISIT  TO 

STATES  IN  INTEREST  OF  FOREIGN  FRUIT  ?/ORK. 

Frederick  A.  Motz,  fruit  marketing  specialist  of  the  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural Service,  with  headquarters  at  London,  left  Washington  for  Florida 
September  12.  He  is  spending  the  summer  in  the  United  States  in  his  annual 
renewal  of  contacts  with  fruit  growers,  shippers,  and  exporters.  This  sea- 
son's travel  in  the  States  has  revealed  most  gratifying  results  from  his  ef- 
forts to  promote  the  interests  of  growers  and  exporters  of  American  fruits 
to  Europe. 

Mr.  Iv-otz  completed  his  work  in  the  West  on  an  extended  trip  in  July. 
In  Idaho,  he  discussed  the  European  market  v/ith  producers  of  apples.  In 
Washington  he  conferred  with  shippers  of  apples  in  regard  to  various  export 
problems.  While  in  that  State  he  also  attended  a  meeting  at  Spokane  which  was 
held  in  connection  with  the  drafting  of  the  fruit  code  of  the  Northwest  for  the 
Agricultural  Adj  ustment  Administration .  He  visited  the  fruit  districts  of  Oregon, 
where  he  talked  with  growers  and  shippers  about  the  condition  of  American  fruit 
upon  arrival  in  European  markets.  At  Hood  River,  he  addressed  the  members  of 
the  local  Traffic  Association,  a  meeting  whi^h  he  reports  as  most  interesting 
and  effective  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Bureau's  work. 

Incidentally,  I/Ir.  r\!otz  had  the  adventure  on  his  Sunday's  stay  at  Hood 
River  of  climbing  'v'ount  Hood,  the  successful  ascending  of  whose  11,000  feet 
is  an  accomplishment  in  which  seasoned  mountain  climbers  take  pride.  He  and 
his  companion  were  among  the  first  to  negotiate  the  summit  this  season,  and  they 
had  the  added  difficulty  of  opening  up  -he  snow  covered  trail  and  of  relying  on 
the  ropes  which  they  carried  instead  of  the  regular  ropes  stapled  out  for  climb- 
ers, these  being  not  yet  accessible.  The  climb  took  Mr.  Motz  and  his  companion, 
who  is  a  fruit  grower  with  whom  he  renews  acquaintance  each  year  in  his  work, 
from  3.00  a.m.  to  3.00  p.m.  to  complete. 

From  .'ugust  8  to  11,  Mr.  Kotz  attended  the  International  Shippers  As- 
sociation convention  at  Chicago.  On  August  26,  he  was  the  principal  speaker 
at  the  meeting  held  by  Senator  Harry  F.  Byrd  at  his  orchards  at  Winchester,  Va. 
Here  he  discussed  the  export  situation  in  regard  to  the  movement  of  Virginia 
apples  before  an  estimated  audience  of  2500  people.  The  following  week  Mr.  Motz 
was  the  only  speaker  at  a  series  of  meetings  in  I/aine  and  New  Hampshire. 

Mr.  iVotz  reports  that  throughout  his  trips  he  had  repeated  evidence 
that  his  work  in  Europe  has  been  productive  of  practical  results.  The  intense 
interest  which  was  displayed  everywhere  at  the  meetings  he  addressed  leads  him 
to  believe  that  he  sold  the  Bureau's  service  100  percent.  He  interprets  the 
unusual  interest  in  the  Bureau's  efforts  to  help  fruit  men  to  the  recognition 
that  American  fruit  exports  are  meeting  increasing  obstacles  abroad  in  the  way 
of  numerous  trade  barriers  and  to  the  appreciation  that  the  export  market  is 
"the  safety  valve  of  the  fruit  industry."  Proof  of  v/hat  Mr.  Motz  accomplished 
in  New  England  is  a  letter  to  Mr.  Olsen  from  C.  M.  White,  chief  of  the  Division 
of  Markets  of  the  Maine  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  follov/ing  is  quoted  from 
it: 

"Mr.  Fred  A.  Motz  told  the  apple  men  about  the  European  and  Eng- 
lish markets  as  related  to  our  apple  industry.  We  have  never  been 
to  meetings  when  such  favorable  comments  were  made  at  their  close. 
Perhaps  the  most  striking  instance  was  of  a  party  in  West  Paris  who 
has  gone  out  of  his  way  for  the  last  twenty-five  years  to  criticize 
the  work  of  this  Department  who  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  made  the 
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remark:     'The  most  practical  talk  I  have  heard  from  your  Department 

in  the  last  twenty  years.'" 
Mr.  Motz  will  spend  a  week  on  his  present  visit  to  Florida.  Following  that 
he   will   visit   Delaware    for  a  few  days.    He  will  make  another  short  stay  in 
Washington  before  embarking  in  New  York  for  his  return  voyage  to  London. 

ACT  PROVIDES  COMPULSORY  GRADING  FOR 
VI_RGINIA  FIRE-CURED  TOBACCO . 

Compulsory  tobacco  grading  of  all  Virginia  fire-cured  tobacco  offered 
for  sale  at  auction  markets  is  provided  for  in  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
approved  by  the  Governor  of  Virginia  September  7.  This  is  the  second  statute 
of  this  character  to  be  enacted  in  1933,  the  other  being  the  Maryland  tobacco 
grading  law. 

The  Virginia  law  was  sponsored  by  the  Virginia  Fire-Cured  Tobacco 
Marketing  Association,  and  passed  both  houses  of  the  legislature  with  only  two 
dissenting  votes,  Growers  from  the  flue-cured  district  urged  that  their  type 
of  tobacco  be  brought  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act,,  which  was  not  done, 
however,  because  of  the  fear  that  the  additional  hearings  entailed  might  pre- 
clude passage  during  the  special  session.  Chas .  E.  Gage,  of  the  Tobacco  Sec- 
tion, attended  the  hearings  at  the  State  Capitol,  Richmond. 

DRY  FEA  INSPECTION  UNDER  TENTATIVE  STANDARDS 
SUPPORTED  BY  GROWERS  AND  DEALERS. 

The  inspection  of  dry  peas  under  the  tentative  U.  S.  standards  recommend- 
ed by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  August  1,  1933,  is  receiving  the  wholehearted 
support  of  growers  and  dealers  in  the  producing  section  of  northern  Idaho  and 
eastern  Washington.  For  several  years  growers  felt  the  need  of  an  unbiased 
determination  of  class,  quality,  and  condition  based  on  definite  standards. 
J.  S.  Barr,  of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division,  spent  some  time  in  that  section 
during  July  working  with  shippers,  dealers,  and  representatives  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Idaho,  the  State  College  of  Washington,  and  the  Northwest  Pea  Growers 
Association.  Based  on  information  thus  obtained,  together  with  data  previously 
accumulated  over  a  period  of  two  crop  years,  tentative  U.  S.  standards  were 
formulated  and  a  plan  v/orked  out  for  applying  the  standards  in  the  marketing 
of  this  year's  crop.  The  large  number  of  inspections  made  during  the 
month  of  August  is  evidence  that  the  standards  and  inspection  are  serving 
growers  and  shippers'  needs.

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KOSHER  SLAUGHTERED  POULTRY 

INSPECTED  FOR  NEW  YORK  MARKET . 


The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  was  recently  requested  to 
inspect  poultry  at  a  plant  in  Indiana  v/here  the  poultry  was  to  be  slaughtered 
at  shipping  point  and  then  moved  to  Nev;  York  City  for  the  Jewish  trade.  This 
service  was  arranged  for  ten  days  and  involved  not  only  the  slaughter  and  in- 
spection of  poultry  in  accordance  with  the  rites  of  the  Jewish  religion,  but 
additional  inspection  for  conditions  and  wholesomeness  by  a  veterinarian  repre- 
senting this  Bureau.     Dr.  B.  L.  Currier  was  assigned  to  the  latter  work. 

After  the  prescribed  preparation  of  the  poultry,  the  final  step  before 
shipping  it  to  New  York  was  to  freeze  it  in  the  wooden  boxes  in  which  it  was 
packed.  The  poultry  was  held  at  this  temperature  for  about  three  days,  so  that 
its  arrival  on  the  Nev/  York  market  was  approximately  six  days  after  slaughter. 

This  type  of  poultry  has  been  sold  almost  entirely  to  hotels  and  restau- 
rants, but  it  is  expected  to  sell  some  of  it  later  to  retail  stores  and  it  is 
hoped  that  eventually  a  considerable  demand  will  be  made  for  it  by  the  Jewish 
population  in  New  York  City. 


^.IR  MAIL  EFFECTIVE  IN  SPEEDING 

THE  DISTPIBUTION  OF  MARKET  REPORTS . 


The  effectiveness  of  Air  Mail  in  the  distribution  of  market  reports  was 
demonstrated  recently  by  the  Market  News  Service  of  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed 
Division.  A  rice  review  prepared  at  Washington  on  Tuesday  was  received  at 
San  Francisco  Wednesday  in  time  for  mimeographing  and  mailing  yet  that  day. 
The  report  w?s  po3tm.arked  at  Washington  3t  3  P.  M.  eastern  time  on  Tuesday  and 
was  delivered  at  San  Francisco  by  regular  carrier  at  1:45  p.m.,  Pacific  time 
Wednesday . 

The  Air  Mail  Service  of  the  Pest  Office  advises  that  the  service  that  is 
enabling  the  Bureau  to  get  its  reports  to  the  Pacific  Coast  so  promptly  has  been 
ii"  effect  for  the  last  three  months.     The  schedule  for  the  planes  carrying  this 
mail  is  as  follows:

It  will  be  noted  that  two  planes  leaving  Washington  at  different  times  in 
the  morning  arrive  in  San  Francisco  at  the  same  time  the  next  evening  and  tv/o 
planes  leaving  Washington  ?.t  different  times  in  the  evening  arrive  in  San  Fran- 
cisco at  the  same  time  the  following  evening.  The  delay  of  the  first  plane  on 
the  morning  and  on  the  evening  schedule  is  due  to  the  wait  at  Cleveland  for 
air  mail  connections.  The  early  plane  on  the  morning  and  on  the  evening  sched- 
ule is  sent  in  each  instance  to  assure  through  service  in  case  the  second 
plane  meets  with  air  difficulties  and  does  not  make  the  schedule  to  Cleveland. 
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COMPLIANCE  WITH  NRA  CODES  REQUIRED 
OF  CONTRACTORS  FOR  SUPPLIES . 

The  I'ollowing  paragraphs  from  P.  5.  A.  Circular  240,  carrying  the  above 
caption,  is  called  to  the  attention  of  field  employes  by  the  Business  Iv^anager: 

2.  Open  Market  purchases.  Every  open  market  purchase  order  within 
the  terms  of  the  Executive  Order  should  include  the  following  language: 

"This  order  contingent  upon  vendor's  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  NRA  code  applicable  to  his  industry  or  with  the  Presi- 
dent's Reemployment  Agreement." 

3.  No    additional    voucher    certification   will    be    required    in  conse- 
quence of  the  Executive  Order  unless  and  until  such  requirement  is  made  by 
the  Comptroller  General. 

Preparation  of  Supplies  Requisitions . 

A  circular  memorandum  has  been  received  from  the  Chief,  Division  of 
Purchase,  Sales  and  Traffic  Office  of  Personnel  and  Business  Administration 
of  the  Department,  reading  as  'follows: 

"To  facilitate  delivery  of  definite  and  additional  quantity 
supplies  by  the  General  Supply  Committee,  as  well  as  stores  and  forms 
issued  by  the  Central  Supply  Section,  it  is  requested  that: 

a.  Only  requisition,  Dept.  Form  14,  be  used  for  these  purposes. 

b.  A  segregation  be  made   of  those  definite  and  additional 

quantity  items  to  be  filled  from  General  Supply  Committee 
stock  and  those  that  must  be  purchased  by  the  General 
Supply  Committee  using  a  separate  requisition  for  each  of 
these  two  classes  of  supply;  submitting  requisitions  in 
triplicate . 

c.  Separate  requisitions  be  used  for  Central  Supply  Stores 

items,  other  than  forms,  listing  them  in  stock  nuraber  se- 
quence   and    submitting    requisitions    in    triplicate  for 
Washington  delivery,    quadruplicate   for   field  delivery. 

d.  Separate   requisitions  be  used   for  Central  Supply  forms 

issues,    listing   forms   in  numerical   sequence   under  each 
class  as.   Standard  and  Department  and  Bureau  forms  and 
submitting  requisitions  in  triplicate  for  Washington  de- 
livery, quadruplicate  for  field  delivery. 

In  this  connection  reference  is  made  to  General  Supply  Committee  Schedule 
of  Stock  and  Consolidated  Definite  Quantity  item.s  for  the  fiscal  year  1934  and 
Central  Supply  Section's  Stock  List  of  November  1,  1932,  and  Supplement  No.  1 
of  January  25,  1933. 

Compliance  with  the  above  uniform  procedure  will  materially  aid  in  ex- 
pediting deliveries  to  you." 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  copies  which  the  Central  Supply  Section  re- 
quires,  another  carbon  should  be  included  both  for  Washington  and  field  re- 
quisitions which  will  be  retained  in  the  Bureau  Business  Office  as  a  check  copy. 

The  Bureau  is  advised  that  it  will  be  satisfactory  in  order  to  avoid  a 
waste  of  forms  for  all  offices  to  use  up  their  supply  of  Form  AE-S8  before 
changing  to  the  Department  Form  14.

State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Applied  Science,  and  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture, University  of  Arkansas.  G.  P.  Scoville,  of  the  Division  of  Farm 
Management  and  Costs,  is  the  author.  This  is  the  second  report  of  a  series 
published  by  the  Department  on  economic  phases  of  eastern  grape  farming. 
The  main  basis  for  the  series  of  reports  is  information  covering  the  farm 
business,  and  cost  of  grape  production  on  548  farms  located  in  4  States.

Mr.  Olsen  left  Washington  last  Friday,  September  8,  for  Chicago  and  will 
be  away  from  the  Bureau  until  the  latter  part  of  this  week. 

Jos.  A.  Becker,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  left  Wash- 
ington for  Texas  September  10,  to  check  lap  on  railroad  station  receipts  in 
connection  with  the  wheat  allotments  for  certain  counties  in  Texas. 

R.  R.  Failthorp,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  will  spend  two  days 
next  week  on  a  trip  to  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.  ,  and  Winchester,  Va.  ,  to  confer 
with  State  and  Bureau  officials  regarding  the  interpretation  of  U,  S.  grades 
for  apples. 

At  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  E.  H.  Wiecking  and 
W.  A.  Hartman,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  have  been  detailed  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  to  assist  M.  L.  Wilson  in  the  organization  of  the 
newly  established  Division  of  Subsistence  Homesteads.  It  is  expected  that  Mr. 
Wiecking  will  be  on  this  detail  for  approximately  two  months  and  Mr.  Hartman 
for  a  period  of  about  three  months. 

Leased  wire  service  to  Richmond,  Va.,  was  resumed  September  5.  On 
that  date  this  service  to  Station  WLBL  at  Stevens  Point,  Wis,,  was  also  resumed 
on  the  same  schedule  on  which  it  previously  operated.  Operator  0.  J.  Sampson, 
who  was  recently  transferred  to  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats, 
and  Wool  Division,  tendered  his  resi^-nation  effective  September  5,  in  order  to 
return  to  Cleveland  and  enter  the  real  estate  business. 

E.  W.  Baker,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  continues  his  trip 
to  the  livestock  markets  west  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  interest  of  restoring  the 
livestock  market  news  service  on  the  basis  of  the  present  curtailed  allotment 
of  funds,  and  of  making  possible  improvements.  Mr.  Baker  left  Washington 
August  21  and  is  expected  to  return  October  26. 

S.  C.  Paxton,  liason  officer  between  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  and  the  Wheat  Section  of  the  A, A. A.,  left  Washington  September  13 
for  Western  Kansas,  where  he  will  assist  in  straightening  out  some  of  the 
problems  which  are  arising  in  connection  with  the  wheat  campaign. 

E.  E.  Vial  will  address  the  Production  Section  of  the  International 
Association  of  Milk  Dealers  at  their  meeting  in  Chicago,  111.,  September  21. 
His  subject  will  be  "Production  Trends  of  Butter."  Mr.  Vial  is  in  charge 
of  the  dairy  unit  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research  and  a 
member  of  the  dairy  statistics  committee. 

A.  C.  Edwards,  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  is  in  Florida  for  a  week 
or  ten  days,  conferring  with  growers,  shippers,  and  exporters  of  fruit  on 
problems  relating  to  the  marketing  of  American  fruit  in  Europe- 
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In  place  of  the  outlook  report  on  hogs,  scheduled  for  release  September 
11,  the  Bureau  will  issue  a  statement  on  the  hog  situation  in  a  few  days. 
The  fact  that  the  emergency  hog  control  campaign  is  now  in  progress  makes  it 
undesirable  to  prepare  an  outlook  report  at  this  time,  since  the  annual  outlook 
report  will  appear  early  in  November,  by  which  time  it  is  expected  that  the 
complete  hog  and  corn  adjustment  plans  v/ill  have  been  announced.  Reports 
will  not  be  issued  on  fall  grains  and  foodstuffs. 

The  recent  hurricane  practically  wiped  out  the  citrus  crop  in  the 
Lower' Rio  Grande  Valley,  all  of  which  crop  was  to  have  been  inspected  by  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  this  year  under  the  Texas  State  law.  This  rep- 
resents a  loss  of  business  of  several  thousand  cars  for  the  shipping  point 
inspection  service. 

The  storm  in  Florida  brought  down  a  considerable  amount  of  fruit  various- 
ly estimated  at  from.  20  to  30  percent.  If  the  pending  citrus  code  and  marketing 
agreement  for  Florida  is  signed,  it  is  expected  that  all  shipments  from  the 
State  will  be  subject  to  Federal  inspection,  which  would  probably  result  in 
more  than  doubling  shipping  point  work  in  that  State. 

C.  L.  Pier,  in  charge  of  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Division  of  Dairy 
and  Poultry  Products,  will  act  as  official  judge  of  butter,  cheese,  milk,  and 
ice  cream  at  the  Students  National  Dairy  Products  Judging  Contest,  to  be 
held  in  Chicago  September  18.  At  a  similar  students'  judging  contest  to  be 
held  in  connection  with  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  at  Springfield,  Mass., 
September  17-23,  N.  A.  Dakin,  in  charge  of  the  division's  Boston  office,  will 
act  as  official  judge  of  butter  and  cheese. 

The  first  edition  of  the  weekly  release,  Market  Reviews  and  Statistical 
Summaries  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  issued  August  28  by  the  Livestock, 
Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  has  brought  many  encouraging  com.ments ,  Typical  of 
these  is  the  statement  in  a  letter  from  Geo  F.  Johnson,  chief  of  the  division 
of  statistics  and  information  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture, 
who  says:  "We  are  greatly  impressed  with  the  information  in  this  bulletin, 
first  because  it  is  so  complete,  and  second,  because  it  is  timely.  It  is  just 
the  type  of  compilation  that  we  have  needed  here  for  a  long  time." 

Guy  A.  Peterson  is  editor  of  the  new  publication.  Miss  Edna  M.  Jordan 
and  staff  compile  the  statistical  information. 

Since  the  preliminary  announcement  of  the  season's  courses  by  the 
Graduate  School  of  the  Department,  the  following  additional  courses  by  Bureau 
men  have  been  arranged  for:  Elements  of  Economics  (year),  by  L.  Volin,  and 
Theory  of  Prices  and  Price  Making  (year),  by  H.  J.  Wadleigh,  both  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.

In  preparation  for-  the  annual  turkey  grading  in  the  Northwest 
this  winter,  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  arranged  a 
series  of  turkey  grading  schools  in  that  region  during  October  and 
November.  These  schools  will  be  conducted  by  Thomas  W.  Heitz  for  the 
purpose  of  qualifying  graders  for  Federal  licenses.  The  actual  grading 
will  be  conducted  in  the  different  States  as  Federal-State  projects. 
Schools  will  be  held  at  the  following  points,  as  indicated:

Dickinson,  North  Dakota  October  16-18 

Sheridan,  Wyoming  October  19-21 

Great  Falls,  Montana  October  23-24

Colorado  Springs,  Colorado  November  2-4 

North  Platte,  Nebraska  November  6-8 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  if  it  is  possible  for  Mr.  Heitz  to  spend 
the  time,  he  will  conduct  tv/o  turkey  grading  and  dressing  demonstra- 
tions in  the  State  of  Wisconsin  on  November  17  and  18. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  that  the  division  has  held  turkey  grad- 
ing schools  in  the  Northwest.  Last  year  6,288,843  pounds  of  turkeys 
were  graded  by  145  graders  licensed  by  the  Bureau.

EUROPE^:N  VISITOR  DISCUSSES  U.S.  REQUIREMENTS  1 

OF  AUSTRIAN  WINTER  PEAS  AND  HAIRY  VETCH  SEED.  ^ 

Frank  Fekete,   of  Fekete  Brothers,   Budapest,   Hungary,   called  upon  the  1 

Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division  on  Monday,  September  25,  to  discuss  the  production,  j 
annual  requirements,   and  time  of  planting  of  hairy  vetch  and  Austrian  winter 

peas  in  the  Southeastern  States,   where  the  bulk  of  these  seeds  is  planted.  ; 

His  firm  is  said  to  be  the  largest  exporter  of  winter  peas  and  is  also  an  ] 

important  exporter  of  hairy-vetch  seed.  \ 

Because  of  the  severe  winter  in  the  Willamette  Valley  of  Oregon,  prac-  i 

tically  all  the  winter  peas  and  about  half  the  hairy  vetch  which  were  planted  ^ 
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in  the  fall  were  killed.  Although  the  losses  in  the  winter-pea  acreage  in 
Oregon  were  offset  in  part  by  spring  plantings  of  these  peas  in  Idaho,  this 
country  had  to  look  to  Europe  for  more  than  half  the  requirements  of  these 
seeds  for  planting  in  the  Southeastern  States.  Imports  of  hairy  vetch  seed, 
and  possibly  also  of  winter  peas,  during  the  past  three  months  were  the  largest 
on  record  for  that  period.  These  two  crops  are  used  mainly  as  cover  crops  in 
the  South. 

COMMISSION  MERCHANTS  SENTENCED  TO 

IMPRISONMENT  UNDER  P.  A.  C.  ACT. 

Four  commission  merchants  in  Philadelphia,  Joseph  Hoffman,  Benjamin 
Rotter,  Fred  A.  Wright  and  Mane  Skaler,  were  each  sentenced  by  Judge  Welsh  of 
the  Federal  District  Court  on  September  26  to  imprisonment  of  three  months  and 
ordered  to  make  restitution  to  the  various  shippers  involved.  The  defendants 
entered  individual  pleas  of  guilty  to  charges  of  violation  of  the  Produce 
Agency  Act. 

The  cases  against  Hoffman  &  Rotter  and  Hoffman  &  Rotter,  Inc.,  which 
latter  firm  included  Wright  as  president,  involved  shipments  of  beans,  cauli- 
flower, peas  and  onions  shipped  from  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Virginia  and  Mary- 
land, the  amount  involved  being  approximately  $1800.00,  for  which  defendants 
failed  to  render  accounts  sales  and  to  pay  the  net  proceeds, 

The  case  against  Mane  Skaler  involved  shipments  of  eggs  and  dressed 
turkeys  by  five  farmers  from  Virginia,  Maryland  and  Wyoming,  the  amount  in- 
volved being  8.pproximately  $120.00,  for  which  he  failed  to  render  accounts 
sales  and  to  pay  the  net  proceeds. 

Defendants  were  each  represented  by  counsel.  Attorneys  for  Hoffman, 
Rotter  and  Wright  pleaded  for  suspended  sentences  in  order  that  full  restitu- 
tion might  be  made.  The  attorney  representing  Skaler  informed  the  Judge  that 
the  produce  received  by  his  client  was  all  sold  on  credit  in  order  to  obtain 
higher  prices  and  that  no  money  whatever  had  been  collected  from  the  sale 
thereof. 

After  hearing  pleas  in  both  Ccises  the  defendants  were  all  called  be- 
fore Judge  Welsh  for  sentence.  Before  imposing  sentence,  however,  defendants 
were  severely  reprimanded  by  Judge  ViJelsh  and  advised  that  no  suspended  sen- 
tences v/ould  be  meted  out  by  that  Court;  that  such  practices  as  those  admitted 
by  the  defendants,  which  had  beer,  in  vogue  for  many  years,  must  be  stopped;  that 
it  was  the  intention  of  Congress  when  the  Act  was  passed  that  such  practices 
should  cease  and  that  the  Government  would  count  on  his  cooperation  in  inflict- 
ing penalties  on  violators  of  the  Act.  He  further  advised  them  that  it  did 
not  seem  possible  that  so  many  shipments  could  have  been  received  and  sold 
without  a  cent  being  collected,  and  that  it  v/as  the  duty  of  the  agents  of  ship- 
per to  sell  produce  intrusted  to  their  care  to  responsible  parties  from  whom 
payment  could  reasonably  be  expected.

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BUREAU  LOSES  THREE  OF  OFFICIAL  FORCE  UNDER 
THIRTY  YEAR  RETIREMENT  PROVISION. 

Three  Bureau  officials  have  been  retired  recently  under  the  30-year 
provision  of  the  Independent  Offices  Appropriation  Act.  They  are  Lewis  B. 
Flohr,  associate  marketing  specialist  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  His- 
torical Research,  Henry  A.  Miller,  assistant  agricultural  economist  of  the 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  and  Thomas  R.  Pirtle,  assistant  market- 
ing specialist  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products. 

Mr.  Flohr  was  employed  in  the  Navy  Yards  at  Philadelphia  and  New  York 
from  December  189S  to  November  1902.  In  March  1902  he  was  appointed  in  the 
Department  of  Labor  in  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  where  he  was  employed  for 
llj  years  in  statistical,  economic,  and  research  work,  mostly  of  a  supervisory 
nature.  He  transferred  to  the  former  Office  of  Markets  (now  B.  A.  E.)  in 
September  1913,  and  was  immediately  placed  in  charge  of  investigations  in  market- 
ing by  parcel  post  and  express .  Upon  the  discontinuance  of  the  direct  marketing 
project  and  the  organization  of  the  marketing  statistics  section  in  1920,  Mr. 
Flohr  was  made  principal  assistant  to  the  specialist  in  charge.  In  June  1922 
the  marketing  statistics  section  was  merged  with  other  units  into  the  Division 
of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research.  Upon  becoming  a  member  of  the  division, 
Mr.  Flohr  assisted  with  the  general  statistical  v/ork,  giving  particular  atten- 
tion to  the .Statistical  Bulletin  Series.  He  was  responsible  for  the  statistics 
covering  many  of  the  minor  and  unusual  commodities.  For  12  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Statistical  Committee  of  the  Yearbook,  serving  as  its  secretary 
most  of  this  time. 

Mr.  Flohr  is  author  of  Farmers  Bulletin  830,  Marketing  Eggs  by  Parcel 
Post,  Markets  Document  5,  The  Marketing  of  Canning  Club  Products,  and  Farmers 
Bulletin  15fl,  Marketing  Farm  Produce  by  Parcel  Post;  and  he  is  joint  author 
with  R,  C.  Potts  cf  Farmers  Bulletin  930,  Marketing  Butter  and  Cheese  by  Parcel 
Post,  and  with  C.  T.  More  of  Farmers  Bulletin  703,  Suggestions  for  Parcel 
Post  Marketing. 

Mr.  Pirtle  was  appointed  in  the  Dairy  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  in  September  190S.  Coincident  with  the  transfer  to  this  Bureau  in 
November  1922  of  the  statistical  work  of  that  division,  he  was  transferred 
here  to  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products.  For  several  years  he  had 
charge  of  the  compiling  of  quarterly  reports  of  dairy  products  manufactures 
and  was  also  engaged  in  the  compiling  of  dairy  statistics  which  were  published 
as  "A  Handbook  of  Dairy  Statistics."  This  has  been  twice  revised  and  brought 
up  to  date.  Other  publications  of  which  Mr.  Pirtle  is  author  are:  Department 
Circular  7,  "The  Trend  of  Dairy  Cattle  in  the  United  States  and  Other  Countries", 
Department  Circular  70,  "The  Trend  of  the  Butter  Industry,"  Department  Circular 
71,  "The  Trend  of  the  Cheese  Industry,"  and  in  collaboration  with  Rob  R. 
Slocum,  of  Miscellaneous  Publication  198,  "Handbook  of  Poultry  and  Egg  Statis- 
tics." He  is  also  author  of  a  book  entitled,  "History  of  Dairying."  Mr. 
Pirtle  assisted  for  many  years  in  the  annual  preparation  and  in  the  explana- 
tion and  demonstration  of  the  Department's  exhibit  at  the  National  Dairy  Show. 
During  his  long  connection  with  the  dairy  work,  he  become  known  as  the  "dairy 
statistician"  of  the  Department  and  handled  many  of  the  requests  for  dairy 
statistics. 
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Mr.  Miller  had  10  years'  experience  on  a  wheat  farm  in  Eastern  Washing- 
ton before  joining  the  Department  in  1S02.  For  the  first  four  years  he  was 
employed  in  plant  breeding  work  in  the  Office  of  Grain  Investigations  and  for 
eight  years  in  farm  management  work  in  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  of  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  He  continued  that  work  when  later  the  Office  of 
Farm  Management  became  an  independent  establishment  and  when  finally  in  1921 
it  was  taken  in  as  a  unit  of  this  Bureau. 

Early  in  his  farm  management  work  in  the  Department  Mr.  Miller  was 
given  charge  of  research  work  relating  to  farm  management  practices  in  the 
Central  Atlantic  States.  For  a  number  of  years  his  duties  consisted  of  assist- 
ing farmers  in  this  region  to  reorganize  their  farms  and  adapt  rotations 
suitable  for  the  different  sections  of  the  district,  particular  attention 
being  given  to  a  farm  program  that  would  enable  the  farmer  to  solve  his  soil 
fertility  problems.  During  this  period  he  assisted  in  making  a  number  of  farm 
management  and  cost  of  production  surveys  in  the  Central  Atlantic  and  nearby 
areas . 

Mr.  Miller  assisted  the  late  Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman  in  starting  and  develop- 
ing to  a  considerable  degree  a  line  of  research  work  known  as  "Types  of  Farm- 
ing." This  is  now  one  of  the  major  projects  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment and  Costs.  He  rendered  outstanding  service  in  the  development  of  a 
scheme  for  measuring  and  mapping  data  collected  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
for  the  purpose  of  localizing  type-of-f arming  areas  and  of  showing  different 
cropping  system.s.  Using  this  scheme,  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Spiliman,  he 
prepared  a  series  of  maps  for  the  years  1909,  1919,  1924,  1929. 

Mr.  Miller  is  the  author  of  Farmers'  Bulletin  924,  "A  Simple  Way  to  In- 
crease Crop  Yields."  In  the  1928  Yearbook  there  appears  an  article  prepared 
by  him  entitled,  "Dairying  in  Eastern  Corn  Belt  Has  Field  for  Continued  Growth." 
There  is  now  in  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  two  manuscripts, 
relating  to  farm  management  subjects,  prepared  by  Mr.  Miller  and  submitted  for 
publication,   one  as  a  Farmers'  Bulletin  and  another  as  a  Technical  Bulletin. 

REPORTS  ON  GRADE  AND  STAPLE  OF  COTTON  GINNED 
PLACED  ON  WEEKLY  SCHEDULE  OF  RELEASE. 

National  reports  on  the  grade  and  staple  of  ginned  cotton  will  be  issued 
by  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  at  noon  each  Saturday  throughout  the 
active  ginning  season  this  year.  The  first  report  to  go  out  under  the  new 
schedule  of  release  was  issued  September  16,  State  reports  will  be  released 
at  the  same  time  each  week  from  the  division's  offices  at  Atlanta,  Memphis, 
Dallas,  Austin,  and  El  Paso. 

The  weekly  reports  give  cotton  growers  and  the  cotton  trade  information 
on  the  quality  of  cotton  classed  during  the  current  week,  and  also  show  the 
quality  of  all  cotton  classed  for  the  season  up  to  the  date  of  each  report. 
The  reports  will  show  the  percentages  of  the  different  grades  and  staple 
lengths  represented  by  samples  received  from  cooperating  ginners. 

The  grade  and  staple  work  is  in  its  sixth  year,  having  been  authorized 
by  Congress  in  1928.  The  practicality  of  the  work  as  providing  authentic 
information  on  the  quality  of  the  cotton  crop  caused  growers,  ginners,  and 
the  cotton  trade  last  year  to  request  more  frequent  reports,  and  the  Bureau 
put  the  v/ork  on  a  weekly  basis,  whereas  formerly  reports  were  issued  only  at 
short  intervals  during  the  season. 
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USE  OF  AIR  MAIL  IN  LIEU  OF  TELEPHONE 
AND  TELEGRAPH  EFFECT  ECONOMIES. 

In  the  interest  of  economy,  the  Executive  Council  (established  by  the 
President)  recommends  the  use  of  air  mail  in  lieu  of  the  telephone  or  telegraph 
for  transmission  of  communications  requiring  speed  in  delivery.  P.  B.  A. 
Circular  No.  241,  of  September  1,  sets  forth  a  communication  from  the  Council 
in  this  regard  and  comments  on  the  speed  of  the  air  mail  service  and  the 
economy  to  be  accomplished  by  its  use.    This  circular  reads: 

"The  Executive  Council  has  sent  the  Department  under  date  of  August  17 
the  following  communication: 

'In  order  to  reduce  the  expense  of  communications,  it  is  directed 
that  all  Executive  and  Administrative  agencies  use  the  air  mail  for  the 
transmission  of  all  communications  on  v/hich  the  greatest  possible  amount 
of  speed  is  not  needed. 

'The  penalty  privilege  does  not  extend  to  air  mail,  but  the  air 
mail  postage  of  eight  cents  plus  ten  cents  for  a  special  delivery  stamp 
will  insure  the  speediest  transportation  and  delivery  of  a  letter  at  a 
much  lower  cost  than  either  telegraph  or  telephone. 

'For  the  convenience  of  all  bureau  heads,  there  is  attached  a  schedule 
showing  the  speed  with  which  communication  may  be  maintained  by  air  be- 
tween Washington  and  the  principal  cities  of  the  country. 

'The  foregoing  is  sent  in  compliance  v/ith  the  action  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council . ' 

"The  schedule  mentioned  in  the  letter  which  is  merely  illustrative  is 
not  attached  hereto.  It  shov/s,  however,  such  possibilities  as  the  delivery 
in  San  Francisco  at  11:55  a.m.  and  in  Portland,  Oregon,  at  12:00  noon  of 
letters  air  mailed  from  Washington  3:20  p.m.  of  the  day  before.  It  demonstrates 
that  practically  air  mail  is  often  as  speedy  as  night  telegrams  and  that 
almost  always  it  cuts  by  v/ell  more  than  half  the  difference  between  telegraph 
and  ordinary  mail. 

"Since  air  m.ail  is  much  less  expensive  than  the  telegraph,  it  offers 
a  v/ide  field  for  economy.  Administrative  officers  responsible  for  the  selection 
of  the  transmittal  medium  should  equip  themselves  with  the  air  schedules  from 
their  cities  and  arrange  to  receive  supplements.  Air  mail  should  always  be 
considered  as  an  alternative  to  the  night  telegram,  and  should  be  carefully 
considered  in  the  cases  where  the  utm.ost  expedition  is  not  strictly  required." 

CONTRACTS  FOR  PERIODICALS  PROVIDE 

FOR  FULL  YEAR'S  SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The  contracts  for  periodical  subscriptions  for  the  fiscal  year  1934 
provide  for  the  subscriptions  to  be  complete  from  July  1,  1933,  to  June  30, 
1934.  If  all  issues  due  for  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September  have 
not  been  received,  J.  F.  Pevare,  Bureau  purchasing  officer,  should  be  promptly 
so  advised,  in  order  that  the  publishers  may  be  requested  to  forward  the  back 
issues  or  to  give  credit.  Through  error  on  the  part  of  one  contractor  the 
early  issues  of  several  periodicals  were  sent  to  the  Bureau  in  Washington. 
Any  Washington  offices  v/hich  may  have  received  periodicals  not  ordered  will 
kindly  notify  Mr.  Pevare. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  COVERING  PREPARATIONS 
OF  SECRETARY  LETTERS,  ETC. 

Instructions  covering  the  preparation  of  letters  for  the  signature  of 
the  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  Acting  Secretary,  or  their  assistants 
have  been  issued  for  the  attention  and  guidance  of  employees  handling  corres- 
pondence, in  a  memorandum  to  the  Chief  of  Bureau,  from  which  the  follov/ing 
is  quoted: 

"In  preparing  letters  for  the  signature  of  the  Secretary,  Assistant 
Secretary,  Acting  Secretary,  or  their  assistants,  please  do  not  use  the  terms 
today,  yesterday,  tomorrow,  week,'  etc.,  to  indicate  a  certain  time,  but  use 
the  date  instead.  It  usually  is  several  days  before  this  mail  is  properly 
initialed  and  signed. 

"In  preparing  official  Departmental  mail  for  the  Secretary's  signa- 
ture, so  far  as  possible,  please  avoid  the  use  of  the  first  person,  using 
instead  'Department,  our,  we,'  etc.  The  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary  and  the 
Acting  Secretary  sign  mail,  and  it  will  facilitate  its  handling  if  it  is  prepared 
so  any  one  of  them  may  sign.  The  Secretary  may  sign  a  letter  and  the  Assis 
tant  or  Acting  Secretary  may  sign  others  following  in  the  correspondence."

W.  F.  Callander,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates, left  Washington  September  24  for  Albany  and  Ithaca,  N.  Y.  ,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  and  Harrisburg,  Pa. ,  in  connection  with  the  wheat  reduction  program.  He 
is  expected  to  return  about  November  1. 

While  in  California  on  a  trip  lasting  from  August  22  to  September  iy, 
inclusive,  Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  pro- 
ject, started  work  on  the  grading  of  canned  peaches,  pears,  apricots,  and  toma- 
toes, on  which  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  had  been  requested  to 
make  very  sizeable  loans  to  canners.  Walter  Kingsbury,  of  the  Los  Angeles 
office  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  who  assisted  Mr.  Williams  in  the 
inauguration  of  this  work,  is  now  grading  a  sample  from  the  warehoused  lots 
of  the  foregoing  commodities  as  they  are  packed.  In  north-central  California 
C.  H.  Beasley,  of  the  division's  San  Francisco  office,  and  William  Stay,  of 
the  Sacramento  office,  will  handle  similar  inspections  in  the  future. 

Mr.    Williams    also    investigated    the    feasibility    of    certification  of 
grades  of  wines  at  the  request  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation, 
which  is   in  receipt  of  numerous   applications   for  loans  on   this  commodity. 

E.  C.  Parker,  in  charge  of  the  Grain,  Division,  spent  September  21-23 
in  Chicago,  and  discussed  various  administrative  matters  of  the  division 
with  the  General  Field  Headquarters  office. 

The  permanent  transfer  of  Elwood  J.  Way  to  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration  as  staff  accountant  has  recently  been  effected.  Under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  Comptroller's  Office  of  the  Administration, 
Mr.  Way  is  responsible  for  all  tabulating  machine  accounting,  devises  work 
methods,  plans,  and  procedure;  advises  and  counsels  the  chiefs  of  divisions, 
and  handles  technical  accounting  problems. 

Mr.  Way  was  appointed  in  the  old  Bureau  of  Markets  in  April  191S,  as 
assistant  in  market  business  practice,  in  which  position  he  conducted  in- 
vestigations in  market  business  practice,  demonstrating  a  uniform  system  of 
accounts  devised  by  the  Bureau  for  organizations  that  marketed  agricultural 
products;  examined  accounting  records  of  business  establishments  in  various 
localities,  and  prepared  material  suitable  for  publication  relating  to  business 
practice  and  accounting.  In  July  1933,  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  newly 
created  fvlachine  Tabulating  Section  of  the  Bureau,  which  he  continued  to 
supervise  until  he  joined  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  force. 
Ur .  Way  is  considered  an  outstanding  authority  on  the  utilization  of  tabulating 
equipment  for  agricultural  data. 

The  First  Annual  Report  of  the  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee 
(from  date  of  organization  to  June  30,  1933)  has  recently  been  released  in 
mimeographed  form.  This  is  No.  5  in  the  series  of  7  publications  already 
released  by  the  Committee.  Copies  of  these  publications  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Executive  Secretary,  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee,  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 
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V.  N.  Valgren,  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  will  address  the  annual 
convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Mutual  Insurance  Companies,  in  ses- 
sion at  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  October  9-12,  on  the  subject,  "The  Farm  Situation 
with  Special  Reference  to  Debt,  Taxes,  and  Insurance."  He  will  also  partici- 
pate in  various  informal  group  conferences  of  farmers'  insurance  men. 

Chas.  E.  Gage,  in  charge,  and  Frank  B.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Tobacco  Section, 
were  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  last  week  in  connection  with  the  tobacco  grading  ser- 
vice. 

Arrangements  have  been  completed  to  set  up  a  preliminary  Board  of  Re- 
view in  each  of  the  important  wheat  States  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  work 
of  the  county  allotment  committees  under  the  A.  A.  A.  and  the  checking  of  the 
totals  of  the  applications  against  the  allotment  for  the  county.  The  Bureau's 
statistician  in  each  State  will  be  a  member  of  this  Board.  The  State  statisti- 
cians have  been  kept  extremely  busy  for  the  last  month  in  connection  with  the 
wheat  campaign. 

F.  H,  McCampbell,  in  charge  of  the  San  Francisco  office  of  the  Division 
of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  attended  the  joint  meeting  of  the  California 
and  Oregon  Dairy  Councils  at  Crescent  City,  Calif.,  August  17-19,  and  gave  an 
address  on  "Developments  of  Domestic  and  Foreign  Butter  Markets." 

Mr.  McCampbell  was  also  a  judge  of  dairy  products  at  the  California 
State  Fair,  Sacramento,  Calif.,  August  31-September  1. 

In  the  Secretary's  press  release  of  September  11,  announcing  the  ap- 
pointment of  Robert  W.  Bingham,  ambassador  to  Great  Britain,  and  John  Van 
Antwerp  MacMurray,  American  minister  to  the  Baltic  States,  as  permanent  American 
delegate  and  alternate,  respectively,  to  the  International  Wheat  advisory  com- 
mittee, it  was  stated  that  L.  V.  Steere,  agricultural  attache  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  at  Berlin,  would  continue  to  act  as  technical  adviser  to 
the  American  representatives.  The  committee,  consisting  of  representatives 
of  the  22  nations  which  are  parties  to  the  agreement,  will  meet  three  or  four 
times  a  year.  At  the  first  meeting  September  18  in  London  the  problem  of  an 
export  quota  for  Russia  was  discussed. 

Henry  G.  F.  Hamann,  of  the  San  Francisco  office.  Division  of  Dairy  and 
Poultry  Products,  spent  September  7  in  Sacramento  grading  and  judging  egg  en- 
ries  at  the  California  State  Fair. 

Mrs.  Sarah  V.  Tracy,  clerk  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates, has  been  retired  on  account  of  physical  disability.  Mrs.  Tracy  was  first 
appointed  in  the  Department  in  the  Forest  Service  in  December  1907  and  was 
transferred  to  the  old  Bureau  of  Statistics  (now  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Live- 
stock Estimates  of  this  Bureau)  in  November  1910.  The  termination  of  her  work 
in  the  Bureau  ends  a  long  and  faithful  service.  Her  separation  is  regretted 
by  all  who  have  been  in  daily  contact  with  her  because  of  her  kindness  and 
pleasing  personality  under  the  most  trying  conditions. 
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ANNUAL  AGRICULTURAL  OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE 
OPENS  IN  BUREAU  OCTOBER  50 . 


The  Annual  Agricultural  Outlook  Conference  v/ill  open  at  9  a.m. 
October  30,  in  Room  2050  South  Building,  with  an  address  of  welcome  by 
Mr.  Olsen  to  State  delegates.  Business  conditions,  demand,  and  the 
price  situation,  and  farm  credit  will  be  considered  before  the  luncheon 
pericd,  12:30  to  1:30.  In  the  afternoon,  beef  cattle,  hogs,  and  sheep, 
lambs,  and  wool  will  be  the  commodities  under  discussion.  Mr.  Englund 
will  preside  at  both  the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions.  That  evening, 
at  a  get-together  dinner  at  a  local  hotel.  Secretary  Wallace  will  ad- 
dress the  group  on  the  subject,  "From  the  Emergency  Program  to  a  Long- 
Time  Program  for  Agriculture,"  and  George  N.  Peek,  administrator  of 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  on  the  subject,  "The  Pro- 
gram of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration."  Dr.  C.  W.  War- 
burton,  Director  of  Extension  Work,  will  act  as  chairman  of  the  dinner 
session. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  October  31,  under  the  chairmanship  of  0.  E. 
Reed,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry,  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration  program  will  be  discussed  by  Administration  mem- 
bers. After  luncheon,  when  Mr.  Englund  will  serve  as  chairman,  the 
following  outlook  reports  will  be  considered:  dairying,  poultry  {in- 
cluding turkeys),  and  feed  crops  and  livestock.  The  Farm  Credit  Ad- 
ministration will  be  the  topic  at  the  Tuesday  evening  meeting,  the 
program  for  which  will  be  arranged  by  Dr.  W.  I.  Myers,  deputy  governor. 

The  morning  session  on  Wednesday,  November  1,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Dr.  C.  B.  Smith,  will  be  devoted  again  entirely  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  work  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  by 
Adm.inistration  members.  In  the  afternoon,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  Englund,  the  outlook  for  potatoes,  commercial  vegetables,  canning 
crops  (vegetables),  and  dry  beans  will  be  discussed.  That  evening, 
when  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  will 
serve  as  chairman,  members  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion will  present  phases  of  the  Administration  program. 

The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  program  will  be  the 
subject  again  at  the  entire  morning  session  on  Thursday,  November  2, 
when  H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge  of  the  Agricultural  Economics  Extension 
Unit,  will  serve  as  chairman.  In  the  afternoon,  one  group,  with  Mr. 
Englund  as  chairman,  will  discuss  the  outlook  for  cotton,  tobacco,  and 
peanuts,  and  another  group,  with  W.  F.  Callander,  in  charge  of  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  as  chairman,  the  outlook 
for  fruits. 

On  Friday,  November  3,  under  Mr.  Englund 's  chairmanship  again, 
the  wheat,  flax,  rice,  and  family  living  outlook  reports  will  be  re- 
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viewed.  In  the  afternoon,  J.  F.  Cox,  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
istration, will  discuss  "What  to  Do  with  Acreage  Taken  Out  of  Production," 
following  which  the  general  summary  and  long-time  outlook  will  be  considered. 

In  lieu  of  regional  conferences  in  the  States  this  year,  some  of 
the  Saturday  morning  conference,  November  4,  under  the  chairmanship  of  H.M. 
Dixon  will  be  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  particular  aspects  of  the  outlook. 
Attention  will  also  be  given,  to  the  regional  aspects  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  program. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion program,  considerably  more  than  the  usual  proportion  of  outlook  week 
will  be  devoted  to  that  subject  v/hich  will  necessitate  the  omission  of  a 
number  of  reports  from  regular  conference  discussion.  These  reports,  how- 
ever, will  be  prepared  in  the  usual  manner  and  will  be  mimeographed,  so 
that  copies  can  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  visiting  State  representatives. 

EXPANSICN  OF  BUREAU'S  TOB.&CCO  GRADING 

SERVICE  UNDER  ARRANGEMENTS  WITH.  A A.,,._A 

Expansion  of  the  tobacco  grading  service  is  taking  place  under  ar- 
rangements effected  betv/een  this  Bureau  and  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration.  Additional  graders  have  been  employed  for  Farmville  and 
Washington,  N.  C.  All  tobacco  on  those  markets  is  to  be  graded  free  of 
charge.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  extension  of  the  free  grading 
service  under  similar  arrangements  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
istration to  other  flue-cured  markets  where  grading  under  the  old  pay- 
basis  was  to  have  been  provided. 

The  sentiment  favoring  Government  grading  of  tobacco  has  developed 
more  rapidly  in  recent  months  than  ever  before.  The  difficulty  which  the 
Tobacco  Section  is  under  is  to  obtain  suitably  qualified  men  for  graders 
or  short  notice.     It  ^.ppears,  however,  that  this  obstacle  will  be  overcome. 

Training  in  grades  of  Maryland  tobacco  will  be  given  to  applicants 
during  the  weel:  of  October  15.  F.  B.  Wilkinson  and  W.  R.  Wilson,  of  the 
Tobacco  Section,  and  W.  B.  Posey,  of  the  Maryland  Extension  Service,  will 
conduct  the  training  work.  The  classes  will  be  held  at  the  Maryland  Agri- 
cultural College,  College  Park,  Md. 

TENTATIVE  STANDARDS  AND. GRADES 
FOR  TUFKEYS  ISSUED  BY  BUREAU. 

Tentative  United  States  standards  and  grades  for  dressed  turkeys 
have  been  issued  by  the  Bureau  for  use  in  Federal  and  Federal-State  tur- 
key grading  this  year.  The  grades  are  "U.  S.  Special,"  "U.  S.  Prime," 
"U.  S.  Choice,"  and  "U.  S.  Comm.ercial . " 

The  "Special"  grade  applies  to  commercially  perfect  turkeys  of  any 
class;  "Prime"  is  the  second  highest  grade,  "Choice"  the  third  highest  grade, 
and  "Commercial"  applies  to  edible  birds  below  the  grade  of  "Choice."  A  tur- 
key, to  qualify  for  a  United  States  grade  tag,  must  be  graded  by  an  official 
grader,   and  no  tags  are  issued  except  for  the  four  United  States  grades. 

Turkeys  are  classified  by  the  Bureau  according  to  age  and  sex  into 
four  classes:  young  hens,  young  toms,  old  hens,  and  old  toms .  Turkeys  are 
classified  also  according  to  method  of  plucking,  dressing,  finishing,  chill- 
ing, and  packing. 

The  Bureau's  objective  is  to  enable  shippers  to  pack  a  standardized 
product  that  will  give  consumers  the  best  value  for  their  money  and  to  aid 
farmers  in  obtaining  better  returns  for  their  labor. 
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BUREAU  MAKES  STUDY  OF  HARD  WINTER 
WHEAT  FARMS  IN  SIX  STATES. 

Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs,  has  recently  returned  from  Texas  where  he  had  been  working  with 
F.  F.  Elliott,  Kenneth  H.  Kyers,  and  W.  7/.  Wilcox  of  the  division  on  a 
study  in  the  hard  winter  v/heat  area  of  the  State.  The  study,  inaugurated 
in  that  State  the  week  of  September  25,  is  primarily  an  inquiry  into  the 
methods  and  equipment  used  on  hard  v/inter  wheat  farms,  the  size  of  these 
farms,  and  the  yields  therefrom. 

The  study  will  be  extended  to  similar  areas  in  the  States  of  Okla- 
homa, New  Mexico,  Colorado,  Kansas,  and  Nebraska,  and  will  require  a  period 
of  7  or  8  weeks  for  completion  of  the  field  work.  In  Texas,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  State  Experiment  Station  assisted  Bureau  men  with  the  work, 
and  similar  cooperation  will  be  given  by  the  Experiment  Stations  in  the 
five  other  States.  R.  S.  Kifer  of  the  division,  who  has  been  detailed 
for  the  last  few  months  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
will  shortly  return  to  the  Bureau  to  assist  xne  group  who  are  making  this 
study. 

MORE  SEED  BEING  VERIFIED 
AS  TO  ORIGIN. 

The  quantity  of  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  verified  as  to  origin 
by  the  Seed  Verification  Service  for  the  first  2  months  of  the  current 
year  (August  and  September)  is  the  largest  on  record  and  is  125  percent 
greater  than  the  average  for  the  same  period  for  the  preceding  four  years, 
according  to  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division.  Because  of  a  50  percent 
increase  in  the  fee,  the  increase  in  receipts  is  235  percent  greater. 

INSTALLATION  OF  RADIOS  IN  AUTOS 
"NEW  DEAL  IN  RANCH.  LIFE.." 

"The  installation  of  radios  in  autos  is  the  new  deal  in  ranch  life," 
writes  James  K.  Wallace,  joint  representative  of  the  Livestock,  Meats,  and 
Wool  Division,  and  Extension  Service,  in  a  recent  letter  from  the  field.  In 
his  usual  interesting  style  he  adds: 

"To  meet  an  old  rancher  out  on  a  trail  road  or  beside  a  spring  and 
hear  dv^lcet  tones  emanating  from  his  car  in  place  of  the  former  knocks  and 
backfiring,  is  almost  enough  to  excite  the  Hereford  matrons  that  gather 
arouna  looking  for  a  handful  of  cottonseed  cake.  Market  news  is  available 
quicker  than  in  the  cities,  whereas  it  used  to  take  a  v/eek  in  isolated 
sections  for  price  information  to  go  through. 

"Up  at  the  Riner  Ranch  near  Mora,  New  Mexico,  we  got  the  radio  broad- 
cast of  the  wreck  of  the  Golden  State  Limited,  within  an  hour  after  rescue 
crews  got  to  work.  At  Nicholson  &  Clampitt's  ranch  we  heard  detailed  de- 
scriptions of  the  tropical  hurricane,  which  devasted  the  lower  Rio  Grande 
Valley,  right  while  the  storm  v/as  at  its  height.  The  Cuban  disturbances 
and  the  storm  raging  northward  from  Cape  Hatteras  reached  us  at  Tom  Baker's 
ranch  down  on  the  Mexican  border.  *  *  * 

"Auto  radios  are  adding  another  possibility  to  the  enlightenment  and 
entertainment  of  the  lonely  rancher.  The  only  question  in  my  mind  is  whether 
it  will  interfere  with  roundups,  marking  and  branding  or  inoculating  for 
blackleg  should  a  popular  program  be  on  the  air  at  the  time  for  these 
ranch  duties . " 
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DR.  STINE  NAMED  AS  CNE  CF  NEW  MEMBERS 
OF  CENTRAL  STATISTICAL  BOARD. 

Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  His- 
torical Research,  has  been  selected  as  one  of  the  five  additional  men  re- 
cently named  as  members  of  the  Central  Statistical  Board.  Winfield  W. 
Riefler  was  made  chairman  by  the  Executive  Order  of  July  27,  1933,  No. 
6225,  which  established  the  Board. 

The  Central  Statistical  Board  consists  of  one  representative  each, 
designated  as  follows  by  the  respective  secretaries  of  the  Interior,  Agri- 
culture, Commerce,  and  Labor,  and  one  each  designated  by  the  Governor  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board,  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Administration, 
and  the  Committee  on  Government  Statistics  and  Information  Services:

The  Central  Statistical  Board,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  Execu- 
tive Order,  is  empov/ered  to  "Appraise  and  advise  upon  all  schedules  of  all 
Government  agencies  engaged  in  the  primary  collection  of  statistics  required 
in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  National  Industrial  Act,  to  review  plans 
for  tabulation  and  classification  of  such  statistics,  and  to  promote  the  co- 
ordination and  improvement  of  the  statistical  services  involved." 

The  Central  Statistical  Board  has  advisory  powers  only.  It  will  not 
engage  in  the  collection,  compilation  or  analysis  of  data  itself.  It  will 
have  a  small  staff  to  make  investigations  as  a  basis  for  the  Board's  recom- 
mendations. The  staff  is  headed  by  the  Board's  executive  secretary,  Morris 
A.  Copeland.  The  office  of  the  Board  is  at  Room  7028  in  the  Commerce  Build- 
ing. 

The  Board  has  been  meeting  weekly  since  early  in  August. 

Secretary  Wallace,  in  Memorandum  No.  633,  dated  September  28,  1933, 
requests  all  branches  of  the  Department  "to  cooperate  in  connection  with  the 
wurk  of  the  Central  Statistical  Board." 
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n:arketing  officials  consider 
plans  for.  winter  meeting. 

The  officers  of  the  National  Association  of  Marketing  Officials,  of 
which  Sidney  A.  Edwards  of  the  Connecticut  Bureau  of  Markets,  at  Hartford, 
is  secretary,  are  making  plans  for  the  annual  meeting  v/hich  is  usually 
held  in  December. 

At  the  last  meeting  the  question  of  holding  a  meeting  either  at  New 
York  or  Washington  was  raised,  and  the  officers  are  now  considering  the 
advantages  of  the  two  places.  Suggestions  for  topics  to  be  discussed  on 
the  program  of  the  Association  will  be  welcomed  by  the  secretary. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  annual  meeting  have  been  printed  and  are 
expected  to  be  mailed  within  a  week  or  two. 

STATE  FAIRS  HAVE  LARGE  ATTENDANCE 
AND  MAKE  PROFITS  THIS  YEAR. 

Carroll  F,  Duvall,  Division  of  Economic  Information,  has  just  re- 
turned from  attending  State  fairs  at  Columbus..  Ohio,  Topeka,  Kansas,  Hutch- 
inson, Kansas,  and  Muskogee,  Oklahoma.  He  installed  and  demonstrated  the 
Department's  exhibit  at  the  four  fairs. 

Mr.  Duvall  reports  the  attendance  large  at  each,  reaching  approxi- 
mately 300,000  at  Columbus,  300,000  at  Topeka,  220,000  at  Hutchinson,  and 
100,000  at  Muskogee.  One  of  the  new  and  popular  features  displayed  at  the 
fairs  this  year  was  an  exhibit  relating  to  the  wheat  program  of  the  Agri- 
cultu  ="1  Adjustment  Administration,  entitled,  "The  NewTrail  in  Agriculture." 
In  the  foreground,  over  appropriate  legends,  were  displayed  figures  of 
a  county  agent,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wheat  Farmer,  and  a  city  house  wife,  all 
cooperating  with  Uncle  Sam,  who  appeared  in  the  background.  Uncle  Sam 
was  shown  presenting  the  first  check  to  a  farmer  for  curtailing  his  wheat 
production.  Back  of  Uncle  Sam  was  a  talking  machine  which  told  visiting 
farmers  in  detail  about  the  Department's  wheat  program. 

Mr.  Duvall  says  that  this  year's  attendance  at  these  fairs  not  only 
shows  an  incre:ise  over  that  of  last  year,  but  the  fair  secretaries  report 
a  profic,  while  last  year  there  was  in  most  cases  a  deficit. 

CANADA  HAS  MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE 

SOMEWHAT  SIMILAR  TO.BUREAU^S^ 

The  scope  of  the  Markets  Intelligence  Service  of  Canada  is  shown 
in  some  recent  correspondence.  Through  a  daily  telegraph  service  begun 
in  1919,  officers  of  the  principal  stockyards  report  the  markets  at  11 
a.m.  and  4  p.m.  daily  to  the  Canadian  press.  These  reports  appear  in 
practically  every  paper  in  Canada.  Since  1924  a  radio  markets  and  agri- 
cultural news  service  has  been  operated,  with  broadcasts  from  nine  stations 
daily.  A  weekly  cable  service  on  British  markets  for  Canadian  cattle  and 
bacon  is  distributed.  The  Canadian  Press  Limited  handles  all  market  re- 
ports, providing  alm.ost  complete  di it ribution  xo  daily  papers  throughout 
Canada.  For  eastern  Canada,  a  weekly  report  is  issued  in  French.  The  gen- 
eral scope  of  the  service  includes  an  analysis  of  livestock  supply  and  de- 
mand, statistics  of  grades,  numbers,  prices,  price  ranges,  origin  of  re- 
ceipts, etc.  Livestock,  dairy  produce,  and  eggs  are  covered  in  detail,  but 
other  products  are  covered  by  private  reporting  agencies. 
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"ANOTHER  INCH  ON  THE  LONG  ROAD  TOWARD 

OPPORTUNITY  FOR  INTELLIGENT_BUYING^" 

Under  the  caption,  "Consult  the  Can!",  the  Survey  (Journal  of  Social 
Work)  for  September  1933  carries  the  following  reference  to  the  work  which 
the  Bureau  is  doing  in  the  field  of  grading  canned  fruits  and  vegetables: 
"When  a  wholesaler  and  a  retailer  have  dealings  in  canned  foods  or 
a  banker  makes  loans  on  them,  the  transaction  is  carried  out  on  the  basis 
of  the  grade  of  the  product  in  those  cans.  But  when  a  housewife  goes  to  the 
grocery,  she  has  no  means  of  kncv/ing  whether  or  not  the  alluring  adjectives 
on  the  label  represent  something  more  than  self-interested  hopes  or  sheer 
sales  talk.  Congressional  action  finally  has  carried  through  a  measure 
long  urged  by  home  economists  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  making  it 
possible  for  producers  to  place  on  the  label  the  official  grade  for  canned 
fruits  and  vegetables  on  the  basis  of  standards  worked  out  by  the  govern- 
ment. Use  of  the  grades  on  labels  is  voluntary.  The  housewife  who  gets 
graded  products  and  reads  the  label  will  know  that  'fancy'  or  'choice'  or 
'standard'  or  'substandard'  means  a  definite  rating  backed  by  Uncle  Sam. 
The  step  is  another  inch  on  the  long  road  toward  opportunity  for  intelli- 
gent buying,  and  if  buyers  observe  it,  V:'ill  push  along  a  little  further 
the  chance  for  intelligent  production." 

SOUTH  AFRICAN  UNIVERSITY  ESTABLISHES 
DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  ECONOMICS^ 

In  a  recent  letter  acknov/ledging  that  the  "concise  and  useful  peri- 
odical FARiv'  POPULATION  AND  RURAL  LIFE  ACTIVITIES,"  issued  by  the  Division 
of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  of  the  Bureau,  keeps  him  in  touch  with 
the  division's  v/ork,  Edmund  Whittaker  of  the  Natal  University  College,  Dur- 
ban, South  Africa,  advises: 

"You  will  be  interested  to  learn  that  the  University  of  South  Africa 
has  established,  in  the  present  year,  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Economics 
(Social  Studies)  .  This  is  not  intended  to  be  an  agricultural  degree,  but  a 
final  year  course  in  'Rural  Sociology  and  Agricultural  Economics'  has  been 
included.  A  diploma  in  Social  Studies  is  likely  to  be  established  also,  but 
details  of  the  course  for  the  diploma  have  not  yet  been  considered. 

"South  Africa  is  very  interesting  from  the  sociological  point  of  view. 
In  Natal  there  are  three  races  of  farmers  -  'Europeans'  (including  people  of 
both  British  and  Dutch  extraction)  Indians,  and  Bantu,  from  which  many  com- 
plex problems  arise."

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FELLOWSHIPS  AND  GRANTS-IN-AID  OF  RESEARCH 

ANNOUNCED  BY  SOCIAL  SCIENCE  RESEARCH  COUNCIL . 

The  Social  Science  Research  Council  offers  for  1934-35  Research  Fellow- 
ships in  the  Social  Sciences  and  Grants-in-Aid  of  Research  in  the  Social  Scien- 
ces, including  under  each  Economics;  Social,  Economic  and  Political  His- 
tory; Political  Science;  Social  Psychology;  Sociology;  Cultural  Anthropology; 
statistics;  and  Social  Aspects  of  Related  Disciplines. 

The  Fellowhsips  are  open  to  men  and  women,  citizens  of  the  United  States 
or  Canada,  who  possess  the  Ph.  D.  degree  or  its  equivalent  in  training  and 
experience,  and  who,  ordinarily,  are  not  over  thirty-five  years  of  age.  The 
primary  purpose  of  these  fellowships  is  to  broaden  the  research  training  and 
equipment  of  promising  young  social  scientists,  not  to  facilitate  the  com- 
pletion of  research  projects  or  the  continuation  of  investigations  under  - 
taken  as  doctoral  dissertations.  Programs  of  study  submitted  should  provide 
either  for  training  of  an  interdisciplinary  nature,  for  advanced  training 
within  the  appplicants'  fields  of  specialization,  or  for  field  work  or  other 
experimental  training  intended  to  supplement  more  formal  academic  preparation 
for  research.  The  choice  of  place  of  study  is  left  to  the  Fellow,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Fellowship  Committee.  It  is  required  that,  before  entering  upon  the 
fellowships,  Fellows  planning  to  study  in  non-English  speaking  countries  be 
able  to  read  and  speak  the  languages  of  the  countries  concerned.  The  basic 
stipend  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  is  |1,800  for  single  Fellows  and  $2,500 
for  married  Fellows.  Supplementary  allowances  toward  the  support  of  dependents, 
as  well  as  to  defray  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  Fellow  (but  not 
of  members  of  his  family),  vary  according  to  individual  requirements.  During 
the  period  of  appointment,  the  Fellow  is  expected  to  devote  full  time  to  his 
program  of  study  and  not  to  carry  on  any  other  remunerative  work  without  the 
consent  of  the  Fellowship  Committee.

■  On  September  21  a  beef  grading  demonstration  was  given  by  J.  S. 
Campbell,  in  charge,  and  H.  Huntington  of  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Live- 
stock, Meats,  and  Wool  Division  for  the  benefit  of  hotel  and  restaurant 
men  in  attendance  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Restaurant  Association. 
Response  to  the  demonstration  was  most  gratifying,  our  men  report,  and 
showed  that  the  majority  of  the  representatives  present  are  using  Government 
graded  and  stam.ped  beef  in  their  restaurants. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Smoot,  for  m.any  years  connected  with  the  cotton 
standardization  work,  has  recently  been  retired  for  physical  disability. 
Mrs.  Smoot  came  into  the  Department  in  the  cotton  v/ork  more  than  21  years 
ago  under  Dr.  N.  A.  Cobb,  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  She  trans- 
ferred to  the  Office  of  '"'arkets  and  Rural  Organization  (nov/  this  Bureau) 
in  March  1915,  and  was  a  mem.ber  of  the  Bureau's  cotton  staff  until  her 
retirement.

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OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE  OPENS 

WITH  GOOD  STATE  ATTENDANCE. 


The  OutlooK  Conference  for  the  year  1933-34  opened  Iv'Ionday  with 
63  representatives  from  40  States  present.  Mr,  Olsen  addressed  the 
opening  session,  following  which  the  conference  immediately  proceeded 
with  a  discussion  of  the  scheduled  reports. 

At  the  dinner  session  in  the  evening  at  a  down-town  restaurant, 
about  500  were  served.  In  view  of  the  limitations  of  the  second  floor 
dining  room,  the  crowd  had  to  be  divided,  part  occupying  the  upstairs 
and  part  the  downstairs. 

Dr.  C.  W.  Warburton,  director  of  Extension  Work,  presided  as 
chairman.  He  introduced  George  N.  Peek,  administrator  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Adjustment  Administration,  who  outlined  the  eraergency  program  of 
the  Department.  He  traced  the  development  of  the  farm  problem  since 
1920,  when  he  became  identified  with  farm  relief  activities,  showing 
how  the  expansion  of  agriculture  had  led  to  overproduction  during  the 
last  four  years  when  industry  was  shrinking  and  foreign  markets  dis- 
appearing. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Peek's  address.  Secretary  Wallace  discussed 
the  philosophy  behind  the  long-time  program  which  is  being  set  up  by 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  He  emphasized  very  defi- 
nitely the  necessity  of  careful  planning,  with  more  of  a  view  to  the 
future  than  the  past,  whether  the  country  proceeds  on  a  program  of 
internationalism  or  a  program  of  nationalism.  He  suggested  a  new 
school  of  economics  which  might  be  called  the  "economics  of  poten- 
tialities." It  would  make  experiments  and  perhaps  make  some  mistakes, 
but  it  v;ould  look  to  new  relationships  in  the  future  more  beneficial 
to  all  than  we  have  had  in  the  past. 

The  Secretary  referred  to  the  work  begun  by  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  on  land  problems  and  pointed  out  that  while  the 
Bureau  could  only  study  and  discuss  the  subject  during  the  last  two 
years,  it  was  now  possible  to  put  the  plans  into  action  under  the 
emergency  legislation. 

R.  V.  Gunn,  extension  economist  of  Michigan  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, expressed  for  the  State  men  their  appreciation  of  the  Secretary's 
very  inspirational  address.

LAND-USE  PLANNING  COMK^ITTEE 
TO  MEET  IN  CHICAGO. 

The  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee  will  hold  a  meeting  on 
November  11  and  12  at  the  Stevens  Hotel  in  Chicago.  The  Committee  has 
been  holding  its  meetings  in  Washington,  but  on  this  occasion  will  meet 
in  Chicago  as  several  of  its  members  must  be  in  attendance  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges  which  is  to  be  held  in  that  city 
beginning  November  13.  Mr.  Olsen,  who  is  vice-chairman,  and  Dr.  L.  C. 
Gray,  executive  secretary,  will  go  to  Chicago  for  the  Planning  Committee 
conference . 

TOBACCO  GRADING  EXPANDED  TO  COVER  FOUR  MARKETS 
IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  AND  CNE  IN  VIRGINIA. 

Tobacco  grading  service  has  been  expanded  to  cover  the  full  market 
at  Oxford,  Henderson,  Farmville  and  Washington,  N.  C,  and  will  cover  the 
entire  market  of  South  Boston,  Va.,  by  November  6.  This  expansion  repre- 
sents a  change  from  grading  a  portion  of  the  tobacco  at  a  fee  of  10  cents 
per  hundred  pounds  to  grading  all  tobacco  at  each  market  named  and  at  no 
cost  to  the  grower.  It  was  brought  about  by  the  needs  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  for  certain  grade  and  price  information. 

Chas.  E.  Gage,  in  charge  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  who  has  just  re- 
turned from  an  inspection  trip,  reports  that  interest  in  this  commodity 
inspection  service  has  increased  enormously  and  increased  demands  for  its 
further  expansion  are  anticipated.  A  growing  dissatisfaction  with  some 
phases  of  present  marketing  methods  is  reported  by  Mr.  Gage,  and  also  a 
grov/ing  belief  that  changes  in  the  auction  marketing  system  are  impending. 

BUREAU  WOFKEPS  RECEIVE 

PPIZE  FOR  BIBLIOGRAPHIES. 

Miss  Louise  0.  Bercaw  and  Miss  Esther  M.  Colvin,  assistants  in 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  Library,  were  the  successful  con- 
testants for  the  fifth  biennial  prize  offered  by  the  Eunice  Rockwood  Oberly 
Memorial  Fund,  for  the  period  1931-1932.  Twelve  bibliographies  were  sub- 
mitted. The  prize  was  awarded  the  Bureau  members  for  their  bibliography 
entitled,  "Bibliography  on  the  Marketing  of  Agricultural  Products"  (U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  Miscellaneous  Publication  No.  150).  Honorable 
mention  was  received  by  J .  D.  Wilson  of  the  Ohio  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  for  his  bibliography  entitled,  "Environmental  Factors  in  Relation 
to  Plant  Disease  and  Injury." 

The  amount  of  the  prize  is  the  interest  at  4^  percent  on  the  Eunice 
Rockwood  Oberly  Memorial  Fund  of  $1,050  administered  by  the  American  Library 
Association. 
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NEW  PRESIDENT  OF  INTERNATIONAL  INSTITUTE 
OF  AGRICULTURE  IS  INSTALLED. 

The  new  United  States  delegate  to  the  Permanent  Committee  of  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome,  Dr.  Henry  C.  Taylor,  former 
chief  of  the  Bureau,  was  introduced  at  the  Institute  on  October  12. 

M.  Giuseppe  De  Michelis  resigned  as  president  October  11  and  the 
new  president.  Prince  Ludovico  Spada  Potenziani,  was  istalled.  In  intro- 
ducing Dr.  Taylor,  the  following  tribute  was  made: 

"Our  great  and  beautiful  institution  which  owes  its  first  idea  and 
inspiration  to  a  noble  and  free  citizen  of  the  United  States..  David  Lubin, 
whose  memory  is  sacred  to  us,  is  extremely  happy  today  to  see  its  family 
once  more  complete,  and  this  same  Institute  wishes  to  express,  by  way  of 
my  voice,  its  great  and  respectful  gratitude  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment,  who  appointed  you  to  become  a  part  of  our  International  Council." 

In  replying  to  this  greeting.  Dr.  Taylor  said: 

"The  Institute  is  a  unique  experiment  in  international  cooperation. 
It  is  because  of  its  international  point  of  view  and  because  the  delegates 
and  the  staff  are  thinking  in  terms  of  what  they  can  give  to  the  farmers 
throughout  the  world  and  are  not  seeking  anything  for  themselves  nor  for 
their  countries,  except  as  the  benefits  flow  to  all,  that  the  Institute's 
permanent  usefulness  is  assured." 

LICENSE  SUSPENDED.  ANOTHER 

REVOKED  UNDER  P.  A.   C.  ACT. 

The  Art  Produce  Company  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  has  filed  suit 
against  the  Department,  requesting  a  temporary  restraining  order  and  a 
hearing  on  a  request  for  a  permanent  injunction  to  prevent  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  from  putting  into  effect  an  order  revoking  the  company's 
license.  The  preliminary  hearing  before  a  3-judge  court  was  set  for  Octo- 
ber 20,  at  which  time  the  Court  expressed  itself  as  not  being  impressed 
with  the  petition  as  filed  and  gave  the  petitioner  until  October  23  to  file 
an  amended  petition,  and  also  granted  a  temporary  restraining  order  until 
November  7. 

!^ax  Shapiro,  produce  dealer  of  Washington,  D.  C,  was  suspended 
from  operating  for  a  period  of  30  days,  effective  October  23,  for  unjus- 
tified rejection  of  a  car  of  peas.  At  the  same  time  the  Secretary  issued 
the  reparation  award  in  favor  of  the  complainant,  the  John  Jacobs  Company  of 
Canyon  City,  Colorado,  in  the  amount  of  $416.10.  The  respondent  paid  the 
reparation  award  but  filed  a  petition  asking  for  reconsideration  of  the  dis- 
ciplinary action.  After  considering  this  petition,  the  Secretary  postponed 
the  effective  date  of  the  suspension  for  a  period  of  one  year,  with  the  pro- 
vision that  if  Shapiro  violated  the  action  within  that  period  the  suspension 
should  become  effective  on  10-days  notice.  If  no  violation  of  the  Produce 
Agency  Act  by  Shapiro  occurred  within  the  year,  the  order  of  suspension 
will  be  automatically  terminated. 
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BUREAU  COOPERATES  IN  STUDY  OF  FARMS 
OF  INDIAN  BOARDING  SCHOOLS. 

An  economic  study  of  about  60  farms  of  the  Indian  boarding  schools 
of  the  United  States  has  been  made  by  A.  D.  McNair,  of  the  Division  of 
Farm  Management  and  Costs,  who  has  recently  returned  from  an  extended 
trip.  All  but  three  of  these  schools  are  west  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
the  exceptions  being  those  at  Keshena  and  Tomah,  Wisconsin,  and  at  Cherokee, 
North  Carolina.  The  largest  number  are  in  Oklahoma.  The  dairy  herds  at 
these  schools  constitute  the  most  important  units  in  their  agricultural 
enterprises . 

This  study  is  being  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the  Indian  Service 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior.

PRO-RATA  DEDUCTIONS 

FROM  ANNUAL  LEAVE. 

In  order  to  clarify  the  situation  concerning  deductions  from  annual 
leave  for  periods  of  administrative  furlough,  the  Business  Manager  calls 
particular  attention  to  Paragraph  524  of  the  Administrative  Regulations, 
which  provides  that  proportionate  deductions  from  unused  annual  leave  of 
employees  in  Washington  and  in  the  field  shall  be  made  at  the  rate  of  one 
day  for  each  24  days  or  multiples  thereof  for  furlough  or  leave  without  pay. 

In  most  of  the  field  offices  there  are  employees  entitled  to  annual 
leave  who  were  on  furlough  without  pay  for  a  period  in  excess  of  24  days 
in  the  forepart  of  the  fiscal  year  on  account  of  reduction  in  funds.  In 
granting  annual  leave,  the  employee  is  entitled  to  11  days.  If  hours  for 
the  period  April  1-December  31,  1933.  Any  employee  who  has  been  on  furlough 
without  pay  less  than  24  days  will  not  have  any  pro-rata  deductions  made 
from  the  annual  leave  due  him;  that  is,  any  employee  on  furlough  without 
pay  for  24  days  but  less  than  48  days  will  have  one  day  pro-rata  deduction 
made  from  his  leave;  any  employee  on  furlough  without  pay  48  days  but  less 
than  72  days  will  have  2  days'  pro-rata  deduction  made;  etc. 

As  local  representatives  are  permitted  to  approve  annual  leave  not 
exceeding  5  days  without  prior  approval  from  the  Washington  office,  it  is 
suggested  that  care  be  taken  in  granting  annual  leave  to  be  sure  that  an 
employee  who  was  on  furlough  without  pay  24  days  or  more  has  the  pro-rata 
deduction  made,  so  that  the  annual  leave  will  not  be  exceeded.

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HERE  AND  THERE. 

F.  G.  Robb,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  returned  October  20  from 
tv/o  weeks'  trip.  He  reported  a  large  increase  in  the  shipping  point  in- 
spection work  on  potatoes  and  onions  in  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.  Very 
favorable  weather  had  made  it  possible  for  these  crops  to  be  harvested 
without  the  field  freezing  which  so  often  affects  the  quality  of  potatoes 
and  onions  from  that  part  of  the  country. 

W.  C.  Davis,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  will  be  in  charge 
of  the  exhibits  demonstrating  quality  of  meats  at  the  American  Royal  Live- 
stock Show  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  November  20-25,  and  at  the  International 
Livestock  Exposition  at  Chicago,  December  2-9.  He  will  also  be  the  judge 
in  the  intercollegiate  meat  judging  contest,  sponsored  by  the  Kansas  State 
College  of  Agriculture  and  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board,  which 
will  be  held  at  Wichita,  Kansas,  November  27.  Mr.  Davis  will  leave  Wash- 
ington November  15  and  return  about  the  middle  of  December. 

At  the  request  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  John 
H.  Cox,  senior  marketing  specialist  of  the  Washington  office  of  the  Grain 
Division,  has  been  transferred  to  the  licensing  and  enforcement  division 
of  the  Administration. 

The  Clyde-Mallory  Lines,  of  New  York  City,  have  signed  a  declaration 
of  intention  to  have  inspected  for  condition  only,  at  its  piers,  the  mini- 
mum of  1,000  cars  or  their  equivalent  principally  of  citrus  fruits  from 
Florida,  for  the  12-month  period  beginning  with  October  16.  This  additional 
work  is  being  handled  by  the  regular  inspection  force  of  the  Fruit  and  Vege- 
table Division. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council,  Dr.  0. 
E.  Baker,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  was  reappointed  by  the  Council  as 
a  member  of  its  Committee  on  Social  Statistics  for  the  year  1933-34. 

H.  A.  Spilman,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  American  Veneer  Package  Association  October  26-28,  and  discussed  with 
members  present  phases  of  the  industry's  relation  to  the  Standard  Container 
Acts . 

Miss  Lucy  Watt,  who  was  associated  with  H.  J.  Clay  in  Washington  in 
the  market  news  work  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  transferred  to 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  October  20  to  take  a  supervisory 
position  in  the  wheat  contract  section.  Miss  Watt  had  been  a  member  of 
this  Bureau  since  September  1,  1916. 

Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson,  color  technologist,  attended  the  meeting  of 
the   Optical   Society  of  America  at  Buck  Hill  Falls,    Pa.,    October  19-21. 

C.  F.  Clayton,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  left  Washington  on  October 
26  for  a  trip  to  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  to  confer  with  offi- 
cials of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  and  others  in  regard  to  land 
utilization  matters. 
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L.  B.  Burke,  Livestock,  ?,:eats,  and  Wool  Division,  left  Washington 
for  Chicago  October  28  to  assist  in  grading  the  hogs  that  the  Department 
raised  for  experimental  purposes  at  the  Experiment  Station  at  Miles  City, 
Montana.  He  will  also  conduct  studies  of  standards  of  hog  grades  while 
in  Chicago.  En  route  from  Chicago  to  Washington,  he  will  go  to  Montreal, 
Canada,  to  study  the  Canadian  methods  and  practices  followed  in  classing 
and  grading  hogs. 

Dr.  Ing.  Jan  Dokladal,  agricultural  economist  of  the  University  of 
Brno,  Czechoslovakia,  is  in  the  United  States  studying  the  work  of  the 
Department,  particularly  the  extension  and  economics  branches.  Dr.  Dokladal 
is  the  first  agricultural  economist  to  come  to  the  United  States  from 
Czechoslovakia  to  study  our  institutions.  He  left  Washington  last  week 
to  visit  a  number  of  the  agricultural  colleges  in  the  Middle  West,  and 
will  return  in  about  tv;o  weeks  when  he  will  give  particular  attention  to 
the  work  of  this  Bureau. 

C.  W.  Jackson,  of  the  New  York  office  of  the  Grain  Division,  has 
been  assigned  to  Washington  for  a  temporary  period,  to  assist  in  the  labor- 
atory research  work  incident  to  the  formulation  of  grades  for  malted  barley, 

The  retirement  for  physical  disability  of  Mrs.  Lora  V.  Cox,  of  the 
Division  of  Cotton  I.^arketing,  has  been  effected.  From  the  time  of  her  ap- 
pointment in  August  1917  until  her  recent  separation,  I.Irs.  Cox  was  a  member 
of  the  Bureau's  cotton  staff.  She  was  engaged  in  making  the  pasteboard 
boxes  used  as  containers  for  the  official  cotton  standards,  and  in  other 
work  incident  thereto.  Mrs.  Cox's  friends  hope  that  this  period  of  rest 
which  she  is  now  able  to  emj  oy  will  restore  her  health. 

Miss  Grace  Peters,  statistical  clerk  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and 
Livestock  Estimates,  also  has  been  retired  for  physical  disability.  Be- 
fore coming  to  this  Department,  Miss  Peters  was  employed  in  the  War  De- 
partment as  a  bookkeeper  for  two  years,  1918-^20.  In  January  1921  she 
was  appointed  as  clerk  in  the  then  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm 
Economics  (now  a  division  of  this  Bureau)  under  a  temporary  appointment 
of  six  months.  Upon  the  termination  of  that  appointment  she  went  to  the 
Forest  Service  as  clerk  where  she  worked  until  her  reappointment  in  this 
Bureau  in  February  1922  in  the  crop  estimating  work.  Miss  Peters  plans  to 
make  her  home  with  relatives  in  Alabama.  She  leaves  with  the  best  wishes 
of  her  many  friends  in  the  Bureau. 

Among  those  recently  retired  from  the  Bureau  is  Alfred  Churchwill, 
colored  messenger  in  the  Section  of  Mails  and  Files.  Before  his  appoint- 
ment in  the  Bureau  in  October  1918,  he  had  the  splendid  record  of  having 
worked  as  butler  in  the  same  family  for  36  years.  During  the  15  years  he 
was  employed  here  he  fully  lived  up  to  the  quality  of  service  that  distin- 
guished him  in  private  employ.  Churchwill  was  cheerful  and  courteous  and 
never  objected  to  "extra  service."  Recommendation  for  the  extension  of 
his  appointment  another  two  years  v/hen  he  had  reached  the  retirement  age 
in  1930,  carried  the  following  notation,  which  speaks  for  itself: 

"He  is  in  good  health  and  very  efficient,  performing  his  duties 
as  special  messenger  in  charge  of  late  mail  (sealing,  taking  to  Post  Office, 
etc.)  very  satisfactorily." 
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OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE  SUCCESSFUL  - 
ST ATE SJ   INTEREST  UNABATED . 

The  Outlook  Conference  was  completed  on  schedule,  with  general 
agreement  that  the  change  to  the  fall  from  midwinter  is  a  good  plan. 
With  representatives  from  40  States  present,  the  conference  went  for- 
ward with  unusual  speed. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  time  was  given  over 
to  discussions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  program, 
the  reports  were  all  considered  and  completed  copies  were  mimeographed 
for  distribution  to  the  press  on  Saturday,  November  4.  The  addresses 
by  the  Secretary,  Kr.  Peek,  and  various  representatives  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration  gave  the  men  from  the  States,  as 
well  as  those  in  the  Department,  a  much  more  complete  understanding 
of  the  objectives  and  plans  of  the  Administration.  All  of  these  ad- 
dresses except  those  given  on  Monday  were  recorded  and  will  be  re- 
produced in  mimeographed  form  for  distribution  to  those  who  desire 
copies . 

The  mimeographing  of  the  outlook  report  was  limited,  since  ar- 
rangements were  made  with  the  Government  Printing  Office  to  get  the 
printed  copies  in  about  two  weeks.  The  distribution  v/ill  be  similar 
to  that  of  previous  years,  copies  being  sent  to  all  Extension  workers 
and  the  principal  list  of  crop  reporters. 

The  Committee  on  Suggestions  for  the  Future  Conduct  of  Outlook 
Work  made  the  following  recommendations: 

"Oklahoma,  Texas,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana  plan  to  call  a  regional 
meeting  to  discuss  the  breaking  up  of  the  four  Southwest  States  into 
some  six  or  seven  separate  regions,  based  on  natural  and  economic  type 
areas,  and  to  issue  general  cotton  and  subregional  supplements  covering 
the  areas.  They  expect  ultimately  to  apply  all  cumulative  research  data 
in  management,  agronomy,  etc.,  to  the  individual  adjustment  plans  for 
these  areas. 

"Commodity  outlook  reports  appearing  at  appropriate  times 
throughout  the  year  are  very  helpful  and  it  is  recommended  that  they 
be  continued. 

"It  is  suggested  that  domestic  and  foreign  demand  reports  be 
given  similar  attention  some  time  next  spring,  so  that  this  informa- 
tion may  be  kept  reasonably  up  to  date. 

"We  strongly  emphasize  that  the  A. A. A.  programs  demand  a  much 
wider  dissemination  of  outlook  and  other  economic  background  informa- 
tion and  place  larger  responsibilities  on  economic  workers  in  shaping 
facts  and  educational  methods  to  meet  the  new  situation." 

A  questionnaire  submitted  to  delegates  developed  the  following 
information: 

27  States  find  the  date  this  year  satisfactory;  2  would  prefer 
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the  first  week  in  December. 

20  States  think  national  conferences  sufficient;  11  believe  regional 
conferences  should  be  held  in  order  to  consider  regional  commodities  and 
because  they  are  available  to  more  people. 

23  States  will  publish  reports;  1  (Louisiana)  will  not;  3  will 
put  out  special  editions  of  current  publications;  4  will  put  out  timely  out- 
look information. 

24  will  hold  combined  meetings;  2  will  hold  separate  meetings;  others 
will  use  outlook  in  regular  farm  management,  marketing,  and  commodity  meet- 
ings. 

A  Committee  on  Records  considered  ways  of  keeping  a  continuous  farm 
record  of  information  required  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion and  the  Farm  Credit  Administration.  They  are  working  out  a  plan  to 
have  a  looseleaf  record  book  printed,  copy  of  which  will  be  furnished  to 
each  farmer  signing  an  adjustment  contract.  The  adoption  of  this  plan 
would  mean  that  uniform  records  would  be  kept  by  several  million  farmers. 

GOVERNMENT  PURCHASE  OF  BUTTER  BRINGS 

EXPANSION  OF  BUREAU  BUTTER  GRADING  SERVICE . 

The  purchase  of  surplus  butter  by  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of 
stabilizing  butter  prices  and  of  providing  supplies  of  butter  for  dis- 
tribution by  the  relief  administration  has  increased  greatly  the  volume  of 
butter  grading  work  handled  by  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products. 
About  10.000,000  pounds  of  butter  were  purchased  for  the  Government  prior  to 
October  27  by  the  Land  0' Lakes  Creameries.  This  butter  was  placed  in  ware- 
houses at  Chicago,  Buffalo,  New  York,  and  Philadelphia  and  is  beinj  traded 
and  checked  for  weight  for  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

On  October  27,  the  Dairy  Marketing  Corporation  began  buying  butter 
for  the  Government  at  Chicago  and  New  York,  and  during  the  past  v/eek 
extended  its  buying  operations  to  Seattle,  Portland,  and  San  Francisco = 
All  purchases  are  made  subject  to  certification  for  grade  and  weight  by 
this  Bureau.  At  Chicago  and  New  York  purchases  are  made  on  the  Mercantile 
Exchanges,  and  in  order  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  dual  grading  and 
weighing  by  the  exchanges  and  the  Bureau,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  conduct 
a  joint  grading  and  weight  inspection  service  in  these  two  markets  in  co- 
operation with  the  exchanges.  The  purchases  at  New  York  have  been  extremely 
heavy,  and  on  single  days  have  aggregated  more  than  12,000  e3-pound  tubs, 
or  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  million  pounds. 

In  order  to  handle  this  increased  volume  of  grading  work,  even  with 
the  assistance  of  the  licensed  graders  of  the  Merchantile  Exchange,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  work  overtime  and  Sundays  in  some  instances.  A.  E.  Groth, 
of  the  Minneapolis  office,  has  been  assisting  temporarily  with  the  grading 
work  at  Chicago,  and  Edward  Small,  of  the  Philadelphia  office,  with  the 
grading  work  at  New  York.  At  these  two  markets  six  persons  are  continuously 
engaged  in  making  weight  inspection  and  12  persons  in  grading.  Cooperation 
and  assistance  will  be  rendered  the  Federal  Surplus  Relief  Corporation  in 
rechecking  the  quality  of  the  butter  when  it  is  cut  into  prints  at  the  plants 
of  firms  in    hese  cities  which  are  awarded  contracts  for  this  work. 
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MARKETING  AGREEIl^ENT  PROVISION  INCREASES 

DSrAND  FOR  BUREAU'S  RICE  GRADING  SERVICE . 

A  provision  in  the  marketing  agreement  recently  completed  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  with  the  rice  millers  in  the  South 
has  created  a  very  much  increased  demand  on  the  part  of  farmers  for  the 
Bureau's  rice  grading  service.  This  provision  specifies  that  rough  rice 
shall  be  paid  for  on  the  basis  of  United  States  Grade  Fancy,  with  discounts 
for  certain  defects  which  cause  the  rice  to  grade  lower  than  Fancy. 

In  order  to  meet  the  increased  demand  in  the  New  Orleans  area,  the 
Grain  Division  has  inaugurated  a  direct  Federal  grading  service  in  that 
city,  with  W.  D.  Smith,  supervisor  of  rice  grading,  in  charge.  At  other 
market  centers  in  the  South,  and  in  California,  the  division 's  grading  ser- 
vices are  conducted  cooperatively  with  the  States. 

RELIEF  AD'i^NISTRATION  TO  PURCHASE  BEANS  ON 

BASIS  OF  U.  S.  STANDARDS  AND  INSPECTION. 

The  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division  will  have  the  responsibility  of 
supervising  the  inspection  of  one  million  5-pound  bags  of  beans  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  Federal  Surplus  Relief  Administration  soon  after  contracts 
are  awarded  on  November  20.  The  Administration  advises  that  bids  are  now 
being  requested  for  five  million  pounds  of  beans  to  be  made  up  of  Pea  beans. 
Great  Northerns,  and  Pintos.  It  is  of  especial  interest  to  this  Bureau 
that  the  contract  provides  for  a  delivery  of  U.  S.  No.  2  grade  to  be  evidenced 
by  a  Federal  inspection  certificate  issued  by  regularly  licensed  inspectors 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

COLORADO  SPRINGS  TURKEY  GRADING 

SCHOOL  A  "REAL  AFFAIR"  THIS  YEAR . 

Colorado  Extension  Service  succeeded  in  getting  plenty  of  turkeys 
for  the  turkey  grading  school  at  Colorado  Springs  November  2,  3,  and  4, 
conducted  cooperatively  by  the  Bureau  and  that  Service  through  Thos.  W. 
Heitz,  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products.  The  plan  v^as  devised 
of  holding  a  dressed  turkey  carcass  contest,  not  only  as  a  means  of  having  a 
larger  number  of  turkeys  available  for  the  school,  but  of  developing  in- 
terest in  better  quality  dressed  turkeys.  Among  the  twenty  prizes  offered, 
one  was  included  for  the  poorest  as  well  as  for  the  best  dressed  turkey. 
The  result  was  an  unusually  large  number  of  entries  this  year  and  an  at- 
tendance of  more  than  1000. 

The  Extension  Service  made  the  turkey  grading  school  the  occasion  al- 
so of  holding  a  turkey  cooking  school  under  the  Home  Demonstration  Agent  of 
El  Paso  County,  who  demonstrated  methods  of  cooking  a  turkey  with  all  its 
trimmings.  An  egg  show,  in  charge  of  the  Director  of  Markets,  who  is  admin- 
istering a  new  Colorado  egg  law,  also  was  held,  and  grading  demonstrations 
as  they  apply  to  this  law  were  made.  The  various  uses  of  eggs  were  outlined 
as  a  part  of  the  cooking  school. 

0.  C.  Ufford,  extension  poultryman  of  the  Colorado  Extension  Service, 
has  written  that  they  made  the  turkey  grading  school  a  "real  affair"  this 
year,  the  fifth  consecutive  one  in  which  the  Bureau  has  cooperated  in  this 
work. 
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LETTERS  OF  PATENT  GRANTED 

TWO  MEMBERS  OF  COTTON  STAFF. 

The  Bureau  recently  has  been  informed  that  Letters  of  Patent  have 
been  granted  in  the  names  of  two  staff  members  of  the  Division  of  Cotton 
Marketing  for  new  and  useful  instruments  that  have  occurred  in  connection 
with  their  technical  studies  on  problems  of  quality  relating  to  standard- 
ization and  utilization.  One  award  is  to  Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson,  color 
technologist,  for  an  apparatus  for  use  in  the  measurement  of  color;  the 
other  is  to  Dr.  R.  W,  Webb,  senior  cotton  technologist,  for  an  apparatus  for 
use  in  the  sorting  of  cotton  fibers  according  to  length.  The  machines 
and  methods  in  question  already  are  finding  ready,  wide,  and  successful  ap- 
plication in  the  field  of  work  for  which  they  are  intended. 

TOBACCO  GRADING  COURSE  NOW 

IN  PROGRESS  IN  VIRGINIA. 

A  course  in  the  grading  of  Virginia  fire  cured  tobacco  is  being 
conducted  in  Farmville,  Virginia,  during  the  week  beginning  November  13. 
F.  B.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  course, 
has  the  assistance  of  A.  H.  Irby,  recently  appointed  as  supervising  grader 
for  the  fire  cured  district  of  Virginia.  The  purpose  is  to  train  and  test 
applicants  for  the  Bureau's  tobacco  grading  work. 

Miss  Sara  G.  Smith,  of  the  Section,  has  been  sent  to  Farmville  to 
handle  the  clerical  work,  which  involves  a  considerable  volume  of  computa- 
tions in  order  that  when  the  course  is  finished  the  work  of  each  can  be 
appraised  and  the  applicant  rated  as  to  his  efficiency.  Recommendations 
for  appointment  are  based  largely  upon  this  rating. 

EXAMINATIONS  FOR  AGRICULTURAL  ECONOMISTS 

ANNOUNCED  BY  CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION . 

The  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  announces  open  competi- 
tive examinations  for  the  following  positions  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
a  list  of  eligibles  for  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  and  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics:  Senior  Agricultural  Economist,  |4,600 
a  year;  Agricultural  Economist,  $3,800  a  year;  Associate  Agricultural 
Economist,  $3,200  a  year;  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist,  $2,600  a  year. 
Applications  will  be  rated  as  received  and  must  be  on  file  with  the  Com- 
mission at  Washington,  D.  C,  not  later  than  November  29,  1933.  Vacancies 
in  these  positions  and  in  positions  requiring  similar  qualifications  will 
be  filled  from  these  examinations,  unless  it  is  found  in  the  interest  of 
the  Service  to  fill  any  vacancy  by  reinstatement,  transfer,  or  promotion. 
A  separate  list  of  eligibles  in  each  grade  of  these  positions  will  be  es- 
tablished for  each  of  the  following  optional  subjects:  1.  Crop  and  Live- 
stock Forecasting;  2.  Farm  Management;  3.  Land  Economics;  4.  Commodity 
Economics:  (a)  Wheat  and  Grains,  (b)  Livestock,  (c)  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
(d)  Wool  and  Mohair,  (e)  Milk  and  Dairy  Products,  (f)  Poultry  Products; 
5.  Wholesale  and  Retail  Marketing  of  Farm  Products. 

Applicants  should  state  in  their  applications  the  optional  or  option- 
als  in  which  they  desii'9  to  qualify. 
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TYPES  OF  FARMING 

MAP  ISSUED  IN  COLORS. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration,  this  Bureau  has  secured  the  printing  of  the  map 
showing  Types  of  Farming  Areas  prepared  by  F.  F.  Elliott,  of  the  Division 
of  Farm  Management  &  Costs,  while  he  was  working  for  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census.  As  a  wall  map  in  about  a  dozen  colors,  it  accompanies  the  bulletin, 
"Types  of  Farming  in  the  United  States,"  which  has  just  been  issued  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  and  is  based  on  census  data  of  1930.  The  first  colored 
original  of  this  map  was  displayed  at  the  Century  of  Progress  in  Chicago, 
by  the  Census  Bureau,  where  it  attracted  wide  attention.  The  color  combina- 
tion and  the  black  county  base  were  prepared  by  the  Graphics  Section  under 
the  direction  of  R.  G.  Hainsworth. 

This  presents  for  the  first  time  a  map  of  the  United  States  with 
considerable  detail,  shov/ing  the  areas  of  various  types  of  farming.  There 
have  been  constant  calls  for  such  a  map  for  many  years,  and  the  only  avail- 
able information  was  in  the  series  of  maps  presented  in  the  Graphic  Summary 
of  Agriculture,  Miscellaneous  Publication  105.  Without  the  use  of  color, 
it  was  not  possible  to  present  the  great  variety  of  information  on  a  single 
ap.  Members  of  the  Bureau  will  recall  that  three  or  four  years  ago,  one  of 
the  chain  store  systems  expended  considerable  money  in  preparing  such  a 
colored  map,  but  it  did  not  prove  useful  to  students  and  technical  workers 
because  of  lack  of  detail. 

Copies  of  this  map  will  be  distributed  on  request  to  technical 
workers  and  will  be  available  at  the  Government  Printing  Office  at  25  cents 
each. 

CORRESPONDENT_REQUESTS  INFORMATION 

CONCERNING  HISTORY  OF  THE  "TRADE  DOLLAR." 

Interest  in  the  "trade  dollar"  was  revived  the  other  day  when  Norman 
J.  Vrall,  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  furnished  a  correspondent 
the  following  information: 

"The  coins  were  authorized  under  an  act  which  became  a  law  on  Febru- 
ary 12,  1873.  From  that  date  until  1878,  when  the  coinage  of  the  trade 
dollar  was  discontinued,  there  were  issued  35,965,924  of  these  coins.  The 
trade  dollar  contained  378  grains  of  pure  silver  as  compared  with  371-|-  grains 
of  pure  silver  in  the  ordinary  American  dollar. 

"Under  the  legislation  which  authorized  these  coins,  owners  of  silver 
could  take  it  to  the  mint  and  have  it  stamped  in  the  form  of  the  trade  dol- 
lar. It  was  not  intended  that  these  coins  should  circulate  in  the  United 
States,  inasmuch  as  the  value  of  the  trade  dollar  at  the  time  the  law  was 
passed  was  approximately  $1.04  in  gold.  The  reason  for  authorizing  the  mint- 
ing of  these  coins  was  primarily  to  enable  American  mine  owners  to  secure 
an  Oriental  market  for  their  product.  The  ordinary  American  dollar  had  a 
slightly  lower  silver  content  than  the  Mexican  silver  dollar .  It  was,  there- 
fore, not  very  well  received  in  China.  Mexican  coins,  on  the  other  hand, 
v/ere  in  great  demand.  It  was  felt  that  by  increasing  the  silver  content 
there  would  be  a  big  demand  in  the  Orient,  which  proved  to  be  true. 

"Inasmuch  as  this  coin  is  not  legal  tender,  there  are  none  in  cir- 
culation. Undoubtedly  there  still  exist  some  of  these  coins  in  China  and 
also  some  ir  the  hands  of  collectors." 
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PAPER  BY  MR.   CAMPBELL,  SPINNING 

PROJECT  LEADER,  WELL  RECEIVED. 

M.  E.  Campbell,  leader  of  the  Spinning  Project  in  the  Division  of 
Cotton  Marketing,  at  Clemson  College,  S.  C,  gave  a  paper  entitled,  "An 
Improved  Method  for  Converting  an  Observed  Skein  Strength  to  That  for  a 
Specified  Count,"  before  the  meeting  of  Committee  D-13  or  the  Textile 
Section  of  the  American  Society  for  Testing  Materials  in  session  during 
October  19-20  at  Providence,  R.  I.  Mr.  Campbell's  paper  covered  a  matter 
of  practical  value  to  all  of  those  v/ho  are  interested  in  yarn  and  many  fa- 
vorable comments  were  expressed  upon  his  presentation  and  discussion.  The 
importance  of  Mr.  Campbell's  contribution  lies  in  th'^  fact  that  this  de- 
velopment increases  the  usefulness  of  spinning  as  a  tool  for  research  in 
cctton  quality  and  constitutes  a  step  forward  toward  the  prediction  from  a 
minimum  of  data  the  spinning  quality  of  a  cotton  or  of  a  mix  of  cottons. 
It  is  planned  to  publish  the  paper  at  an  early  date. 

WFITING  INK  NOW  AVAILABLE 
IN  POWDERED  FORM. 

The  Central  Supply  Section  advises  that  it  can  furnish  black  writ- 
ing ink  in  powdered  form  under  Item  53-1-4890.  On  account  of  the  saving 
in  packing  and  shipping  expense  and  possible  loss  through  freezing  of 
liquid  ink,  it  is  suggested  that  field  offices  specify  this  powder  on  their 
next  requisitions  for  writing  ink  and  make  up  a  supply  using  the  quart  size 
bottles  on  hand.  If  the  result  is  not  satisfactory,  kindly  write  J.  F. 
Pevare,  Bureau  supply  officer,  in  order  that  the  matter  may  be  taken  up 
with  the  Central  Supply  Section. 

CCNTRACTS  FOR  GASOI INE  AND  OIL  FOR 
SECOND  HAI F  FISCAL  YEAR  1954. 

The  following  paragraph  is  quoted  from  a  memorandum  under  date 
of  October  25,  1S33,  from  the  chief  of  the  Division  of  Purchase,  Sales, 
and  Traffic  of  the  Department  to  the  chiefs  of  Bureaus: 

"A  number  of  existing  quarterly  and  semi-annual  field  contracts 
for  gasoline,  negotiated  by  various  Federal  agencies  acting  under  the 
general  direction  of  area  coordinators,  will  expire  by  time  limitation 
with  December  31,  1933.  The  Procurement  Division  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment expects  these  same  agencies  to  continue  to  function  as  hereto- 
fore in  so  far  as  the  negotiation  of  gasoline  contracts  covering  the  same 
activities  and  geographical  areas  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  fiscal 
year  are  concerned;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  interdepartmental 
mechanism  for  the  assembling  of  requirements  has  been  disturbed,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  participating  departments  to  arrange  severally  for  this 
phase  of  the  procurement  action." 

It  is  requested  in  the  memorandum  that  the  field  offices  in  the 
various  bureaus  now  participating  in  such  contracts  in  the  First,  Second, 
Fifth,  and  Sixth  Areas  determine  their  gasoline  requirements  for  the  lat- 
ter half  of  the  present  fiscal  year  and  address  requests  to  the  several 
officers  who  negotiated  the  existing  contracts  that  the  latter  make  simi- 
lar provision  for  the  period  January  to  June  1934,  inclusive.  The  names 
and  addresses  of  these  contracting  officers  may  be  ascertained  by  refer- 
ring to  the  copies  of  existing  contracts  now  in  the  hands  of  the  partici- 
pating field  activities.

SOME  RECENT  CHANGES  IN  HAY  MARKETING  PRACTICES  is  a  two-page  mimeo- 
graphed discussion  with  accompanying  table  by  E.  0.  Pollock,  of  the  Hay, 
Feed,  and  Seed  Division.  The  movement  of  large  quantities  of  hay  by  truck 
has  modified  the  methods  of  handling  hay  both  at  terminals  and  in  shipping 
areas,  according  to  this  report.  The  data  presented  are  based  on  reports 
received  from  a  selected  list  of  600  handlers  of  hay  in  four  representative 
hay  shipping  areas,  and  show  a  definite  trend  toward  increased  movement 
by  truck  at  the  expense  of  rail  transportation.

RICE  GRADING  SERVICE 

EXTENDED  TO  ARKANSAS. 

The  Grain  Division  is  establishing  Federal  rice  grading  service 
at  Stuttgart,  Arkansas,  in  order  to  provide  a  grading  service  in  Arkan- 
sas, primarily  for  the  marketing  of  rough  rice  under  the  provisions  of 
the  marketing  agreement  betv.'een  the  rice  millers  of  the  South  and  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.  This  new  service  is  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Federal  rice  grading  service  recently  established  at 
New  Orleans  and  the  Federal-State  services  at  various  points  in  Louisi- 
ana, Texas,  and  California.  J.  J.  Deffes  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
Stuttgart  laboratory  and  will  work  under  the  field  supervision  of 
W.  D.  Smith,  supervisor  of  rice  inspection. 
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NATIONAL  LAND-USE  PLANNING 
C OMMIHEILD ISS OLVES  , 

The  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee,  v/hich  was  formed  follow- 
ing the  National  Conference  on  Land  Utilization  held  in  Chicago  in  November 
1931,  has  recommended  that  it  be  discontinued.  The  Com.mittee,  which  met  in 
Chicago  on  November  11  and  12,  reached  this  decision  because  of  the  changes 
in  conditions  since  it  was  formed,  and  because  the  Committee  believed  that 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created  has  been  served.  The  Committee  was  formed 
for  the  purpose,  largely,  of  developing  public  opinion  favorable  to  a  new 
national  land  policy  and  of  coordinating  Federal,  State,  and  local  activities 
in  the  field  of  land-use  planning.  The  Committee  points  out  that  more  prog- 
ress has  occurred  during  the  past  six  months  in  the  development  of  land 
policies  than  was  expected  v/ithin  ten  years  at  the  time  the  Committee  was 
established.  The  function  of  coordination,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Fed- 
eral departments,  will  be  taken  over  by  the  newly-established  National 
Planning  Board  and  the  recently  appointed  joint  committee  representing  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  carrying  on 
land-use  planning,  with  particular  reference  to  the  furtherance  of  a  policy  for 
the  retirement  of  poor  farm  lands. 

Although  the  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee  has  been  discon- 
tinued there  still  remains,  it  is  believed,  a  need  for  a  consultative  agency, 
largely  representative  of  State  and  local  interests,  to  promote  the  integra- 
tion and  coordination  of  the  policies  and  interests  of  the  States  and  of 
local  governmental  units  with  the  rapidly  developing  Federal  land  policies. 
Recognizing  this  need,  the  Committee,  in  its  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges,  recommends  that  the 
Association  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  seven  members, 
and  that  the  Association  offer  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  other 
Federal  officials  concerned  with  land  policies,  the  cooperation  of  the  pro- 
posed com.mittee. 

Iv:r.  Olsen  has  served  as  vice-chairman  and  Dr.  L.  C,  Gray  as  executive 
secretary  of  the  Planning  Committee.  The  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation 
of  their  services.

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THIRD  CCMH^UNITY  CHEST  DRIVE 
W.ADE  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT 


The  yearly  drive  for  the  Community  Chest  was  launched  in  the  Depart-- 
ment  last  week.  Effort  was  made  to  receive  as  nearly  complete  returns  as  pos- 
sible on  pledges  before  the  close  of  the  drive  on  Wednesday,  November  29,  in 
order  that  the  Bureau  would  be  fully  accredited  in  the  final  report. 

Because  of  the  salary  reductions,  the  Bureau's  Chest  quota  this  year 
is  only  S7,439  against  $14,310  last  year.

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A  TRIBUTE  TQ  THE  OUTLOOK. 

The  following  editorial  in  the  St.  Joseph  Stock  Yards  Daily  Journal 
of  November  22  v/ill  interest  every  outlook  worker: 

A  Fair  Presentation  of  Facts 

The  agricultural  outlook  report  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  this  year  shows  every  evidence  of 
being  an  unbiased  presentation  of  the  facts  confronting  farm- 
ing and  farm  products  industries  for  the  next  year.  There  is  no 
appearance  of  glossing  over  unpleasant  conditions  or  making  un- 
justified reports  of  improvement  as  the  result  of  the  Govern- 
ment's farm  relief  program. 

This  attitude  of  fairness  and  frankness  speaks  well  of 
the  department's  intentions  toward  agriculture — whatever  may  be 
said  of  its  policies.  As  long  as  the  administration's  enthusi- 
asm for  its  program  does  not  cloud  its  representation  of  facts 
there  is  hope  that  it  eventually  v^ill  see  and  recognize  the  proper 
solution  of  our  difficulties.  The  President  announced  in  the 
beginning  and  has  maintained  throughout  that  the  present  program 
is  an  experiment  and  that  the  course  would  be  changed  when  this 
one  is  proved  unwise.  If  the  administration  is  willing  to  recog- 
nize and  report  facts  as  they  are,  there  is  hope  that  it  will  see 
the  mistakes  it  makes. 

DR.  WAUGH  REPRESENTS  BUREAU  AT  NEW  ENGLAND 
RESEARCH  COUNCIL  iVEETING. 

Frederich  V.  Waugh,  senior  agricultural  economist  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  took  part  in  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  New  England  Research  Council  on  I.-arketing  and  Food  Supply 
and  the  New  England  Council,  and  also  participated  in  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  U.  S.  D.  A.  Club,  in  Boston  during  the  period  November  21  to 
November  25.  The  annr.al  meeting  of  the  Research  Council  v/as  held  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  the  research  now  in  progress  in  New  England  and 
the  possibility  of  adapting  it  to  the  study  of  new  conditions  brought 
about  by  the  recovery  program  and  other  factors.  The  outlook  for  New 
England  agriculture  was  also  discussed  and  several  commodity  committees 
made  reports,  Dr.  Waugh  spoke  to  the  agricultural  section  of  the  New 
England  Council  on  the  topic,  "Farm  Prices  and  Consumer  Prices,"  and  he 
gave  an  informal  talk  to  the  U.  S.  D.  A.  Club  about  his  trip  through  Europe 
last  year. 

The  New  England  Research  Council  on  I'arketing  and  Food  Supply  is 
an  organization  of  the  agencies  in  New  England  which  are  concerned  with 
research,  extension  and  service  work  in  agricultural  economics  and  farm 
management.  It  was  organized  in  1921  and  has  cooperated  closely  with 
this  Bureau  in  formulating  and  carrying  out  a  regional  program  in  agri- 
cultural economics.  From  1927  until  last  year  Dr.  Waugh  v/as  executive 
secretary  of  the  Council.

SMUTTY  WHEAT,  Report  No.  18,  is  a  yearly  summary  for  the  crop  year 
beginning  July  1932,  compiled  from  monthly  reports  of  grain  graded  by 
inspectors  licensed  under  the  U.  S.  Grain  Standards  Act  from  the  Offices 
of  Federal  Grain  Supervision.  The  report  differs  from  previous  summaries 
in  that  it  covers  one  year  only  and  gives  the  receipts  by  classes  of  wheat. 
The  tabulations  were  made  by  Miss  Vera  Hopkins,  Office  of  the  Extension 
Plant  Pathologist,  under  the  supervision  of  E.  G.  Boerner,  Senior  Marketing 
Specialist  of  this  Bureau,  and  R.  J.  Haskell,  senior  extension  plant  path- 
ologist, of  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work  and  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry.

At  the  International  Livestock  Show  in  Chicago,  December 
2-9,  Mr.  Davis  and  Mr.  Edinger  will  help  with  the  Department's  exhibits, 
the  meat  judging  contests,  and  the  meat  displays.  Meade  T.  Foster,  of 
the  division,  will  act  as  one  of  three  judges  who  will  judge  the  steers 
for  the  carcass  contest. 
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Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  will  address  the  annual 
conference  of  Massachusetts  Extension  workers  at  Amherst,  Mass.,  December 
6,  on  the  subject,  "Future  Requirements  Necessary  to  Supply  Domestic  Needs 
of  Agricultural  Commodities." 

Dr.  Baker  will  also  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Statis- 
tical Association,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia.  He  will  present  on  December 
29  an  address  entitled.  "Land  Uses  Necessary  to  Meet  Food  Requirements  of 
the  Nation." 

Rob  R.  Slocum,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  is  just 
back  from  a  trip  on  which  he  visited  the  division's  New  York,  Boston, 
and  Philadelphia  offices  in  connection  v/ith  the  grading  work  on  dairy 
and  poultry  products,  and  made  arrangements  with  the  offices  which  seem 
likely  to  result  in  the  division's  taking  on  some  additional  poultry  grad- 
ing work  at  those  points.

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BUREAU  COOPERi^feS  IN  PROJECTS 

WITH  CIVIL  WORKS  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Bureau  is  cooperating  with  the  Civil  Works  Administration  in 
the  utilization  of  personnel  available  throughout  the  United  States  on  a 
number  of  projects  involving  employment  in  practically  all  of  the  agri- 
cultural States. 

THREE  SHIFTS  INSPECT  FRUIT  AT  JACKSONVILLE 

TO  MEET  INCREASED  DEMAND  BY  BOAT  LINES. 

Coastwise  boat  lines  this  year  have  provided  greatly  increased 
facilities  for  handling  citrus  fruit  from  Jacksonville,  Florida,  to  North 
Atlantic  ports,  on  all  of  which  fruit  they  are  requesting  Government  in- 
spection for  condition  prior  to  loading.  This  job  now  requires  the  em- 
ployment of  24  Federal-State  inspectors  in  Jacksonville,  working  in  three 
8-hour  shifts  of  eight  men  each.  Continuous  service  is  necessary  because 
of  constant  delivery  at  the  piers  of  fruit  arriving  by  motor  trucks. 

COLORADO  FARM  ORGANIZATIONS 
HOLD  JOINT  CONFERENCE. 

A  conference  of  the  three  State  farm  organizations  of  Colorado  - 
the  State  Grange,  the  Farm  Bureau,  and  the  Farmers'  Union  -  was  held  De- 
cember 5  and  6  at  Colorado  Agricultural  College  at  Fort  Collins.  Mr.  Marquis 
represented  the  Bureau  and  discussed  the  agricultural  outlook  at  the  joint 
session  of  the  organizations.  This  meeting  represented  a  new  movement  to 
bring  about  closer  cooperation  between  the  College  and  the  farmers'  organi- 
zations and  was  pronounced  generally  successful. 

Mr.  Marquis  reports  a  very  cheerful  and  hopeful  feeling  among  farm- 
ers of  that  territory,  in  spite  of  the  low  prices  of  cattle.  There  was  also 
a  keen  interest  in  outlook  information,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  the 
agricultural  adjustment  program, 

FIELD  STATIONS  WITH  TELEGRAPH 
OFFICES  PLEASE  NOTE. 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  are  having 
some  difficulty  in  efficeently  handling  telegrams  accepted  in  the  field  for 
Washington  to  be  delivered  outside  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  It  is 
suggested  that  you  point  out  to  anyone  submitting  such  telegrams  that  our 
leased  wire  is  very  heavily  burdened  at  the  present  time  and  for  that  rea- 
son no  assurance  can  be  given  as  to  how  soon  the  wire  can  be  transmitted; 
furthermore,  that  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  handling  telegrams  by  tele- 
phone to  the  office  of  destination,  which  requires  numerous  telephone  calls 
to  locate  the  addressee,  it  is  felt  that  the  service  is  neither  reliable 
nor  efficient  for  telegraph  traffic. 

We  wish  to  be  as  helpful  as  possible  in  this  matter,  but  owing  to 
the  nature  of  the  service  demanded  and  the  necessity  for  accuracy,  which  is 
questionable  when  handling  telegrams  by  telephone,  we  feel  that  outside 
traffic  should  be  discouraged. 
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INTERNATIONAL  LIVESTOCK  SHOW 

REFLECTS  IMPROVING  CONDITIONS . 

The  attendance  and  interest  in  the  International  Livestock  Show 
in  Chicago  this  year  reflected  conditions  in  this  industry  by  the  sustained 
attendance,  which  was  above  the  5-year  average,  and  in  the  high  quality  of 
the  exhibits,  according  to  a  report  by  Mr.  Marquis,  who  spent  several  days 
at  the  exposition.  Carroll  F.  Duvall,  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Informa- 
tion, represented  the  Bureau  as  an  attendant  at  the  Bureau's  exhibit.  While 
the  attendance  was  primarily  by  Chicago  people,  leaders  in  the  livestock 
industry  were  quite  generally  represented  and  one  would  hardly  believe, 
to  viev;  the  show,  that  we  were  just  recovering  from  the  depths  of  a  depres- 
sion. 

The  Department  exhibit  this  year  yms  considerably  changed  in  charac- 
ter from  past  years,  one  entire  side  of  the  room  being  devoted  to  a  large 
display  depicting  the  changes  on  a  typical  260-acre  livestock  farm  which 
would  result  from  the  application  of  the  agricultural  adjustment  program. 
The  effects  on  farm  management  of  the  shift  of  more  land  to  grass  and  pas- 
ture were  shown.  The  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  furnished  data 
for  the  Bureau's  part  in  this  exhibit. 

Other  displays  showed  the  objective  of  the  hog  adjustment  program, 
the  advantages  of  lard  in  cooking,  the  methods  of  cooking  beef,  and  the  ef- 
fects of  excess  fat  in  pork.  Sets  of  the  outlook  charts  for  1933-34  were 
on  display. 

W.  C.  Davis,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  judged  64  lamb 
carcasses  and  IS  yearling  carcasses  for  conformation,  finish,  and  quality 
at  the  International  this  year.  The  award  of  champion  in  the  lamb  carcass 
class  was  made  to  Pennsylvania  State  College.  Mr.  Davis  confirms  Mr. 
;.:arquis'  report  that  this  year's  attendance  at  the  show  was  the  largest 
since  1928. 

E.  7/.  Baker,  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  attended  and  reported 
features  of  the  exposition  considered  to  be  of  primary  interest  and  import- 
ance to  the  livestock  and  meat  industries.  Daily  flashes  on  a  number  of  im- 
portant events  of  the  show  were  sent  over  the  leased  wire  to  all  the  di- 
visions 's  offices,  and  a  mailed  report  embodying  a  record  of  the  sales  of 
fat-show  cattle,  hogs,  and  sheep,  was  released  by  the  Chicago  office.  The 
carlot  fat-cattle  exhibit  was  the  largest  on  record,  totaling  13S  loads. 
Prices  were  considered  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  present  depressed  situ- 
ation, although  they  averaged  lower  than  in  any  previous  year  of  the  ex- 
position since  1907,  the  general  average  of  the  138  loads  being  $7.19 
per  hundred  weight.  There  were  29  loads  in  the  hog  and  19  loads  in  the 
sheep  and  lamb  exhibits. 

T.  Foster,  of  the  division,  v/ho  acted  as  one  of  the  three  judges  in 
the  judging  contest  of  entries  of  steers  on  hoof  and  also  the  carcass  classes, 
reports  a  larger  number  of  entries  than  for  many  previous  years.  In  the 
class  weighing  800-1000  pounds  there  were  23  entries,  and  in  the  class  weigh- 
ing 1000-1350  pounds  there  were  35.  The  steers  were  judged  alive  and 
then  in  the  carcasses.  Only  one  animal  was  disqualified  and  that  in  the 
carcass.  The  others,  which  were  placed  first,  second,  and  third  alive, 
were  among  the  top  five  placings  in  the  carcasses.  In  former  years,  an 
individual  judge  decided  the  placings  of  the  live  cattle  and  another  in- 
dividual those  of  the  carcasses.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  com- 
mittee judged  both  the  live  cattle  and  the  carcasses,  and  the  findings 
were  considered  very  much  more  satisfactory  than  in  any  previous  year 
of  the  show. 
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PROPOSED  REVISED  FEDERAL  GRAIN 

STANDARDS  DISCUSSED  AT  MEETINGS . 

Field  representatives  of  the  Grain  Division  are  now  holding  con- 
ferences in  all  important  grain  markets  with  committees  of  millers,  eleva- 
tor operators,  chief  grain  inspectors,  and  State  officials  on  the  subject 
of  the  proposed  revised  Federal  grain  standards.  This  program  of  educa- 
tional and  publicity  work  has  resulted  from  the  invitation  extended  to  the 
grain  industry  by  Mr.  Olsen  in  Miscellaneous  Publication  173  to  cooperate 
v/ith  the  Bureau  in  making  a  thorough  study  of  the  Bureau's  grain  standards 
investigations  prior  to  promulagtion  of  the  revised  grain  standards. 

E.    C.    Parker,    in  charge   of  the  Grain  Division,    has   returned  to 
Washington  recently  from  a  six  weeks'  field  trip  during  which  he  collabor- 
ated with   district   grain   supervisors   in   important   conferences   held  at 
Portland,   Oregon,   with  representatives  of  the  Washington,   Oregon,  Idaho, 
and  Montana  Agricultural  Colleges  and  with  representatives  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  grain  trade  and  agricultural  agents  of  the  western  railways.  Similar 
conferences  were  held  by  Mr.  Parker  at  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Ogden, 
Denver,   and  Omaha.    While  at  Kansas  City  Mr.   Parker  discussed    the  pro- 
posed revised  standards  with  a  group  of  55  operative  millers.     THE  SOUTH- 
WESTERN MILLER  of  November  21  carries  a  comprehensive  report  of  the  latter 
meeting,   stating  that  the  informal  explanation  of  the  principal  changes 
in  the  standards  and  the  purposes  of  the  revisions  were  well  received. 
Referring  to  the  attitude  of  Fred  Houser,   in  charge  of  grain  department. 
Flour  Mills  of  America,  Inc.,  the  article  states: 

"Fred  Houser  who  was  called  upon  for  his  views    in  reference 

to  grain  standards  changes,  said  he  favored  them 

The  Bureau's  policy  of  cooperating  with  the  grain  industry  in 
these  investigations  prior  to  reaching  final  conclusions  on  the  revised 
grain  standards  is  being  complimented  widely  throughout  the  country.  Many 
members  of  the  industry  have  expressed  their  approval  of  the  thorough 
methods  being  employed  by  the  Bureau  in  the  handling  of  these  im.portant 
problems . 

The  first  of  a  series  of  public  hearings  on  the  revised  grain 
standards  will  be  held  at  Fort  Worth,  December  16,  at  the  Texas  Hotel. 
W.  P.  Carroll,  of  the  Chicago  field  headquarters  office,  will  act  as  chair- 
man and  v/ill  be  assisted  by  district  supervisor  C.  W.  Griffin  and  by  G.  E. 
Blewett,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Texas  Grain  Dealers  Association.  The 
Bureau  plans  to  hold  other  public  hearings  at  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Kansas 
City,  Minneapolis,  one  Atlantic  seaboard  market,  and  one  or  more  Pacific 
seaboard  markets  during  the  forepart  of  1934.  The  exact  dates  and  places  for 
these  public  hearings  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date. 

As  a  part  of  this  educational  and  publicity  program,  a  conference 
will  take  place  at  Philadelphia,  December  16,  at  which  the  Federal  grain 
supervisors  and  chief  grain  inspectors  from  the  important  grain  markets  of 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  Buffalo,  Baltimore,  and  Richmond  will  be  in 
attendance.    Mr.  Parker  will  also  be  in  attendance  and  will  present  the 
Bureau's  program  and  lead  a  discussion  with  reference  to  the  proposed  re- 
vised standards. 
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COTTON  RESEARCH  STUDIES  FEATURE  AT 
MEETING  OF  PHYSIOLOGICAL  GROUP. 

Mrs.  Wanda  K.  Faulwetter,  associate  cotton  technologist  of  the 
Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  has  been  invited  to  present  a  paper  en- 
titled, "The  Formation  of  Cellulose  Membranes  by  Microscopic  Particles 
of  Uniform  Size  in  Linear  Arrangement,"  before  the  Physiological  Section 
of  the  Botanical  Society  of  America,  at  Boston,  December  30.  This  paper, 
prepared  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Sophia  H,  Eckerson,  micro  chemist 
of  the  Boyce  Thompson  Institute,  will  be  based  upon  the  unusual  findings 
resulting  from  research  studies  dealing  with  micro  and  ultra-micro  structure 
of  cotton  fibers  v/hich  Mrs.  Faulwetter  is  conducting  at  the  Intitute  under 
an  informal  cooperative  arrangement  between  that  institution  and  the  Bureau. 
Dr.  Eckerson,  who  has  an  international  reputation  in  her  field,  became  so 
interested  in  these  studies  that  she  has  been  devoting  practically  her  en- 
tire time  to  cooperation  in  them.  The  findings  support  a  nev/  conception 
of  the  formation  of  cellulose  membranes  in  cotton  fibers.  The  Institute 
regards  them  so  highly  that  it  will  issue  a  special  edition  of  its  pub- 
lication CONTRIBUTIONS  (usually  issued  quarterly)  in  January,  in  which 
some  of  the  results  of  Mrs.  Faulwetter 's  research  will  be  featured  and 
illustrated  with  four  full-page  color  plates.  This  v/ork  is  of  importance  to 
the  Bureau  as  a  background  both  for  the  standardization  of  cotton  quality 
and  for  cotton  utilization  work. 

BUREAU'S  EDUCATIONAL  WOOL  EXHIBIT  Am  FILM 

TO  BE  EXHIBITED  AT  WOOL  GROWERS'  CONVENTIONS^ 

Warner  M.  Buck,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  will  leave 
Washington  on  January  4  on  a  tour  of  the  range  wool-producing  States. 
He  will  take  with  him  an  educational  wool  display  prepared  by  the  Wool 
Section  and  a  copy  of  a  film  entitled,  "Wool  Marketing  and  Manufacturing." 
In  addition  to  typical  domestic  fleeces,  this  display  includes  comparable 
types  from  Australia,  New  Zealand,  South  Africa,  and  South  America  to  show 
the  producers  the  character  of  and  the  manner  in  which  foreign  wools  are 
prepared  for  market  as  compared  with  their  own  methods  and  products. 

The  wool  display  and  film  will  be  exhibited  at  the  annual  con- 
ventions of  the  v/ool  growers'  association  as  follows:  Idaho  Wool  Growers' 
Association,  January  11-13;  Utah  Wool  Growers'  Association,  January  15; 
The  National  Wool  Growers'  Association,  January  16-18;  Washington  Wool 
Growers'  Association,  January  25  and  26,  and  the  Montana  Wool  Growers' 
Association,  January  29-31. 

While  in  the  West  Mr.  Buck  will  confer  with  specialists  at  agri- 
cultural colleges  which  are  cooperating  with  the  Bureau  in  experimental 
work.  Contacts  also  v/ill  be  made  with  the  State  leaders  and  their  view- 
points obtained  as  to  improvements  which  may  be  made  in  the  preparation 
and  marketing  of  the  domestic  clip. 
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TURKEY.  GRADING  SCHOOLS  I.N_NORTHWEST_CREATE 
GREATER  APPRECIATION  OF  BUREAU  WORK. 

There  was  very  excellent  attendance  and  an  unusual  degree  of  in- 
terest displayed  at  the  turkey  grading  schools  whichT.W.  Heitz,  Division 
of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products ,  conducted  before  Thanksgiving  at  10  points  in 
the  heavy-producing  turkey  sections  of  the  Northwest .  The  attendance  ranged, 
Mr.  Keitz  reports,  from  26  to  1200.  Approximately  350  took  the  examina- 
tions to  become  licensed  graders;  of  these,  about  120  were  licensed  or 
placed  on  the  eligible  list  to  receive  licenses  should  their  services  be 
needed  later.  Mr.  Heitz  was  gratified  to  note  that  experienced  graders 
(those  who  graded  under  licenses  in  previous  years)  were  again  in  attendance 
In  issuing  license  cards,  preference  was  given  to  these  experienced  men. 

Mr.  Heitz  discussed  every  phase  of  turkey  marketing  at  these  schools 
and  gave  demonstrations  of  the  proper  method  of  bleeding,  killing,  picking, 
preceding,  pacliing,  car  loading,  and  shipping.  Producers  were  invited 
to  ccme  schools  to  receive  instruction  in  grading  live  birds,  so  that  they 
might  know  at  what  stage  they  were  ready  for  market. 

The  turkey  grading  service  in  the  Northwest  has  grown  each  year 
since  it  v;as  first  conducted  in  1918,  with  new  pools  and  commercial  packers 
gradually  resorting  to  it.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  three  pools  in 
Colorado,  two  in  North  Dakota,  two  in  W3''oming,  and  one  in  Montana  have 
adopted  it. 

At  the  request  of  the  poultry  extension  division  of  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  Mr.  Heitz  stopped  there  and  held  a  meeting  with  the  turkey 
growers  in  tv/o  parts  of  the  State .  This  educational  work  was  done  bec3.use 
the  Extension  specialists  felt  the  producers  should  receive  and  were  anx- 
ious to  receive  up-to-the  minute  information  on  turkey  marketing. 

From  these  schools,  Mr.  Heitz  v/ent  directlj'-  to  New  York  to  regrade 
such  of  the  turkeys  graded  by  the  newly  licensed  graders  of  the  Northwest 
as  had  arrived  at  that  market.  There  were  48  cars  of  them  and  Mr.  Heitz 
found  that  most  of  them  had  been  very  well  graded  by  the  men  in  the  field. 
It  was  necessary  to  withdraw  the  license  from  only  one  grader. 

Typical  of  manj'-  expressions  of  appreciation  from  cooperating  agen- 
cies in  this  phase  of  the  Bureau's  work  is  the  following  excerpt  from  a 
letter  from  J.  R.  Redditt,  extension  poultry  husbandman  of  the  Nebraska 
Agricultural  Extension  Service: 

"Most  particularly,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  interest  you  have 
shov/n  in  regrading  Nebraska  turkeys  and  passing  on  to  us  the  helpful 
remarks  you  have.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  just  this  kind  of  help  that  will 
enable  us  to  make  .he  necessary  improvements,  and  in  the  end,  make  govern- 
ment grading  amount  to  something,  ""t  pleases  us  more  than  we  can  express 
to  know  that  we  have  some  one  like  yourself  to  recheck  our  shipments." 
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COLORISTS  MEET  TO  DISCUSS  PROBLEMS: 
ARRANGE  FOR  FUTURE  ^'EETINCTS. 

A  group  of  40  persons,  including  seven  members  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  met  at  the  Cosmos  Club,  November  21,  to  discuss  questions 
relating  to  color,  a  subject  of  common  interest  to  them  all.  The  object 
of  the  meeting,  called  by  a  committee  which  included  Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson, 
color  technologist  of  this  Bureau,  was  to  give  those  persons  in  the  vicinity 
of  Washington  who  are  interested  in  color  in  its  application  to  their  prac- 
tical problems  and  daily  work,  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with 
each  other  and  to  discuss  problems  of  mutual  interest.  The  interests 
covered  a  wide  range  of  items,  including  the  measure  of  cotton,  hay,  apple, 
meat,  egg,  rope  and  sugar  colors;  light  in  its  relation  to  health;  phila- 
telies; camouflage;  the  teaching  of  color;  and  the  making  of  color  standards. 
Physicists,  chemists,  and  artists  were  in  the  group. 

There  was  real  enthusiasm  in  approval  of  a  program,  which  without 
formal  arrangement,  calls  for  three  dinner  meetings  a  year,  with  informal 
papers  and  discussion  which  are  to  include,  as  often  as  possible,  demon- 
strations of  the  subject  under  discussion.  Persons  with  color  problems 
are  invited  to  meet  with  the  group. 

TOBACCO.  GRADERS'  STAFF  INCREASED  IN_ VIRGINIA; 

SERVICE  EXTENDED  TO  KENTUCKY  NEARBY  STATES. 

In  compliance  with  an  Act  of  the  Virginia  legislature  requiring 
all  tobacco  to  be  graded  in  the  fire-cured  district  of  that  State,  15 
graders  have  been  employed  by  this  Department,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Virginia  Division  of  Markets,  to  grade  all  tobacco  offered  for  sale  on 
the  markets  of  Lynchburg,  Farmville,  Blackstone,  Bedford,  Drakes  Branch, 
and  Brookneal,  Virginia.  In  order  to  secure  competent  graders,  a  grading 
course  and  test  were  recently  held  by  this  Bureau  at  Farmville,  Virginia, 
when  the  graders  were  selected  on  the  basis  of  ratings  made  in  the  test. 
A.  H.  Irby  will  give  immediate  supervision  to  the  grade  work  in  this  dis- 
.  trict,  under  the  general  supervision  of  F.  B.  Wilkinson. 

Plans  are  being  made  by  the  Tobacco  Section  to  grade  tobacco  at 
several  important  markets  in  the  Burley  district  of  Kentucky  and  adjoin- 
ing States.  F.  B.  Wilkinson  of  the  Tobacco  Section  left  Washington  Decem- 
ber 5  to  confer  with  warehousemen.  State  officials,  and  others  in  order 
to  complete  plans  for  holding  a  tobacco  grading  course  and  test  at  some 
central  point  in  the  Burley  district.  E.  J.  Cline  of  Waddy,  Kentucky, 
will  supervise  the  work  in  the  Burley  district,  assisted  by  Malcolm  I. 
Dunn  of  the  Tobacco  Section.

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LISTING  AND  LETTERING  OF  BUREAU  OFFICES 
MUST  BE  STANDARDIZED,   CHIEF  INSISTS. 

Mr.  Olsen  calls  attention  again  to  the  fact  that  at  some  points 
throughout  the  United  States  our  offices  still  do  not  bear  the  name  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  on  their  entrance  doors  and  bulle- 
tin boards.  This  has  repeatedly  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  field 
representatives  through  the  medium  of  THE  B.  A.  E.  NEWS  and  in  numerous 
instances  by  correspondence  and  verbal  instructions.  In  this  connection, 
Mr.  Olsen  states: 

"I  want  again  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  field  officers  xhe  fact 
that  the  various  division  offices  in  the  field  are  a  part  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  in 
their  building  listings,  door  lettering,  telephone  listings,  or  in  any  other 
way  in  which  the  name  of  the  activity  is  placed  before  the  public,  these 
facts  should  be  borne  in  mind.  In  telephone  listings,  the  Bureau  should 
be  in  its  proper  place  under  the  Department  of  Agriculture  heading.  In 
building  listings  door  lettering,  etc.,  the  standard  listing  should  be 
followed,  that  is,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  followed  by  the  name  of  the  particular  unit  involved."

Work  on  the  project  on  the  direct  marketing  of  hogs,  of  the  Division  ot 
Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  is  being  intensified.  With  this  in  view. 
Dr.  A.  Dowell,  of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  has  been  brought  to  Wash- 
ington to  take  charge  of  the  work.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  completed 
or  well  along  the  way  toward  completion  by  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

V.  N.  Valgren's  address,  "The  Farm  Situation  with  Special  Reference 
to  Debt,  Taxes,  and  Insurance,"  made  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Nation- 
al Association  of  Mutual  Insurance  Companies,  in  Minneapolis,  October  12,  is 
the  first  article  in  the  November  1933  issue  of  THE  MUTUAL  INSURANCE  JOURNAL.

Building,  Room  3050.  In  the  interest  of  economy,  a  number  of  activities 
of  the  Personnel  and  Business  Office,  formerly  handled  in  the  Personnel 
and  Central  Administrative  Office,  are  being  consolidated  with  those  handled 
in  the  Property  and  Supplies  unit. 

For   the   last   week,    Paul   Williams,    in  charge  of   the   canned  fruit 

and   vegetable   grading   project,    has   been   conducting  training   classes  in 

the  grading  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables,  of  the  division's  employees 
in  the  Philadelphia  and  New  York  City  offices. 

Dr.  D.  A.  Coleman,  in  charge  of  the  milling,  baking,  and  chemical 
laboratory  cf  the  Grain  Division,  left  Washington  on  December  10  to  spend 
about  ten  days  at  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  Madison,  and  St.  Louis  in  holding 
conferences  with  malsters,  members  of  the  barley  grain  trade.  Federal  grain 
supervisors,  and  representatives  of  the  Wisconsin  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  in  assembling  information  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Grain 
Division  in  the  formulation  of  standards  for  malting  barley. 

Market  news  service  on  fruits  and  vegetables  was  resumed  for  South 
Texas  with  the  reopening  of  the  San  Antonio  office  December  1.  M.  G.  Longino 
is  again  in  charge.  This  resumption  of  service  involves  under  tentative 
present  plans  the  extension  of  the  leased  wire  from  Forth  Worth  down  to  San 
Antonio  for  the  period  December  1  to  May  31. 

The  work  is  now  being  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the  South 
Texas  Chamber  of  Commerce,  instead  of  with  the  San  Antonio  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  as  in  previous  years. 

T.  W.  Heitz,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  has  gone  to 
New  York  City  to  examine  the  turkeys  recently  graded  in  the  Northwest 
by  licensed  Government  graders  and  shipped  by  the  pools  for  the  Christmas 
market.  While  there  he  will  visit  Long  Island  to  consult  with  the  Long 
Island  duck  growers  about  recent  developments  in  experimental  work  in 
freezing  and  packing  ducks,  which  was  conducted  cooperatively  between  the 
Long  Island  Duck  Growers  Association  and  this  Bureau.  Before  returning  he 
will  stop  at  Philadelphia  to  investigate  a  new  process  of  picking  poultry 
which  a  local  poultry  plant  is  using. 

Praise  of  the  tobacco  grading  service  features  the  November  24 
issue  of  the  TOBACCO  NEWS,  published  at  South  Boston,  Virginia.  South 
Boston,  the  second  largest  tobacco  market  in  Virginia,  is  one  of  the  points 
at  which  free  grading  service  is  being  supplied.  W.  R.  Wilson,  associate 
marketing  specialist  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  is  the  local  supervisor.  On 
four  different  pages  of  the  newspaper  referred  to  appear  lengthy  resolutions 
and  letters,  lauding  the  grading  service  and  daily  price  reports. 

The  University  of  Nebraska  grain  judging  team,   in  competition  with 
colleges  of  four  other  important  grain  producing  States,   took  first  honors 
in  the  intercollegiate  grain  judging  contest  at  the  American  Royal  Livestock 
Show,  held  at  Kansas  City,  November  18-25.     The  intercollegiate  crops  judg- 
ing contest,   held  during  the  International  Livestock  Show  at  Chicago,  was 
won  this  year  by  the  University  of  Nebraska,  with  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College 
=^taking  second  place.    These  contests  are  held  annually  and  the  students  who 
00  participate  train  under  the  guidance  of  field  officers  of  the  Grain  Division 
O  and  the  grain  samples  used  are  prepared  in  that  division's  offices.  These 
^judging  classes  are  showing  improvement ,  indicating  a  better  understanding  of 
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
